The dying 77.5-ton Skylab space 
station will pass over Canada in a 
path starting in the vicinity of 
Victoria and crossing to Winnipeg 
and St. John’s, Nfld., during its 
final days in orbit next week, 
maps distributed Friday by the 
U.S. National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration indicate. 

In addition, the maps indicate 
southern Vancouver Island is in 
the path of a bonus orbit’, not 
shared by the rest of Canada, 
carrying Skylab from the Pacific 
and across the U.S. mainland. 


The 25-by-10-centimetre maps, 
on which Canada is about five 
centimetres wide, show approxi¬ 
mately the parts of the globe to be 
passed over by Skylab orbits dur¬ 
ing Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Thursday, said Richard Smith, 
NASA technical spokesman for 
Skylab, at a briefing in Washing¬ 
ton, DC. 

However, in light of the small 
size of the maps, determining 
proximity with any degree of accu¬ 
racy is virtually impossible. NASA 


officials hope to have better maps 
as the end draws near. 

On Wednesday, Skylab’s pos¬ 
sible paths over Canada, all mov¬ 
ing from west to east, are: 

• Southern Vancouver Island to 
southern Saskatchewan; 

• Southeastern B.C. to Winni¬ 
peg, then through northwestern 
Ontario to the St. Lawrence River 
somewhere near the Ontario-Que 
bee border; 

• Thunder Bay, Ont., to the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence and southern 
Newfoundland;

Watchdogs 
‘too busy’

OTTAWA (CP) — An oversight committee creat¬ 
ed to ensure that the RCMP security service operates 
within the law “just doesn’t do the job,’’ Michael 
Dare, director-general of the service, said Friday. 

Dare, testifying before a royal commission into 
RCMP wrongdoing headed by Mr. Justice David 
McDonald, said the committee was just too busy with 
other duties. N 

The creation of the oversight committee was an¬ 
nounced by the solicitor- 
general Francis Fox late 
in 1977, as disclosures of ' 

RCMP lawbreaking 
snowballed. 

McDonald said Fox, 
making the announce¬ 
ment before the Com¬ 
mons justice committee, 
left the impression that 
“dramatic steps were 
being taken to bring the 
RCMP security service 
under control.” 

In fact, McDonald 
added, the task of ensur¬ 
ing that the service 
operated within the law 
wasn't included in its 
terms of reference — al¬ 
though Fox told the Commons justice committee 
this would be one of its jobs. 

McDonald said a justice department lawyer as¬ 
signed to the committee had resigned after six 
months. But Dare later informed him the law¬ 
yer still attends meetings on an irregular basis — 
he attended four in the last year — and gets * 
minutes of all the meetings. 

“I don't think he was completely happy,” Dare 
said of the lawyer. “We tried to make him feel at 
home.” 

McDonald said he was concerned whether the 
committee could keep control of the RCMP se¬ 
curity-service “or whether it is by its very nature 
groomed to accept whatever it’s told.”

PPWC snags acceptance 
of pact by Big 2 unions

A holdout by one of three 
unions remained Friday as a 
serious threat to peace in the 
forest industry. 

It also added to the bitter¬ 
ness of inter-union relations 
with an official of the Inter¬ 
national Woodworkers of 
America terming action by 
the Pulp. Paper and Wood¬ 
workers of Canada negotiat¬ 
ing committee a “miscar¬ 
riage of justice.” 

The PPWC, smallest of the 
three, will be recommending 
rejection of a proposed con¬ 


tract which is essentially the 
same as that approved dur¬ 
ing the day by negotiators 
for the IWA and the Cana¬ 
dian Paperworkers Union. 

The move could create a 
nightmare for the industry, 
which rode good times into 
this year’s negotiations and 
put up more money than 
ever before to try to buy 
continued peace. 

If the 6,000 PPWC mem¬ 
bers strike, their action—un- 
less halted by government 
intervention—would under¬ 
mine any settlement by the 
other two unions and even¬ 
tually put 30,000 IWA mem¬ 


bers and some 7,500 CPU 
members out of work in the 
coast region. 

“If our mills went on 
strike, and that’s still a ques¬ 
tion mark, it would put all 
the others down,” said 
Angus MacPhee, national 
president of the PPWC. 

This would be achieved 
through picketing of IWA 
and CPU operations which 
belong to the same employ¬ 
ers. 

The PPWC represents em¬ 
ployees at nine B.C. sites, in¬ 
cluding Vancouver Island 
mills at Crofton, Harmae 
and Gold River.

British Columbia had all official ties 
with Her Majesty the Queen severed late 
this week. 

But royalists can relax — we should be 
returned to the womb of the Common¬ 
wealth as Her Majesty’s loyal subjects by 
Monday. 

The quiet severing of the ties with Buck¬ 
ingham Palace came to light Friday when 
two “money” bills failed to surface in the 
Legislature. A money bill, requiring the 
expenditure of public funds, must be “re¬ 
commended” to the Legislature by the 
crown, in this case Lieijmant-Governor 
Henry Bell-Irving. 

But Thursday, the day the bills were 
originally scheduled for presentation. Bell- 
Irving was out of the province, visiting in 
Washington. 

He was still out of the province Fri¬ 
day. 

The Constitution Act provides for the 
chief justice of the province to be named 
administrator when the Queen’s repre¬ 
sentative is out of the province. He then 


carries the full powers invested in the 
lieutenant-governor and becomes the 
queen’s representative. 

But Thursday and Friday, Chief Justice 
Nathan Nemetz couldn't be found. He, 
too, was out of the province, undesignated 
and unaware his signature was required. 

In the meantime, the two awaited 
money bills, whatever their expenditures 
await the queen’s recommendation, their 
contents known only to the cabinet and 
legislative draftsmen. 

Technically, Ottawa could appoint a 
temporary “administrator” until the offi¬ 
cial people can be found. But. as one 
high-placed public servant said: “Have you 
ever tried to find anyone in Ottawa on a 
Friday afternoon?” 

In the absence of the queen’s “pres¬ 
ence” other business rolled on as usual, 
with B.C. apparently undamaged by its 
short period of isolation. 

As of late Friday the sign on the door of 
the executive wing still read Premier, not 
President. And by Monday it will be too 
late to make the change — the queen’s 
representative should be back. 


While the unions have al¬ 
ways respected each other's 
picketlines. Bob Blanchard, 
first vice-president of the 
IWA’s Western Canada re¬ 
gion. says (here could be 
hostility this time because of 
developments in 1975. 

Blanchard said a log short¬ 
age at that time was about to 
close down IWA mills and 
would have meant unem¬ 
ployment insurance benefits 
for the affected employees. 
But the PPWC. he said, re¬ 
fused to postpone a strike 
deadline, picketed the IWA 
operations and left the IWA 
members without any U1C 


aid because they were off 
work owing to a labor dis¬ 
pute. 

“Our members haven’t 
forgotten that.” Blanchard 
told the Colonist. “I think 
before the PPWC sticks up 
picketlines again they’ll con¬ 
sider some of the hostility 
engendered last time.” 

The wage offer to the three 
unions was not the object of 
Friday’s rejection. The 
PPWC said it was willing to 
accept this and to reluctant¬ 
ly accept last-minute pen¬ 
sion plan changes that bene¬ 
fit retired members, but 
could not agree to a contract 


that offered no cost-of-living 
allowance. Special local 
issues also remained unre¬ 
solved and barred the way to 
immediate agreement. Mac¬ 
Phee said. 

The basic wage offer to all 
three unions was the same— 
an increase of 90 cents an 
hour in the first year and 90 
cents or 9 1 -.. per cent in the 
second, w hichever is 
larger.

Canadian Prats 

British Columbia will con¬ 
tinue to outpace the Cana¬ 
dian economy and the prov¬ 
ince's rate of inflation will be 
lower during the rest of 1979, 
says the Employers’ Council 
of B.C. 

In its mid-year economic 
outlook released Friday, the 
council said the B.C. econ¬ 
omy would grow by four per 
cent during the rest of the 
year, while the economy of 
the country as a whole would 
grow by 3.5 per cent. 

B.C.’s inflation rate, as 
measured by the Vancouver 
Consumer Price Index, 
should remain near eight per 
cent for the rest of the 
year. 

The national rate will be 
8.5 to nine per cent for 1979. 

“There is an underlying 
strength to the B.C. economy 
which will become more ap¬ 
parent towards the end of 
1979,’’ the report says. 

“This optimism is based 
on the assumption of suc¬ 
cessful settlement of the up¬ 
coming wage negotiations, 
and also on the assumption 
that the U.S. is not headed 
for a severe recession, al¬ 
though a continued slow¬ 


down in their economy is 
anticipated.’’ 

The report said optimism 
was justified by the amount 
of capital investment being 
devoted to plant improve¬ 
ment and expansion. 

An improvement on the re¬ 
turn on existing investment 
and re-election of the Social 
Credit government were 
credited for the boost in new 
investment. 

In the short term, the 
value of the Canadian dollar 
is expected to remain at be¬ 
tween 84 and 88 cents U.S., 
leaving world price lfevels 
and the course of the U.S. 


economy as the main factors 
in determining demand for 
B.C. products. 

The provincial unemploy¬ 
ment rate is expected to de¬ 
cline slightly to below eight 
per cent from an average of 
8.2 per cent during the first 
five months of the year. 

The B.C. forest products 
industry will continue to per¬ 
form well throughout 1979, 
although it is unlikely to 
match its 1978 record. News¬ 
print and pulp production 
should continue at capacity 
levels, but lumber sales will 
decline as a result of the 
slowdown in U.S. housing 
starts. 


The mining industry in 
B.C. is performing reason¬ 
ably well, the report said. 

Strong demand and higher 
metal prices have improved 
the outlook, resulting in 
more commitments to indi¬ 
vidual mine openings. 

The council predicted that 
tourism revenue would rise 
12 per cent and said the U S 
gasoline shortage was not 
expected to hurt the industry 
in B.C. 

A favorable year was also 
predicted for the agricul¬ 
ture, manufacturing, trans¬ 
portation, retail and con-* 
struction industries.

The Italian transport ministry announced Friday 
that all flights—from jet planes to helicopters—will 
be banned in Italy for the six hours preceding the fall 
of the U.S. Skylab space station. 

And Japanese planes will be told not to fly over 
the Pacific Ocean when Skylab is due to crash. 

A communique in Rome said no Italian plane 
would be allowed to take off and those airborne would 
be ordered to reach the closest airport. 

In Tokyo, the Japanese maritime safety agency 
said it will issue radio warnings to all ships in the 
Pacific. 


Wednesday or Thursday, but sci¬ 
entists at NASA are not sure 
where, Hurd said in a telephone in¬ 
terview. 

Hurd said Victorians won’t be 
able to see Skylab glowing at night 
this week because its typical pas¬ 
sages over the Vancouver-Victoria 
region take place during mid- 
morning.

Hurd said B.C. residents with 
short-wave radio bands could hear 
reports on the Skylab re-entry at 19 
minutes past every hour on the 5, 
10 or 15 megahertz frequencies, 
WWV. 

Meanwhile, Fred Cooper, re¬ 
gional director for Emergency 
Planning Canada, said Friday in 
an interview that a contingency 
plan for the Skylab re-entry had 
been set up for each province. 

Cooper said federal agencies. 


including the defence department, 
transport ministry, RCMP, and 
Health and Welfare Canada would 
be coordinated “to respond to 
anything the provinces may 
need.” 

These needs could include per¬ 
sonnel for controlling crowds, air 
or marine transport, mobile radio 
links or field hospitals. 

Cooper said Emergency Plan¬ 
ning Canada was set up to deal 
with any peacetime emergencies, 
although specific planning was es¬ 
tablished for the Skylab re-entry. 

“The chances of Skylab landing 
in Canada are about two per cent, 
and its chances of landing in B.C. 


are considerably less,’’ Cooper 
said. 

Nevertheless, he said, if there 
are legal claims against the United 
States for any damage, the federal 
organization would ensure that 
people who have claims would be 
provided with the proper forms 
and would be given assistance in 
filling out the forms. 

He said NASA was giving daily 
briefings to Emergency Planning 
Canada. 

“We’ll be going on standby 36 
hours before splashdown or crash- 
down, whichever it is,” he said. 

Scientists say there is only a two 
per cent chance of Skylab falling 
on Canada.

the workforce in sawmills 
and up to 68 per cent in the 
plywood mills, are said to be 
upset because they will be 
left further behind than ever 
through special pay revi¬ 
sions to other categories. 

The IWA ratification vote 
began Friday night at some 
logging operations and is ex¬ 
pected to take almost two 
weeks to complete. 

The CPU. like the PPWC, 
had been holding out for im¬ 
provements to pensions of 
employees who have already 
retired. In Friday’s revised 
offer, they lost $1 a month off 
the $15 for the present work¬ 
force to bring the two groups 
of retirees—those who re¬ 
tired prior to 1975 and be¬ 
tween 1975 and this July—up 
to the same level. It is not an 
indexed pension, however, 
and would have to be rebar- 
gained in 1981. 

It now stands at $14 a 
month for every year 
worked. The IWA’s pension 
stands at $15 a month, but the 
PPWC says IWA retirees 
will get considerably less 
than those in the pulp 
unions. 

MacPhee is not prepared 
to say that his membership 
will go along with any sug¬ 
gestion that they reject the 
offer. He notes that a strike 
vote taken earlier carried by 
only 68 per cent and that “the 
pot has been sweetened since 
then.” 

“Our negotiators will be 
expressing their disappoint¬ 
ment in the offer and the rest 
is up to the membership,” he 

said. 

The PPWC vote will not 
likely be completed until the 
week after next. 

The IWA’s Blanchard, 
meanwhile, remained criti¬ 
cal orf the lack of communi¬ 
cation between the two pulp 
unions, even though they 
were dealing with the same 
pension plan. 

“I think it is a miscarriage 
of justice,” he said of differ¬ 
ent direction the pulp unions 
took Friday. 

"We (IWA) have been able 
to take away from the indus¬ 
try one of the healthiest 
packages ever negotiated. 
But because of a mixup with 
the other two, it could all 
be for nothing.” 

Blanchard said this was a 
year when the industry badly 
wanted signed contracts and 
he said industry bargainers 
were “sincere—they nego¬ 
tiated a costly contract that 
we’re satisfied with.” 
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during his ordeal of the past 
five weeks. Nicaragua’s 
civil war has brought a 
steady weakening of his mili 
tary position against Sandin 
ista guerrillas. 

“I feel that in my con 
science, I have dojie what 
ever I have had to do accord- 
ing to the laws of this 
country,’’ Somoza said 
“People might have differ 
ent ideas about me, but my 
conscience is clear.” 

Somoza said he has of¬ 
fered the United States his 
resignation “provid¬ 
ed. the institutionality of 
the National Guard” and his 
Liberal Party are guaran¬ 
teed and there is an orderly 
transition of power. But he 
admitted that he was “in no 
position now to impose any¬ 
thing. I am not negotiat¬ 
ing.” 

Somoza acknowledged an 
agreement with the United 
States in which his resigna¬ 
tion is being postponed while 
U.S. and Latin American 
diplomats and members of 
the moderate Nicaraguan 
opposition negotiate with a 
guerrilla-backed provisional 
government junta. 

If the five-member junta 
can be persuaded to add at 
least two more politically 
conservative members, and 
Somoza agrees it is not 
“Marxist dominated” and 
will guarantee a place for 
the National Guard, he will 
order a ceasefire before 
leaving the country. 

The United States, accord- 
ing to well-informed 
sources, has decided to stay 
away "from direct negotia¬ 
tions with the junta, tempo¬ 
rarily established in Costa 
Rica, following junta rejec¬ 
tion of what it feels ts direct 
intervention in Nicaraguan 
affairs. 

Negotiations are now 
being held in Costa Rica by 
members of Nicaragua’s 
Board Opposition Front, a 
politically moderate coali¬ 
tion that after much debate 
has now sent representatives 
to talk to the junta, and by 
delegates of Nicaragua’s Su¬ 
perior Council of Private 
Enterprise. 

At the same time, other 
Latin American govern¬ 
ments, including Venezuela, 
Costa Rica and Panama, all 
of whom reportedly have 
helped the Sandinistas, are 
believed to be participat 
ing. 


Trainee ejects, 
jet hits resort 
but only 2 hurt 


TINTAGEL, England 
(AP) — A Royal Air Force 
jet whose trainee pilot had 
ejected into the sea crashed 
Friday in the middle of the 
picturesque seaside resort of 
Tintagel. legendary home of 
King Arthur, but only two 
persons suffered minor in¬ 
juries. 

The single-seater Hunter 
jet was on a routine training 
mission in southwestern 
England from a base in 
Wales and was heading out 
to sea when it developed 
some kind of trouble, the 
defence ministry said. 

The aircraft turned 
around after the pilot eject¬ 
ed and roared past the tour¬ 
ist-thronged ruins of Tinta¬ 
gel Castle, legendary home 
of King Arthur and the 
Knights of the Round Table. 
Thq castle lies only a few 
hundred metres from the 
centre of Tintagel, also 
crowded with holiday¬ 
makers. 

On its unmanned flight, 
the jet clipped two farm 
walls, skimmed a swimming 
pool and struck the side of a 
small hotel before coming to 
rest in a driveway between 
the hotel and a neighboring 
house. 

Parts of the plane narrow¬ 
ly missed a tank truck laden 


with more than 1,500 gallons 
of gasoline that had been 
about to fill the pumps at a 
station 10 metres from the 
crash spot. 

Driver Pat Morse, fearing 
the truck might explode, 
leaped into the driver’s seat 
and drove the vehicle to a 
nearby field. 

“If the tanker had explod¬ 
ed, the whole of Tintagel 
would have gone up,” he told 
reporters. 

The pilot was picked up by 
a helicopter shortly after he 
ejected. 

Hotel owner Jim White, 29, 
said his family was lucky not 
to have been wiped out when 
the plane hit his hotel at an 
estimated 400 kilometres 
miles an hour after wrecking 
three cars in the parking 
lot.

They also checked diver¬ 
sionary dams and walls 
channeling the flow of water 
above the falls. 

Emphasizing the inspec¬ 
tion was simply a precau¬ 
tionary measure. Johnson 
said, “This is one prediction 
which will go by the way- 
side”. 

Johnson and Pirastru said 
there was no dam above the 
falls where a collapse would 
increase water flow over the 
cataracts.

e governments in an attempt to assess 
J the future course of the world economy 

• and identify the choices open to them 
f in the management of their national 

• affairs. 

t As Western growth slows, the study 


Third World will double role, and Russia, China 

will rise to top of world power, OECD study claims 


predicts that many parts of the Third 
World, including China, will experi 
ence an industrial explosion that will 
make them relatively more powerful in 
economic terms on the world stage and 
perhaps increase their political and 
military influence as well. 

BY THE END of the century, Inter¬ 
futures believes these newly industria¬ 
lizing countries of the developing world 
together with China, will have in¬ 
creased their share of world industry 
from 12 percent today to nearly one 
quarter. If China is excluded, the Third 
World’s share of total international 
trade will climb over the same period 
from 12 per cent to 18 or 22 per cent. 

As a result, the Far East will emerge 
as “one of the most important centers 
of the world economy,” along with fast 
developing oil exporting countries and 
economically more sucessful Latin 
American nations such as Mexico and 
Brazil. 

Meanwhile, the study predicts that 
the Soviet Union’s economic power is 
likely to increase relative to the Unit¬ 
ed States and Western Europe during 


the next two decades, reaching its peak 
at the end of the century. 

But while the newly industrializing 
countries of Asia and Latin America 
will grow appreciably richer and more 
influential in the next 20 years. Interfu¬ 
tures forsees little improvement in the 
lot of the poorest developing countries 
in Africa and Asia, where annual in¬ 
comes will remain pitiful at around 
$300 a head, at 1979 prices, in the 
year 2000. 

ALTHOUGH the United States will 
still retain “a role of the first magni¬ 
tude” in the world economy because of 
its size and natural resources, Interfu¬ 
tures warns that this role is likely to 
change in unforseeable ways as its 
economy stagnates and incomes in 
other countries move closer to Ameri¬ 
can levels. 

Western Europe will also see its 
share of the world’s wealth decline in 
the coming decades, but the study says 
it will have more difficulty than the 
United States in making the economic 
and social adjustments needed to re¬ 
kindle economic growth. 


In general, Interfutures considers 
the changes it forsees in the balance of 
economic power “far from satisfac¬ 
tory,” saying they may encourage pro¬ 
tectionism and discredit the free mar¬ 
ket system in developed countries and 
*tead to bitter quarrels over oil and raw 
materials. 

But it warns that they may be carried 
on well into the next century by the 
continuing rapid expansion of the 
world’s population, which it believes 
will climb from 4 billion in 1975 to 6 
billion in 2000 before stabalizing around 
10 to 12 billion in a hundred years 
time. 

“Population growth means many of 
these trends will go on into the coming 
century,” Prof. Jean Lesoume, the 
French-born director of the Interfu¬ 
tures study told a press conference 
Friday. 

THE DECISION to commission the 
Interfutures study, OECD secretary 
General Emile Van Lennepp told the 
same press conference, reflected wide¬ 
spread concern after the big oil price 


increase in 1974 that the world’s eco¬ 
nomic prospects might be permanently 
dimmed by shortages of oil and other 
raw materials and a breakdown in 
political relations between rich and 
poor countries. 

The 420-page study concludes that 
raw material supplies are adequate to 
sustain rapid rates of economic growth 
for at least the next half century, 
provided governments can cooperate 
in exploiting them. 

But on other grounds, it feels “the 
most likely trend” in the coming dec¬ 
ades “will be one of more moderate 
growth” in the developed countries. 

Externally, it argues that the West¬ 
ern industrial nations will be con¬ 
strained in their pursuit of prosperity 
by persistant balance of payments 
problems, the emergence of a multi¬ 
polar world in which the Western 
powers have less influece than they 
used to, and the difficulty of adapting to 
an age of more expensive energy. 

Internal constraints on growth .in¬ 
clude continuing high inflation and the 
low profitability of new investments 


which discourages corporate risk-tak 
ing. 

THE STUDY WARNS that the world 
could still be plunged overnight into a 
major energy crisis by political uphea 
vels in the oil producing countries. And 
it calls for closer cooperation be 
tween all raw material consuming and 
exporting countries to ensure adequate 
raw material supplies to sustain 
growth." 

The study examines, only to dismiss 
as improbable, a high growth scenario 
in which the major Western economies 
manage to expand their economies by 
4.3 percent a year on average between 
1973 and 2000. * 

Instead it gives a lower averag&of 3.1 
percent as more likely, suggesting that 
the real question may be whether lower 
growth becomes accepted through 
changing social values, such as in¬ 
creased preference for leisure and 
reduced material expectations, or al 
tentatively, whether it leads to social 
conflicts, increased protectionism and 
strained relations between developed 
and devloping nations. 


Rhodesia 
attacked 
at summit 

MONROVIA (AP) — Liberian President William Tol¬ 
bert opened an all-Africa conference Friday with a scathing 
attack on thfyjhew government of Zimbabwe Rhodesia. But 
he urged a compromise between it and its guerrilla foes, 
who are heavily backed by black Africa. 

Tolbert, who will preside over the annual summit 
meeting of the Organization of African Unity scheduled 
here July 17-22, formally opened a 10-day ministerial 
meeting that is to prepare the summit agenda. 

More than 2.500 delegates from 50 African countries 
are attending the preliminary conference and at least 
500 more are expected for the summit. 

The OAU meeting is the largest conference in Monro- 
\ia*s history. Hotels, many private homes and a Greek- 
owned luxury liner specially chartered for the occasion are 
filled with African ministers and their aides. 

THE DELEGATES interrupted Tolbert’s speech only 
once with prolonged applause—when he denounced Zim 
babwe Rhodesia's “internal settlement” government, led by 
Bishop Abel Muzorewa. 

“The principle of one-man. one-vote has been con¬ 
temptuously mocked in open defiance of all Africa and an 
illegal regime has been installed ... in violation of princi¬ 
ples accepted by the entire international community,” 
Tolbert declared amid cheers. 

He said the Muzorewa government sought to perpetu¬ 
ate white supremacy in Rhodesia and was unacceptable 
to the African leaders under any circumstances. 

He urged a four-point OAU action program to settle the 
Rhodesian problem, including “efforts to bring together the 
leaders of the Patriotic Front and the leaders of the 
so-called K ‘internal solution’... to seek conciliation and 
accommodation rather than continuing bloody confronta¬ 
tion.” 

THE DELEGATES received the proposal in silence. 

The Patriotic Front guerrillas, who fought white-mi¬ 
nority rule in Rhodesia for more than five years, are 
continuing their war against the black-majority Muzorewa 
government, which gives disproportionate representation to 
whites in parliament and maintains white control of de¬ 
fence, police and other crucial government departments. 

The continuing guerrilla struggle against the contro¬ 
versial regimes in Zimbabwe Rhodesia and South-West 
Africa was expected to be one of the main themes of 
(he summit. 

But numerous inter-African disputes, including unde¬ 
clared wars in the Horn of Africa, the Western Sahara 
and Chad, and a militant Arab attempt to ^cc$de Egypt for 
signing a peace treaty with Israel, were likely to make the 
16th OAU summit one of the most critical in the organiza¬ 
tion’s history.- 

The gathering brought a welcome boom to the city 
less than three months after it was paralysed by an out¬ 
burst of violence and looting brought on by a government 
decision to increase the price of the staple food, rice. 

MANY RESIDENTS were busy cashing in on the huge 
influx'of delegates. All available rental cars were booked 
and taxi drivers were demanding $8 for a trip they normally 
make for 75 cents. 

The government spent an estimated $125 million to 
build an elaborate conference centre in a beachfront 
mangrove swamp, 12 kilometres from the city centre. 

Tolbert, in an interview, acknowledged the expendi¬ 
ture on the village was a heavy burden for his coun¬ 
try. but he expressed the hope Liberia would get much 
of its money back later by turning the site into a tourist 
resort. 



Guard abandons

MANAGUA (AP) — A be 
leaguered national guard 
garrison abandoned the 
southern Nicaraguan city of 
Jinotepe to Sandinista guer¬ 
rillas Friday as President 
Anastasio Somoza clung to, 
power in the face of mount¬ 
ing military and diplomatic 
pressure against him. 

Besides taking control of 
Jinotepe, the guerrillas were 
reported pressing their fight 
to capture the southern city 
of Rivas and staging hit-run 
raids in Managua, the capi¬ 
tal. 

They also tried to bomb 
Managua’s Las Mercedes 
airport, but a government 
spokesman and local resi¬ 
dents said the plane, drop¬ 
ping steel drums filled with 
explosives, missed the air¬ 
port. 

The United States, mean¬ 
while, was reported continu¬ 
ing a behind-the-scenes dip¬ 
lomatic campaign to expand 
the Sandinistas’ five-mem¬ 
ber provisional government 
in order to dilute the power 
of its leftist members. 


U.S. state department of¬ 
ficials in Washington say the 
Carter administration, ap¬ 
parently sure of Somoza’s 
eventual downfall, is trying 
to enlist the help of the Latin 
American democracies Ven¬ 
ezuela and Colombia, whose 
governments are on good 
terms with the Sandinistas, 
to persuade them to add 
moderates to the govern¬ 
ment-in-waiting. 

Despite continuing rumors 
here of the Nicaraguan 
strongman’s impending de¬ 
parture, there were no signs 
of it. His aides still insisted 
Somoza would not leave until 
after a military victory, and 
then only if the U.S. prom¬ 
ises huge reconstruction aid 
for Nicaragua. 

The Organization of 
American States has de¬ 
manded Somoza’s resigna¬ 
tion, seven countries have 
broken diplomatic relations 
with his government and two 
of them. Panama and Gren¬ 
ada. recognize the Sandinis¬ 
ta junta as the legitimate 
government. 


1,400 pounds 
—then crash 

SEATTLE (UPI) — No one will ever know 
exactly how much Jon Brower Minnoch weighed last 
year. But his doctors say he w as at least 1.400 pounds 
—the heaviest human being in medical history. 

“We were not able to weigh Jon because he was 
too sick, but we estimate that he weighed about 1,400 
pounds.” said Dr. Robert Schwartz, an endocrinolo¬ 
gist at Uhiversity Hospital. 

“He was probably more than that. He was by at 
least 300 pounds the heaviest person ever report¬ 
ed.” 

Minnoch, 38, has spent most of the past 15 months 
in the hospital in a painful struggle with his body to 
lose weight and learn how to move again. 

He has dropped 900 pounds from his 6-foot-1 
frame and is down to about 475, but doesn’t want his 
picture taken until he loses a lot more. 

It was late March 1978 when a crew of fire¬ 
fighters rushed to Minnoch’s Bainbridge Island 
home, removed a window, lifted the obese, ailing 
man onto a thick piece of plywood and carried him to 
an ambulance. 

He arrived at the hospital in severe pain, suffer¬ 
ing from heart, circulation and respiratory problems 
and unable to move or speak. 

“Actually, I was being crushed by my own 
weight, you could put it like that,” said the soft-spo¬ 
ken, mustachioed Minnoch iq an interview with 
UPI. 

A crash diet led to his near-death condition. 

Minnoch, now on at strict daily diet of 1.200 
calories, hopes to eventually slim down to about 
210 . 


Pay plan unveiled 
for British MPs 


LONDON (AP) — The 
British government Friday 
unveiled a two-year pay 
raise plan for the country’s 
members of Parliament. 

The system of phased irt- 
creases to $30,902 (Cana¬ 
dian) a year will also do 
away with that most embar¬ 
rassing of the legislators’ 
chores—voting their own 
pay raises. 

By 1981 the Conservative 
government plans to have 
Parliamentary pay scales 
linked to those of some pro¬ 
fessional group, so far un¬ 
chosen, said Norman St. 
John-Stevas, leader of the 
House of Commons. 

The plan is to be debated 
Wednesday and is expected 
to pass. 

British lawmakers are 
among the most poorly paid 


in the Western world. The 
pay scheme, although it 
amounts to a 74-per-cent 
raise plus a cost-of-living 
equalization clause, drew an 
outcry when first brought up 
two weeks ago because 
many legislators wanted the 


whole thing right away. 

Ordinary members of the 
House of Commons now re¬ 
ceive $17,748 (Canadian) a 
ye/r. 

Basic pay for a Canadian 
member of Parliament is 
$28,600 a year 


Priestly duties: 
Not for women 

LONDON (Reuter) — The governing general synod of 
the Church of England Friday threw out a new bid to allow 
women to carry out priestly duties. 

Last year the synod voted against ordaining women in 
the Church of England and Friday it rejected a proposal that 
it at least aliow women ordained in other branches of the 
Anglican community to carry out priestly tasks in Eng¬ 
land. 

The Church of England is the mother church of the 
world’s 65 million Anglicans. 


The guerrillas’ clandes-’ 
tine radio station, broad¬ 
casting from neighboring 
Costa Rica, claimed rebel 
forces had routed the nation¬ 
al guard garrison in Jino¬ 
tepe, 48 kilometres south of 
here.

Sandinsta retreat to the 
south if the government re¬ 
takes Masaya. 

The guerrillas hold most of 
Nicaragua’s urban centres. 
The offensive against Ma¬ 
saya. announced Thursday, 
was Somoza’s first major at¬ 
tempt in the current six- 
week round of fighting to 
recapture a rebel-held city. 
A victory there would snap a 
long chain of military set-* 
backs for his government. 

There have been few reli¬ 
able casualty reports in the 
fighting, but most observers 
believe at least 5,000 persons 
have been killed since mid 
May. 

Each side again claimed to 
have the upper hand in fight¬ 
ing for the city of Rivas. 10 
kilometres north of the bor 
der with Costa Rica. If they 
take control of the city, the 
Sandinistas said they plan to 
make Rivas the seat of their 
provisional government.

DC-10 checks announced 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
The U.S. Federal Aviation 
Administration announced a 
' new inspection program Fri¬ 
day to be required of all 
' U.S.-operated DC-lOs and 
FAA chief Langhome Bond 
said he hopes to decide next 
week when the jetliners will 
be allowed into the air. 

The detailed inspection, to 
be conducted by the opera¬ 
tors of the wide-body jets 
made by McDonnell Douglas 
Corp., is to be of the pylons 
on which two of the planes’ 
three jet engines are sus¬ 
pended underneath the 
wings. 

The inspection will give 
airlines a head start on some 
! of the work required before 
the planes are approved for 
1 flight, said FAA spokesman 
■5 Alex Garvis. 


Additional inspections — 
and even design changes — 
might be required before the 
planes return to the air, 
Garvis said. 

The planes were grounded 
June 6 when inspections, or¬ 
dered following the crash of 
a DC-10 at Chicago in which 
273 persons were killed, dis¬ 
closed cracks and wear in 
some engine pylons. 

Bond has said uncertainty 
about the slats on the leading 
edge of the jets’ wings is the 
major obstacle to putting 
them back in service. 

During the crash at Chica 
go on May 25, the left wing 
slat was not extended after 
that wing’s engine ripped off 
during takeoff. However, the 
right wing’s slat remained 
extended, creating more lift 
on that side and contributing 


to the plane’s rolling. 

The inspection program 
announced Friday follows 
weeks of analysis of pylon 
design and maintenance 
problems, Garvis said. 

Among other things, me¬ 
chanics will be looking for 
cracks, loose, missing or de¬ 
fective bolts and other fas¬ 
teners, buckling or other 
signs of wear and improper 


installation of any pylon 
part. 

In addition to visual in¬ 
spection, mechanic^ will use 
a variety of test methods 
employing dyes, ultrasonic 
sound, electric current and 
magnetic particles to spot 
discrepancies.

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A painful birth 
but a plan at last 


SAANICH MUNICIPALITY finally has its very 
own Official Community Plan, nearly five 
years after its paid and elected officials started 
trying to put together such a document. The 
bylaw adopting the plan received swift, easy 
approval from Saanich council this week with¬ 
out attracting a single comment, let alone 
debate. It was much the same story last week, 
when a mere handful of residents turned up for 
what was expected to be a well-attended and 
argumentative public hearing on the plan's 
contents. 

All this peace and harmony was a welcome 
contrast to the years of controversy and strife 
that had gone before. Particularly in 1977, the 
prospects of producing any plan acceptable to 
the majority of Saanich residents appeared 
bleak. 

That was the year neighborhood power 
in Saanich — a traditionally apathetic munici¬ 
pality — began flexing its muscles. Vocal, 
well-organized community groups clashed re¬ 
peatedly with bureaucrats and elected repre¬ 
sentatives. The atmosphere was one of suspi 
cion, distrust and antagonism. Finally the draft 
community plan, along with a number of major 
development proposals, was shelved for a new 
council to sort out the mess. 

Fortunately, lessons were learned from 
that fiasco. The document was redrafted by the 
planners and then, late last year, the planning 
committee embarked on a lengthy series of 
open meetings in which each section of the plan 
was subjected to detailed scrutiny. With in¬ 
terested citizens and community groups a I 
lowed full participation, the discussions were 
often painfully slow. In some chapters virtually 
every word was queried or disputed. 

But the long, tedious evenings and the hard 
work paid off. The remarkably smooth birth of 
the plan showed clearly that City Hall and 
Citizen don't always have to be adversaries, 
that they can work effectively as a team 
if there is goodwill and trust on both sides. 

There are still plenty of problems ahead, as 
Saanich attempts to flesh out the local area 
plans which will complement the community 
plan. Detailed plans for some neighborhoods 
will be especially difficult to draft because 
there is a fundamental difference of opinion 
among the residents concerned on such things 
as desirable population densities and the need 
for sewers.. 

It will be impossible to satisfy everybody. 
But at least Saanich now has a broad frame¬ 
work on which to build these plans. It would be 
nice to think that the job could be tackled in the 
same spirit of co-operation. 


Not despicable 

TRANSPORT MINISTER Don Mazankowski 
has called for a report from Air Canada on the 
pension it awarded its former chairman. Yves 
Pratte, when he resigned four years ago. For¬ 
mer Liberal cabinet minister Marc Lalonde has 
called that action “despicable.” 

Not so. There have been published reports 
Mr. Justice Pratte, who has now resigned from 
the Supreme Court for health reasons, received 
severance pay of $200,000 from Air Canada and 
a pension based on 20 years’ service instead of 
the seven he actually served. 

Mr. Mazankowski didn’t originate those 
reports. He didn’t confirm them. He asked Air 
Canada to advise him what happened. That's 
something we all want to know. If it turns out 
this is the practice of Crown corporations, some 
changes need to be made — and quickly. 

Meanwhile, a news story advises Mr 
Pratte will not be getting a pension for his 
Supreme Court service, which was less than 
two years. Did that really need saying? 


Nigeria tries democracy once more 


LONDON — When Nigeria’s Su 
preme Council lifted its 12-year ban on 
politics last September, a nervous 
clerk in Ibadan mournfully predicted: 
“Now there’ll be wetting again” — 
“wetting” being the 
old Nigerian political 
custom of pouring 
gasoline over your op¬ 
ponents and setting it 
alight. But the country 
is now two-thirds of 
the way through the 
year-long process of 
choosing a civilian 
government, and so 
far the campaign has 
been almost entirely 
peaceful. 

Today the estimated 100 million 
Nigerians will experience their first 
election in 13 years, when the nation 
votes for a newly created federal Sen¬ 
ate and House of Representatives. 
After further elections for the state 
governors and legislators, on August 
11 the whole country will vote for 
a federal president. The elections are 
likely to pass off smoothly — but then, 
of course, the army is still holding the 
ring. 

It is what happens afterwards that 
worries many Nigerians. The leading 
figures in all the main political parties

are the same old faces that dominated 
the First Republic before the military 
take-over in 1966. It was their corrup 
lion, stubborn infighting and bitter 
regional rivalries that destroyed Nige¬ 
ria’s former democracy and created 
(he conditions for the terrible civil war 
of the Biafran secession in 1967-70. 

At grass-roots level, there is much 
enthusiasm for Nigeria’s restored de¬ 
mocracy — especially since elections 
in free-wheeling Nigeria involve the 
distribution of a great deal of money. 
Although many Nigerians will make 
up their own minds, it is generally 
reckoned that $20 worth of palm wine 
per village will secure most of the 
villagers’ votes for the local establish¬ 
ment's candidate in the more back¬ 
ward areas (especially in the Muslim 
North, where the emirs still exercise 
great power). 

The cynics argue that whoever runs 
the new democratic Nigeria will be 
bound to run into serious trouble soon 
enough, given the deep regional divi¬ 
sions and the widening gulf between 
rich and poor. Then the army will 
come back into power, with a fresh 
“mandate" to clean up the mess by the 
politicians A

RED DEER - Four re¬ 
cent refugees from Vietnam 
say the plight of the boat 
people is beyond the com¬ 
prehension of many Cana¬ 
dians. 

“It is a very, very miser¬ 
able situation back home,’’ 
says Le-duc Tung, 31, who 
came from Qui Nhon. He 
grew up in a country where 
war was a way of life and 
left his wife and child when 
he decided he could no longer 
stand the Communist re¬ 
gime. 

Cong Quang Nguyen, 23, 
and brothers Tran Van Mihn, 
28, and Tran Dac Hue, 22. 
agree with Le-ducjthat many 
Vietnamese want to leave 
the country so badly that 
they will risk their life doing 
it. 

Le-duc left Vietnam April 
12, 1978. He said he had 
thought of committing sui¬ 
cide but decided to take his 
chance through escape. 

He finds it difficult to think 
back to his old life. 

“When I got a letter from 
my wife, and my baby’s pic¬ 
ture, I wept. I cried. But 
what could I do?” 

Le-duc's parents forbade 
him to take his wife and child 
when he escaped because 
they were afraid they would 
die at sea or be caught and 
killed. 

Cong, a native of Saigon, 
now Ho Chi Minh City, said 
Vietnamese soldiers fired at 
the boat in which he and 32 
others made their escape to 
Malaysia. During his eight- 
day voyage he saw bodies of 
many escapers on the sea.

Tran Dac Hue said five 
families contributed 20 
ounces of gold each to buy a 
boat to leave the country and 
the escape was planned for 
12 months. 

After spending 10 days at 
sea, five without food or 
fresh water, they were 
picked up by a vessel from 
Singapore and accepted as 
refugees by Canada before 
landing in Malaysia. 

Le-duc said religious be¬ 
lief was one factor in their 
decision to escape.

Le-duc, a lieutenant in the 
South Vietnamese army be¬ 
fore the reunification of the 
country, said another factor 
was the lack of human rights 
in their native country. 

He was called up to go to a 
“re-education camp,” and 
while he was there, his 
father’s farm was seized and 
his family forced to make a 
living by weaving. 

Tran Van Mihn, who 
owned a small store and was 
a private in the South Viet¬ 
namese army, said he was 
severely taxed by the new 
government and required to 
work as a laborer for 30 days 
each year without pay, 
building roads and dams and 
cutting wood in the jungle. 

The men have found work 
with a local firm and are 
looking forward to a new life 
in Red Deer. 

But they still have to fight 
the sadness of leaving their 
families and their home¬ 
land. 
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If this scenario of growing political 
turbulence and open violence followed 
by a new coup came true, it would 
cause great anxiety and discomfort 
outside Nigeria as well. The country is 
now the^world’s sixth largest oil pro¬ 
ducer and it ranks second among the 
United States’ suppliers of imported 
oil. The last thing the world needs 
after Iran is a lengthy interruption of 
production in another major oil state. 

But this is certainly not what Nige 
ria’s military leaders intend. General 
Olusegun Obasanjo (who plans to re¬ 
tire from the army after handing over 
to a civilian president on October 1) 
and Army Chief of Staff General 
Theophilus Danjuma arc fervent pa¬ 
triots who fought a war to keep Nige 
ria united in the late 1960s. They would 
not deliberately entertain any scheme 
which would involve such a real risk of 
renewed civil war. 

Nigeria’s soldier-rulers have done 
everything in their power to defuse the 
fierce regional rivalries which des¬ 
troyed the country’s first democratic 
regime. The three great states of 
North, West and East, dominated by 
the rival Hausa-Fulani, Yoruba and 
Ibo tribes that make up almost 70 per 


cent of the population, have been bro¬ 
ken up into 19 smaller states. 

All the presidential candidates are 
basically in sympathy with Nigeria’s 
intensely capitalist society. Two of the 
three leading contenders are familiar 
figures from pre-1966 Nigerian poli¬ 
tics: 75-year-old Azikiwe (Ibo) and 70- 
year-old Chief Obafemi Awolowo 
(Yoruba). 

Alhaji Shehu Shagari (Hausa), at 53 
the youngest candidate, is favored to 
win, partly because he was not so 
closely associated with the failures of 
the First Republic and partly because 
he seems to have the best chance of 
uniting the country. But Shagari’s Na¬ 
tional Party of Nigeria is also packed 
with former political heavyweights of 
the 1960-66 period whose reputations 
are somewhat tarnished. 

Whichever politician becomes 
president in October will have an easy 
ride at first. The country’s oil reve¬ 
nues are soaring and he will be able to 
make at least a down payment on the 
lavish promises of full employment, 
rural development and free health 
care that are now being offered to 
Nigeria’s bemused voters. But no 
amount of oil wealth goes very far 
among 100 million people: later on, 
there may be trouble

It will be marked by an 
intensive political, cultural 
and educational propaganda 
campaign emphasizing the 
religious significance of 
Jerusalem for followers of 
Islam. 

Exactly what the Muslims 
can do, since Israel is firmly 
in control of Jerusalem and 
committed to holding onto it 
forever, is hard to see. How¬ 
ever, the Egypt-lsraeli 
peace pact, excluding as it 
does any realistic possibility 
of agreement over Jerusa¬ 
lem in the foreseeable fu¬ 
ture, has produced a signifi- 
cant increase in Arab 
emotional fervor over what 
they regard as their Holy 
City. 

The campaign over Jeru¬ 
salem has already begun. In 
May, 40 Islamic foreign min¬ 
isters, meeting at Fez in Mo¬ 
rocco, decided to proclaim 
the year 1100 The Year of 
Jerusalem to “inform world 
public opinion” as to the 
“Arab and Islamic charac¬ 
ters” of Jerusalem, to boy¬ 
cott the “Zionist entity”, and 
to support the Mujahideen 
(Palestinians). 

During the week of June 
23-26 an international confer¬ 
ence of Muslim religious 
leaders, ministers and aca¬ 
demics in Amman decided to 
widen the campaign to in¬ 
volve non-Arab Muslims. 
Present at the conference 
(timed to coincide with the 
anniversary of the Prophet 
Muhammad’s “night jour¬ 
ney” to Jerusalem, from 
where Muslims believe he 
ascended to Heaven) were 
religious leaders from coun¬ 
tries as far apart as Indone¬ 
sia, India and East Africa, 
Canada and the Comoro Is¬ 
lands, and from European 
countries and the United 
States. 

While there was no short¬ 
age of fiery rhetoric, includ¬ 
ing calls for “Islamic le¬ 
gions” to march on 
Jerusalem, a featu^ of the 
conference was the growing 
realization of the power 
which derives from Arab oil 
wealth. 

A classic example con¬ 
cerns the attempt by Can¬ 
ada’s fledgling Prime Minis¬ 
ter Joe Clark to move his 
country’s embassy in Israel 
from Tel Aviv to Jerusalem 
in fulfilment of an election 
promise. Two days after his 
election victory Clark an¬ 
nounced that he was order¬ 
ing the move to be put into 
effect. 

Immediately, the Arab In¬ 
vestment Fund threatened to 
withdraw its holdings in Can¬ 
ada and the Amman confer- * 
cnce added to the pressure 
by deciding to urge Arab 
heads of state to break diplo¬ 
matic and commercial ties 
with Canada. 

Canadian companies 
which are doing business 
with Arab states protested to 
Clark. Foremost among 
Ihem.was Bell Canada, 
which has a huge contract 
with Saudi Arabia.

As a result Canada’s for¬ 
eign minister, Flora Mac¬ 
Donald, told Arab ambassa¬ 
dors in Canada that a 
government emissary would 
tour the Middle East and 
that “full consultations” 
would take place before a 
final decision was taken. 

So far only Nicaragua, 
Costa Rica, Guatemala and 
Holland have moved their 
embassies from Tel Aviv to 
Jerusalem as a tacit recogni¬ 
tion of the Holy City as Is¬ 
rael’s capital. As far as is 
known no other countries, 
the United States included, 
are considering such a 
move. 

Dr. Ismail Fay id, a Pales¬ 
tinian university medical 
lecturer, who lives in Hali¬ 
fax, said at the Amman con¬ 
ference: “The Arabs have 
tremendous power if only 
they would use it. There is no 
need for jihad (holy war). If 
Saudi Arabia were to cut its 
production the West would 
have to recognize the Pales¬ 
tinians.” 

This realpolitik approach 
was echoed by another Pa¬ 
lestinian who still lives in 
Jerusalem. Mahdi Abdul 
Uadi, general secretary of 
the Council of Higher Edu¬ 
cation in Jerusalem and 
chairman of the Arab 
Thought Forum, argued that 
the Muslim world should 
concentrate on building up 
Palestinian institutions in¬ 


side Israel instead of indulg¬ 
ing in talk of holy war. 

“The main object must be 
to strengthen Palestinian in¬ 
dustries, schools, universe 
ties and housing inside Is¬ 
rael,” he said. ‘‘If the 
Israelis will not give us per¬ 
mission to build a new fac¬ 
tory in Jerusalem let us ex¬ 
pand the size of the factories 
we already have there. If 
they will not let us build a 
new house in Jerusalem then 
let us rebuild our existing 
houses.” 

The object should be to 
prevent the “Judaizatfon” of 
Jerusalem, he said. 

Jerusalem has two inipor 
tant Muslim shrines, the 
Aqsa mosque and the Dome 
of the Rock, which is con 
sidered to be the site where 
Abraham was prepared to 
sacrifice Isaac. Muslims 
abroad complain that they 
are either not allowed to visit 
the shrines or they face ar 
rest, harassment or indigni¬ 
ties if they try to do so. 

As the custodian of the 
holy shrines at Mecca, Saudi 
Arabia has taken a partial 
lar interest in the future of 
Jerusalem, and is prepared 
to back the campaign with 
petrodollars. At the very 
least it could prove embar¬ 
rassing to Israel, faced with 
the choice of denying gen¬ 
uine pilgrims of another 
faith or risk letting in poten 
tial terrorists. 

At most, it is not impps 
sible that Jerusalem could 
provide the Arabs with the 
unifying cause that has so 
far eluded them. 


Not-so-positive 
tactics in Quebec 

An editorial in Montreal Le Devoir 

The Positive Action Committee, the group of Eng¬ 
lish-speaking Quebecers founded after the 1976 victory 
of the Parti Quebecois to urge English-Quebecers to re¬ 
main in the province and defend Confederation, is 
stooping to use the most simplistic tactics. There’s 
nothing illegal about it; but it is a pity to see initial 
good intentions diluted by narrow reaction to political 
considerations. 

The committee’s study on the exodus of head offices 
from Montreal certainly made headlines; but it re¬ 
vealed nothing about the real reasons behind the prob¬ 
lem . . . 

If you read the Montreal newspapers you under 
stand right away how misleading and confusing the 
study was. One headline said that a “yes” vote in the 
forthcoming referendum (on sovereignty association) 
would mean a loss of 70.000 jobs in Quebec; another 
newspaper, interpreting the same often contradictory 
figures, set the loss at 150,000 jobs, while a third 
managed to up the figure to 400,000 jobs — one-third of 
the working population of the Montreal region . . . 

By its methodology, its limitations . . . and the 
small amount of analysis which accompanies it. the 
Positive Action Committee’s study is one of the least 
useful of the many already published on this hot subject 

The Positive Action Committee, dedicated openly to 
the defence of federalism, interviewed businessmen 
who are hostile to the objectives and policies of the pres¬ 
ent Quebec government. It asked them to estimate the 
economic repercussions for Quebec should the Parti 
Quebecois government either win or lose the next 
election. Not surprisingly, even the most angelic of 
these directors could hardly resist talking of dark 
exoduses or dynamic improvements, depending on 
whether the government wins or loses . . . 

So just when the Quebec government was starting to 
do something concrete about this “crisis,” by putting 
money into campaigns to keep and attract head offices 
to the Montreal region, this report, by publishing a lot of 
subjective material based on dubious methodology can 
only have the opposite effect the committee says it 
wants . . . 

The Positive Action Committee would do better to 
ally itself with the efforts of those who are working to 
revive Montreal as the metropolis of Canada 
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—Poison best solution 
to control wolf says Mair 


Your correspondent, Robert H. 
Mann, ( Colonist , June 28) has taken it 
upon himself to express the shock of 
"‘nature lovers and ecologists” at my 
recent decision to reinstate the use of 
poison as part of my ministry’s preda¬ 
tor control program. I would like to 
take this opportunity to clarify the 
situation. 

First of all, I would like to make it 
abundantly clear that the environment 
ministry is dedicated to the preserva¬ 
tion of all species in British Columbia, 
including the wolf and the coyote and 
other predators. Our variety of native 
species is indeed a unique resource 
and our predator control program 
will only be carried out with full re¬ 
gard given to our obligation to pre¬ 
serve and protect wildlife popula¬ 
tions for the benefit of present and 
future generations of British Colum¬ 
bians, 

ADMITTEDLY, THE program is 
carried out as a service to the agricul¬ 
tural community and others, but, I 
believe that the fact that the program 
is part of my ministry and not the 
ministry of agriculture speaks for it¬ 
self. 

Late last year, I introduced a mor¬ 
atorium on the use of poisons for 
predator control, until the whole sub¬ 
ject could be completely reviewed in 
the light of the most up-to-date and 
accurate data available. In addition, I 
have received considerable input from 
many members of the general public 
w ho spoke to me on this subject during 
the series of public meetings which I 
held earlier this year in many parts of 
the province, and their opinions have 
also influenced my final decision. 

I should add that considerable 
input was received from the provincial 
and regional problem wildlife com¬ 
mittees which are comprised of repre¬ 
sentatives of the ministries of environ¬ 
ment and agriculture, and of the 
major producer organizations — the 
B.C. Cattlemen’s Association and the 
B.C. Federation of Agriculture — and 
the major conservationist groups — 
the B.C. Federation of Naturalists and 
the B.C. Wildlife Federation. 


OLIl PREDATOR control pro¬ 
gram is designed to control problem 
predators on a reactive basis only, in 
response to reported and confirmed 
livestock losses or serious threat to 
livestock, property and human life. 

The program is most certainly not 
intended to provide farmers and 
ranchers with a guarantee against 
predator problems. Mr. Mann’s sug¬ 
gestion that ranchers defend their ow n 
livestock has some merit. However, it 
is the duty of the environment min¬ 
istry to ensure the preservation of 
wildlife species and it is, therefore, 
preferable that predator control be 
carried out by qualified personnel 
under a strictly controlled program. 


To put the program in perspective, 

I should point out that less than 7 per 
cent of the approximately 6,000 wolves 
in B.C. are in areas subject to control 
measures, and past experience indi¬ 
cates that only about 200 wolves a 
year, or about 3 per cent of the 
total population, needs to be destroyed 
each year to keep the predator prob¬ 
lem down to acceptable limits. 

GIVEN THE FACT that wolves 
have a remarkably high rate of popu¬ 
lation growth — experts estimate that 
a wolf population can sustain up to a 50 
per cent loss each year and still main¬ 
tain a static, population — it is clear 
that these limited control measures do 
not pose any threat to the continued 
existence of these animals throughout 
the less settled areas of the province. 

In addition, there has, in tl^past, 
been much criticism on the use of 
poisons on the grounds that it is inhu¬ 
mane, environmentally hazardous, 
etc. I don’t intend to debate the techni¬ 
cal merits of poisons on the letters 
page. 

I would, however, like to point out 
that the real issue hefe is whether or 
not predator control is necessary in 
livestock areas in reaction to reported 
and confirmed livestock losses. If the 
answer is in the affirmative, then the 
choice remains as to which method is 
the most effective, humane, and en¬ 
vironmentally safe. Shooting will con¬ 
tinue to be the preferred method of 
predator control. However, where 
shooting is not feasible, poisons will be 
used. A comprehensive review of poi¬ 
sons commonly used for predator con¬ 
trol has been prepared by senior staff 
of the fish and wildlife branch and this 
is available to the public upon re¬ 
quest. 

LOSSES OF livestock last winter 
in the Thompson-Okanagan, Cariboo, 
Skeena, and Omineca-Peace areas 
were up a total of 360 per cent, as 
compared to losses for the same 
period last year. These figures show 
quite clearly that, during the morato¬ 
rium on the use of poisons, other 
methods of predator controls such as 
trapping and aerial shooting, proved 
to be ineffective, to a greater or lesser 
degree, in controlling problem wolves 
and coyotes. 

In the Cariboo region, for exam¬ 
ple, despite an increase in wolf-related 
domestic animal losses from 5 in 1978 
to 23 in 1979, fish and wildlife per¬ 
sonnel were unable to take out a single 
wolf using control methods other than 
poisoning. 

While the decision to lift the mora¬ 
torium on certain poisons may be an 
unpopular decision with some people 
w ho hold extreme views on the issue of 
predator control, I am confident that it 
provided the best possible solution to a 
very difficult problem.

Moyne wharf dissenter hits back 


Keith Jackson’s June 16 letter Proposed dock at 
Mky nv Island reflects views of few vocal dissenters 
would certainly be considered a classic bit of humor 
were his remarks a little less venomous. 

As co-chairman of the Bennett Bay Preservation 
Committee (the primary organized opposition group to 
the proposed wharf), a Mayne Island resident and a 
publisher who does not operate with the help of a gov¬ 
ernment grant, I feel an obligation to correct a few of 
the more obvious misrepresentations: 

• The writer states that no count was ever recorded 
of public opinion in regards to the issue. At the most 
recent public hearing at which 200 people were in 
attendance (the largest hearing ever held on Mayne 
Island), and over 210 letters were submitted before the 
hearing began, more than two-thirds of those who 
spoke or submitted letters were opposed to the con¬ 
struction of the wharf.

• It is stated that the opposition has shown no 
practical concern for the beach when, in fact, some 
members regularly help organize the annual school 
picnic which takes place at Bennett Bay — after which, 
the beach is very carefully cleaned of rubbish.

the beach being littered with logs — what beach in the 
Gulf Islands isn’t? 

• While it is true that there is little parking on the 
access road, one can very conveniently park on the 
side of the main road and walk the remaining 300 feet 
to the beach. ' 

• The opposition is described as a small group of 
dissenters when in fact the Bennett Bay Preservation 
Committee has over 250 members, in a community bf 
500 registered voters. 

• The character descriptions of the opponents to 
the wharf are so distorted, that by Mr. Jackson’s 
standards, Mahatma Ghandi would probably have been 
seen as an unemployed lawyer looking for some pub¬ 
licity. 

• There is no printer among the active organized 
opponents to the wharf (nor has there ever been one 
among the BBPC). 

• The claim is made that the beach is a "hundred 
yards long," while the last time that I measured it, it 
was still its usual 300 yards. 

After closely looking at Mr. Jackson’s letter I can’t 
help but wonder if he hasn’t been caught up in believing 
his own rhetoric.

Over the past few years a new cult has 
been establishing itself in secure positions 
all over the country. The adherents to this 
cult are for the most part quite sincere in 
their beliefs, and also as in any other 
religion, quite sure that their dogma is 100 
per cent right and everyone else is on the 
wrong track. 

They are, of course, the planners who 
are well entrenched in almost every city 
and town and since the advent of regional 
districts even entrenched in uninhabited 
areas of the province. Who are these peo¬ 
ple who preach that their way is the 
only way? 

For the most part they are ordinary 
human beings with the same strengths and 
weaknesses as ordinary citizens and who 
for one reason or another have joined the 
faith. Probably one yill find in their ranks 
the same proportion of alcoholics, broken 
homes and mental illnesses as in the gen¬ 
eral population.

Municipal Act. 


This particular act gives heavy em¬ 
phasis on planning and especially for re¬ 
gional districts, most of whom have rushed 
right into plan and zone almost every 
square inch of the province in order to plan 
the lives of all the inhabitants.

It seems that the vast amounts of 
money spent on education and training all 
of us in our schools and universities so that 
we can think for ourselves and cope with 
what we call civilization, will be largely 
wasted if the big brother planners continue 
to interfere and rule every facet of our 
lives.

wish to point out just the 
reverse is true: the condi¬ 
tions in which we exist cause 
the actions of us humans. 

Our society, today, is 
operating in a price system, 
in which monetary manipu¬ 
lations are required to pro¬ 
duce a scarcity, real or con¬ 
trived, to keep the value of 
everything we require as 
high as possible, in order to 
produce as large a profit as 
possible. It is scarcity that 
determines value. 

Money is required to pro¬ 
vide services and facilities 
that make up our society’s 
operations. This is constant¬ 
ly being “watered down” as 
costs increase and money 
becomes less readily avail¬ 
able; with the result that we 
must go ever deeper into 
debt to keep the system 
alive. How long can this go 
on? 

The present method of op¬ 
eration worked reasonably 
well before the advent of 
technological production, 
when 98 per cent of produc¬ 
tion was achieved with 
human muscle and only two 
per cent with the help of 
domesticated animals. 

Today, our production is 
obtained with the help of 98 
per cent use of extraneous 
(non-human) energy and 
only two per cent human 
energy (and that two per 
cent mostly used in the op¬ 
eration of control systems). 

Doesn’t this provide food 
for thought? How can “pay” 


be distributed, to make it 
possible for people to buy the 
production, under this set of 
conditions? 

1 No wonder we have high 
unemployment and, as a 
consequence, a high crime 
rate by those trying to ac¬ 
quire a “piece of the cake.” 
Isn’t it time we “traded-in” 
the worn-out price system, 
which can’t operate in a 
high-energy, technological 
society such as we have 
today, and install a function¬ 
al type of control, using en 
ergy accounting, which 
would be compatible with 
the conditions we now 
have? 

Such a form of social gov¬ 
ernance has been advocated 
for over 45 years by a non¬ 
political, educational and re¬ 
search, non-profit organiza¬ 
tion called Technocracy 
Inc., of which there are 
units, sections, and mem- 
bers-at-large throughout the 
continent, who are working 
to promote an “idea whose 
time has come.” 

Isn’t it time all concerned 
citizens put their shoulder to 
the wheel to help bring about 
a worthwhile future for all — 
young and old? Otherwise, 
we could go down the drain 
— kicking an<j screaming, 
probably — but too late to 
take advantage of the social 
change that is still possible.

Gold surged to record high prices Friday, spurred by 
speculation on a smaller amount of bullion entering the 
market and by additional buying by Middle East coun¬ 
tries. 

The dollar made moderate gains against European cur¬ 
rencies after Thursday’s sharp losses. 

Gold, which closed Thursday at a record $287,875 in 
London and Zurich, jumped at the opening to $290,625 an 
ounce in Zurich and $291.50 in London. At the close, gold was 
$290,375 in Zurich and fell back a bit to $289,875 an ounce in 
London, still records on both markets. In New York, gold 
closed at $288.50. (At the current values, gold is now worth 
$337 Canadian. Gold prices are expressed in U.S. currency, 
internationally, however.) 

The yellow metal is a traditional hedge in times of 
economic and monetary unrest and the present uncertain¬ 
ties over the world’s energy situation, along with a contin¬ 
ued high inflation rate in the United States, have created 
unprecedented demand for the metal. 

"The Iranian situation, Libya’s threat to cut exports, the 
OPEC price increase and Carter’s cancellation of his energy 
speech all contributed to the record gold price that, in my 
opinion, is not justified by fundamentals,” said Andre 
Sharon, senior vice president of Drexel Burnham Lambert 
Inc. 

But Louis Victor, vice-president of Manfra, Tordella &. 
Brookes, said a more important factor in the rise in gold’s 
price is the smaller supply. 

"The Soviet Union has not sold gold in the traditional 
quanties this year, while at the same time the United States 
has cut the amount of gold it is selling in half,” Victor 
said. 

"The gold coming onto market is not enough to cover the 
amount being purchased and it’s as simple as that,” Victor 
said. 

Victor said the Soviets have been able to reduce their 
gold sales because of the ever higher prices. "In my opinion, 
the U.S.S.R. sells gold only to meet its foreign exchange 
requirements, and the higher the price the less gold it has to 
sell.” 


Canadian gold coin 
out in September 

OTTAWA (UPC) - Yvon 
Gariepy, master of the 
Royal Canadian Mint, an¬ 
nounced Thursday that two 
Canadian banks and six for¬ 
eign institutions will distrib¬ 
ute Canada's first bullion 
coin, the gold Maple Leaf. 

The Bank of Nova Scotia 
and the Canadian Imperial 
Bank of Commerce will dis¬ 
tribute the coins, which will 
contain one ounce of pure 
gold, in Canada. 

J. Aron and Co. Ltd., Mo- 
catta Metals Ltd. and the 
Republic National Bank will 
distribute the coin in Ameri¬ 
can markets. 

European markets will be 
serviced by the Deutsche 
Bank, the Dresdner Bank 
and the Swiss Bank Corp. 


James Sinclair, head of the trading firm of the same 
name, said the Middle East countries have been large gold 
purchasers as they were during June before the Organiza¬ 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Countries decided on a 25 
percent increase in the base oil price. 

"Because of the fragile nature of the Middle Eastern 
political situation, the Arab countries are as anxious to 
hedge or protect their assets as are those affected by their 
actions.” Sinclair said. 

Manfra’s Victor said the market was "highly nervous” 
with an increasing reluctance, even by the Arabs, to buy at 
what he called an "insane price level.” 

"The Soviets, the United States or the South Africans 
could decide, for one reason or another, to increase their 
sales," Victor said. "Then we would probably see a correc¬ 
tion.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
General Motors has asked 
for a suspension of rules 
calling for cars to emit less 
carbon monoxide in 1981, the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency reported Thursday. 

The automaker’s request 
said the current standard is 
"extremely stringent,” and 
that it is "far from certain” 
of being able to meet all the 
requirements. 

The 1981 standard for the 
pollutant is 3.4 grams per 
mile. 

Under the Clean Air Act as 
amended in 1977, the EPA 
was empowered to waive the 
standard for two years to 
allow a level of 7 grams, 
provided public health would 


not be harmed and it was 
shown the industry could not 
meet the standard. 

The agency said it w ill hold 
a hearing Monday on the GM 
petition and similar requests 
from other auto manufac¬ 
turers.

Canada’s Indians 
impress British 


B.C, CANNERY WORKERS HOLD STRIKE VOTE 


LONDON (CP) — At¬ 
tired in business suits and 
armed only with brief¬ 
cases, Canada’s Indians 
put on an impressive 
show in pleading with 
Britain to help them ob¬ 
tain a place at Canada’s 
constitutional table. 

More than 300 chiefs and 
elders, representing 300,000 
treaty Indians among Can¬ 
ada’s native population of 1.3 
million, have spent a week 
here lobbying Parliament, 
churchmen, embassies, high 
commissions and individual 
politicians. 

It is a far cry from their 
last trip, in 1976, when six 
chiefs came in full regalia to 
commemorate the signing of 
the treaties with the British 
government 100 years be¬ 
fore. 

On that occasion British 
newspapers humiliated 
them with slurring headlines 
and insulting stories which 
had the Indians grunting 
“ugh” and “how.” 

This time the newspapers 
showed greater courtesy and 
less flamboyance. And Brit¬

U.S. reports

The treasury added cooly 
that it sought written and 
oral arguments on the mat¬ 
ter before making a final 
decision.

“Maybe they have disap¬ 
pointed you by not having 
attacked a London Trans¬ 
port bus or coming along in 
head-dress,” the member 
for Walsall South said, add¬ 
ing that the case was too 
serious to be distracted by 
native dress. 

The Indians have been 
seeking British help in their 
attempts to gain a seat in 
talks on Canadian constitu¬ 
tional change. They contend¬ 
ed that Britain, as the for¬ 
mer colonial power, had a 
responsibility to safeguard 
their rights in these talks 


between the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment and the provinces. 

London newspapers still 
referred to “Indians on the 
warpath” and "Red Indian 
pow-wow plea to Queen 
fails.” 

But The Daily Telegraph 
noted that “there was not a 
war bonnet, tomahawk, 
tepee or mocassin in 
sight.” 

Whether the Indians ac¬ 
complished much in their 
London visit remains to be 
seen. They had hoped to be 
received by the queen but 
she declined, on the advice of 
the Canadian government. 

But they did get to see a 
number of parliamentarians 
as well as the Archbishop of 
Canterbury and Common¬ 
wealth diplomats stationed 
here. 


VANCOUVER (UPC)- 
B.C.’s 4,300cannery workers 
held a strike vote Friday and 
a week-long recess has been 
called in negotiations be¬ 
tween fishermen and the 
packing industry on this sea¬ 
son’s fish prices. 

United Fisherman and Al¬ 
lied Worker Union president 
Jack Nichol has described as 
a “bloody insult” the indus¬ 
try’s proposed hourly wage 
increase of 58 cents. The 


workers had sought a $1 
hourly raise with another 65 
cents for tradesmen. 

Results of the strike vote 
were not expected before 
Monday and fisheries asso¬ 
ciation chairman Jerry Spitz 


was optimistic of a settle¬ 
ment. 

Talks between the packing 
companies and fishermen on 
fish prices were also in ap¬ 
parent trouble. The negotia¬ 
tions recessed Thursday and 
were not expected to resume 


before next Thursday. 

The fishermen dropped 
their asking price by 10 cents 
a pound Thursday and the 
packing companies in¬ 
creased their offer by a cent, 
but both sides were reported 
still far apart. 


The salmon season is well 
underway on B.C.’s coast 
and the spokesman said 
many companies were al¬ 
ready paying higher prices 
than the requested minimum 
on northern fishing 
grounds.

Enter a Vancouver promoter named Sandor Kovacs. 
Kovacs, who spent most of his time as a “good guy” flat on 
his back on the wrestling circuit, has picked himself up 

He used to promote weekly wrestling cards here and in 
Vancouver. Ever the opportunist, Kovacs was among 
the first to leap aboard the new bandwagon. 

Kovacs, who has staged similar extravaganazas in Van¬ 
couver, brought his act here last month. His So you wanna 
fight drew a good crowd but produced few thrills.

Ont., is one of only 
four Canadians on the women's pro 
tour. 

Shaw has found the going very 
tough on the pro circuit but Johnson 
and Coe want to give the women’s 
‘ gold trail” a try and are developing 
their careers accordingly. 

The two 18-year-olds will spend 
the summer shooting for the Cana¬ 
dian championship and in the fall 
both will enroll with golf scholar¬ 
ships at Lamar University in Beau¬ 
mont. Texas. 

Johnson, a Salt Spring Island 
resident but a native of California, 
graduated from the Gulf Islands 
High School this year and was grant¬ 
ed a full scholarship to Lamar. She 
put her friend Coe onto Lamar, a 
school noted for it’s strong women’s 
golf program, and Coe, a graduate of 
Lake Cowichan Secondary and a first 
year student at Malaspina College, 
was granted a partial scholarship. 

Both say they are attending the 
university with the idea of honing 
their skills for a career in pro golf. 

Johnson is the reigning Victoria 
and Island champion and she de 
fendsher titles this weekend with the 
Victoria championship (Dale Shaw 
trophy) today at Victoria Golf Club 
and the Island tournament Sunday at 
Koval Colwood. 

Coe is the B.C. champion and 
was fourth in last year’s Canadian 
championship while Johnson was 
sixth in last year’s national tourna¬ 
ment. 

“If it works out I’d like to play 
pro golf. It seems like a great way to 
make a living,” says Coe. 

“It's always been a goal of'mine. 
At least I want to give it a try,” says 
Johnson. 

Both girls can hit for distance 
Johnson is a solid five-foot-seven and 
Salt Spring course manager Malcolm 
Robertson says she hits the ball 
longer than most of the men at the 
course.

Martina’s mom jumps for joy 


LONDON (AP) — Martina 
Navratilova defeated an un¬ 
inspired Chris Evert Lloyd 
6-4,6-1 to retain her Wimbie- 
don tennis title Friday, and 
her mother jumped with 
joy. 

Jana Navratilova was 
here for the tournament on a 
special visa, seeing her 
daughter for the first time 
since she defected to the 
United .States from Czecho¬ 
slovakia. When the last shot 
was fired, she leapt from her 
seat and danced around, 
laughing. 

The Wimbledon men's 
final will be telecast on 
channel 5 at 8:30 a.m. 
today and the women's 
final at approximately 
11:30 a.m. 

In Czechoslovakia, the na¬ 
tional television station was 
to show a tape of the final, an 
unusual move considering 
that the Czech press has 
given Navratilova very little 
notice since her defection. 

It was a one-sided affair. 
Lloyd, twice a Wimbledon 
champion and victor over 
Navratilova at Eastbourne, 
England, two weeks ago, 
never got going. 

The Czech exile served 
and volleyed with deadly ac¬ 
curacy. 

Behind Jana Navratilova 
sat John Lloyd, the British 
Davis Cup player who mar¬ 
ried Chris Evert three 
months ago. He sat chewing 
gum and never changed his 
expression. 

His wife played without 
spirit, which must have 
come as a surprise to specta¬ 
tors who had watched her 
drive through the earlier 
rounds. But her demeanor 
was much as it had been 
when she lost in the semis to 
Virginia Wade in 1977 and to 
Navratilova in the final last 
year. She was dispirited. 

“I am more disappointed 
than I have ever been,” she 
said. 

Among the crowd of 17,000 
were fans who had slept for 
two nights outside the All- 
England Club. Others have 
been camping out all week, 
waiting for today’s men’s 
final, in which Bjorn Borg is

He has a farm in Rich¬ 
mond with a training track 
and a farm in Langley, 
where he has 16 brood 
mares. At the moment, he 
owns about 60 s t a n - 
dardbreds. In addition to his 
brood mares and two stal¬ 
lions. there are 15 which are 
racing or rateable and a 
group of about 30 which in¬ 
cludes yearlings and weanl¬ 
ings. 

The name Holridge is 
derived in part from Hol¬ 
lingsworth. and the second 
name denotes the foaling 
year. 

Hollingsworth’s first 
Holridge horses were foaled 
fn 1970 and the second names 
start with an A. Those foaled 
in 1971 have second names 
starting with the letter B — 


Holridge Bob and Holridge 
Bryan are among the 13 
Holridge runners currently 
at Sandown. There are four 
which were foaled in 1973 — 
Della, Duke, Dakota and 
Duchess — and Cindy and 


Caper (1973), Elaine and 
Emily (1974), Falcon (1975) 
and Gringo (1976).

Garden Notes 


I get a little hot under the collar 
every time I see advice given in gar¬ 
den magazines to water the garden 
and the lawn ONLY in the cool of 
the evening. 

The writers keep on perpetuating 
that old fable about drops of water 
acting as a magnifying glass, concen¬ 
trating the rays of the sun to a burning 
point and thereby burning holes in the 
foliage. 

If you ask an optician or anyone 
with any knowledge of optics, he will 
tell you that a spherical lens such as a 
drop of water will have a focal length 
much too long to bum the leaf on which 
it is resting. 

Watering during periods of hot 
sunshine may be a bit wasteful of 
water — some of it is bound to be lost 
through evaporation — but most cer¬ 
tainly it is not harmful. 

And those folks who must go to the 
office or shop every day would like to 
have a little free time in the evening 
for other garden chores besides the 
everlasting watering. Actually, there 
is no reason at all why the little woman 
shouldn’t be given the job of moving 
the sprinkler from time to time 
through the day, so we can get on with 
other projects in the evening. 

Fellow gardeners have challenged 
me on this point from time to time, 
pointing to the African violet as proof 
that overhead watering injures fo¬ 
liage. 


I’ll grant you that cold drops of 
wafer will mark the furry leaves of an 
African violet or a Gloxinia with 
queer-looking hieroglyphics, looking 
rather like characters in the Chinese 
alphabet, but this is something else 
again. 

It is the coldness of the large 
water drops that "shocks” the delicate 
epidermis of an African violet leaf and 
causes the disfiguring marks. Most 
certainly it is not the burning-glass 
effect, for it happens even in shade. 

No marking occurs when warmed 
water is used, or when the water is 
applied as a fine misty spray. In fact, 
the plants enjoy the refreshing effect 
of a lukewarm misting. 

★ ★ ★ 

Speaking of watering, I must tell 
you that I have fallen in love all over 
again with my Ross Root Feeder. 

This is a spike-like gadget which, 
coupled to the garden hose, injects 
water deep down under the plants and 
shrubs and around the roots of trees. 
There is a compartment in the top for 
placing sticks of fertilizer to dissolve 
in the water, thereby feeding the 
plants too, but I must confess I don’t 
use this feature very often, for it is a 
bit of a nuisance to stop every few 
minutes to insert another fertilizer 
stick, but for injecting plain water at 
the deep root level, the thing is a 
godsend. 


The reason for my new-fond affec¬ 
tion for my Ross Root Feeder is be¬ 
cause. in my muddle-headed way. 1 
can never remember to do my garden 
chores in their proper order. 

For instance, I may spend the 
whole of a Saturday morning loosening 
and stirring the soil surface between 
the bedding plants, either on my knees 
with a trowel, or in the "case of more 
widely spaced plants, using the scuffle 
hoe. After all this work, I remember 
the bed is overdue for watering. 

I set up a sprinkler, whereupon the 
surface soil puddles and runs together, 
forming a crust as it dries, and I have 
the whole miserable job to do over 
again. 

Or it nrhy happen that I make the 
rounds of the roses, giving each one its 
whiff of rose spray against bugs and 
blights. Then I water, washing away 
the protective coating of- spray or 
dust. 

With the long, pointed spike of the 
root feeder, I can squirt water away 
down deep under the roots without 
packing or puddling the loosened sur¬ 
face soil or wetting the leaves. 

The root feeder is especially um- 
ful for w atering shrubs or plants which 
have been mulched heavily with saw 
dust, peat moss, pulverized fir bark or 
lawn mowings.

The vacation travel season 
is here, and I am reminded 
of one of its minor perils — 
the friend or relative who is 
just back from somewhere 
and invites you over to see 
his slides or movies.

It is 
absolutely impossible to beg 
off other than by attending 
my own funeral, and this I 
refuse to do. It’s a little too 
extreme. 

"There have been times 
when some of the guests 
have fallen asleep, but that 
never happened to me due to 
my wife's constant nudging. 
Every snap of the slide 
begins with him saying, 
‘This is. .and every other 
one has the added line, ‘you 
never saw such a (so and so) 
in all your life. . .' The latest 
foray was China, and ac¬ 
cording to the narrator, ‘you 
never saw so many Chinese 
schoolchildren and factory 
workers in all your life.’ I 
couldn’t refute this, for after 
all he was in China. 

"All the slides are no dif¬ 
ferent than pictures I have 
seen in magazines, news¬ 
reels, travel films, etc.The 
Taj Mahal, the Sphinx, the 
Pyramids, the tower of Pisa, 
the Louvre. The list can go on 
and on. . .*• 




Everyone. I suppose, is fa 
miliar with Narwitz’s prob¬ 
lem. The notion that other 
people w-ant to see the pic¬ 
tures you took on your vaca¬ 
tion goes back to the days 
before the Second World War 
and the jet airplane, when 
few people had the time and 
money to travel abroad, and 
the snapshots they brought 
home might stir some sort of 
response in their friends and 
relatives, if only envy. 

But today everyone has 
been everywhere, and we 
are caught in this ridiculous 
trap where you have to come 
to my house to see my slides 
of Italy and I have to go to 
your house to see your slides 
of Italy. Aside from focus 
and exposure, there is no 
difference between your 
snapshot of the Trevi foun¬ 
tain and my snapshot of the 
Trevi fountain except who’s 
standing in front of it — your 
wife or my wife. 

For years my friend Dal- 
ton-Coonradt has been show¬ 
ing us his movies of the South 
Seas. You might think 
movies would be less boring 
than slides, since at least 
there is action. But when you 
have a friend who happens to 
be a student of Antonioni, 
and is always taking inter¬ 
minable shots of natives rid¬ 
ing the bus in Papeete or 
himself walking into the sun¬ 
set at Bora Bora you begin to 
wish he had taken slides. 


There are several stan¬ 
dards ways of dealing with 
vacation picture shows, 
whether slides or film. The 
easiest is simply to say 
you’re sick and can’t leave 
the house. The trouble with 
this is that people who inflict 
their pictures on their 
friends are never impatient. 
They always say, “Oh. well 
— give us a ring when you 
feel better. The pictures will 
keep.” 

Unless you’re willing to go 
on with your charade and 
die, which, as Narwitz says, 
is a little extreme, you are 
going to have to go anjJ see 
the pictures sooner or later. 

When at last you are in the 
trap, the best thing to do is to 
keep on drinking after din¬ 
ner, which is when your 
friend gets his screen out, 
and interrupt his narration 
with questions that seem in¬ 
nocent but tend to be unnerv ¬ 
ing: "Isn’t your horizon a 
little crooked there?’’ or 
"Haven’t we already seen 
that one?” or "Is that the 
Eiffel Tower Harriet is 
standing in front of? Ask her 
to move out of the way, ha 
ha.” 

But if your friends are like 
Dalton, they will be so ab¬ 
sorbed in their narcissistic 
performance that insults 
will not reach them. There is 
nothing left to do but coun¬ 
terattack. 

I remember the year my 
wife and I took a French 
freighter up to Vancouver 
and drove back in my Dodge 
convertible. I borrowed a 


camera and took dozens of 
pictures and invited the Dal- 
ton-Coonradts over to see the 
slides. It was a 35-millimetre 
camera that made the stan 
dard oblong pictures and I 
took some of them sideways 
for artistic effect. I also bor¬ 
rowed a projector, and when 
I put the slides in it I forgot 
that I had to turn the side- v 
ways pictures sideways so 
they would not come out 
sideways on the screen. Con¬ 
sequently, when one of them 
turned up you had to bend 
over sideways to see what it 
was. Dalton was sitting on 
the floor, and when a slide 
turned up sideways he had to 
lean over until his ear was 
almost grounded, a posture 
that made it difficult for him 
to keep from spilling his 
drink. The next day he com¬ 
plained of having a crink in 
the neck, besides a hang¬ 
over. 

I don’t believe he’s invited 
us over to see any pictures of 
his since then. 

The Dal ton-Coon rad ts 
have left our hill for another 
place, but they went to Tahiti 
a few' months ago and lie’s 
been talking about showing 
us the movies he took. Ac¬ 
tually, I wouldn't mind see¬ 
ing tljem. It rained all the 
time they were there, and I 
wouldn’t be surprised if Dal¬ 
ton got some good stuff of 
himself walking into the sea 
in the rain. 

That means Mrs. Coonradt 
would have been holding the 
camera, but at least she gets 
her horizons straight.

HOLLYWOOD - In a sig¬ 
nificant move that under¬ 
scores the potential offered 
by the growing new video 
technologies, ABC has an¬ 
nounced the formation of a 
new corporate division to de¬ 
velop and market program¬ 
ming for those outlets, such 
as pay-TV, cable TV, video 
discs and video cassettes. 

The decision reflects a be¬ 
lief that “there will be a 
substantial need for pro¬ 
gramming of all kinds for 
the new and developing 
methods of distribution,” 
ABC said. 

ABC thus becomes the 
first of the three major com¬ 
mercial TV networks to posi¬ 


tion itself formally to deal 
with the rapidly growing 
video delivery systems. 

CBS is exploring a similar 
move. NBC has not disclosed 
any such planning but its 
parent corporation, RCA, is 
developing a video disc sys¬ 
tem and accompanying cata¬ 
logue of programming to 
compete with the Magnavox- 
MCA system already being 
marketed in Atlanta and 
Seattle. 

ABC Video Enterprises, as 
the new division is being 
called, will be separate from 
ABC’s television division, 
reflecting the fact that the 
two will in some respects be 
competitors.

Sooke restores pioneer cottage 


The fruits of‘two years of hard 
work by Sooke Region Historical So¬ 
ciety members will be realized Sun 
day with the official opening of 
Moss Cottage, a restored pioneer 
structure which has been rebuilt on 
grounds occupied by the Sooke Re¬ 
gion Museum. 

Ceremonies will be held at 2 p.m. 
Sunday at the cottage site, 2070 Phil¬ 
lips Road (the first road to the right 
after crossing the Sooke River 
Bridge heading west on Sooke 


Road). 

Moss Cottage, originally built in 
1870 at a site two miles west of the 
museum, was made from lumber 
cut at the Muir sawmill at Sooke. 
The sawmill was among the first 
successful steam sawmills in B.C. 

First occupant of the cottage was 
James Welsh, who was related to 
the Muir family. 

Moss was the maiden name of 
Welsh’s wife. 

The four-room building fell into 


disrepair in 1973 after the last fam¬ 
ily moved out and in 1977 the His¬ 
torical Society acquired it. 

With a Canada Works grant, the 
building was dismantled piece by 
piece, transported and then recon¬ 
structed on a new foundation about 
30 feet from the Sooke Region Mu¬ 
seum’s log building. 

Two rooms, a parlor and bedroom 
furnished with pre-1900 memora¬ 
bilia donated by area residents, will 
be open to the public. 


Displays include old farm ma¬ 
chinery, models of early fish traps, 
and collections of vintage photo¬ 
graphs. 

Ernest Welsh, grandson of the 
original occupant James Welsh, will 
cut the ribbon at the opening. 

For the public in attendance, free 
strawberry shortcake will be pro¬ 
vided, and a salmon barbecue cost¬ 
ing $3 will start at 1 p.m. Proceeds 
from the barbecue will help to 
maintain and operate the museum. 


U.S. gas crisis 
primes city’s 
flow of tourists 


Victoria seems to be benefitting 
slightly from the U.S. gasoline crisis, 
according to Visitor Information 
Centre president Ed Higgin. 

Although the number of American 
visitors has remained fafrly static 
compared with last year, there has 
been an increase in the number of 
tourists from Canadian points. 

“The total number of tourists is up 
about 12 per cent,” according to Hig¬ 
gin. 

Most U.S. visitors come in the Prin¬ 
cess Marguerite and recent reports 
show she is carrying 30 per cent more 
passengers this summer than last. 

Traffic on B.C. Ferries is up about 
15 per cent over last year, although 
traffic from across the U.S. border on 
the mainland is down as much as 50 
per cent at some points. 

Victoria is in a favored position, and 
in sharp contrast to the tourism out¬ 
look across the rest of the country, 
according to figures for May released 
Friday by Statistics Canada. 

The number of U.S. residents visit¬ 
ing this country in May decreased 6.3 
per cent from the same period last 
year and Canadians continued a trend 
toward fewer trips abroad. Statistics 
Canada said. 

The decrease in the visitors from 
the U.S. comes at a time when tourism 1 
officials are concerned that the U.S. 
gasoline shortage might keep Ameri¬ 


cans at home during the important 
summer tourism season. 

Reports from tourist operators in 
June indicated that the flow of tourists 
from south of the border was not 
picking up. 

Preliminary travel figures for May 
issued by Statistics Canada showed 
that 2.5 million U.S. residents entered 
Canada in May while 2.9 million Cana¬ 
dians went south— down 6.6 per cent 
from last May. 

So far this year 8.4 million U.S. 
residents have visited Canada, down 
one per cent from 1978. 

The five-month period saw 12.9 mil¬ 
lion Canadians travel to the U.S., an 
over-all decrease of six per cent. 

Canada has an annual deficit in 
tourist spending of $1.7 billion and 
about $900 million of that deficit is 
with the U.S. 

The summer months—the only time 
of the year when U.S. visitors usually 
spend more in Canada than Canadians 
spend in the U.S.—are an important 
time for reducing the deficit that 
builds up when Canadians head south 
for winter vacations. 

The federal agency statistics for 
May showed the number of Canadians 
visiting countries other than the U.S. 
dropped 3.7 per cent from last May to 
117,000. 

The trend toward fewer trips abroad 
began in 1978 and was accompanied by 
an increase in the number of overseas 
foreigners visiting Canada.

House prices up 8% 
since last autumn 


House prices in Victoria 
jumped an average of more 
than eight per cent in the 
eight months ended May 31, 
according to a survey by a 
national trust company. 

The survey by Royal Trust 
was designed to compare 
houses in major cities across 
Canada to give companies 
transferring employees an 
idea of prices for compar¬ 
able accommodation in vari¬ 
ous major cities. 

Two types of house were 
singled out by the company 
in its survey: A typical 
three-bedroom bungalow, 
five to eight years old; and 
an “executive” house—a 
two-storey four-bedroom 
brick house, 2V£ baths, fire¬ 
place and two-car garage. 

In Victoria, the executive 
home jumped 8.4 per cent 
from $94,350 to $103,000 over 
the eight-month period, 
while the standard family 
home rose in price from $63,- 
000 to $69,000. 

Across Canada, the range 
for the executive house was 
from $179,000 in Calgary to 
about $70,000 for the same 


house in smaller centres in 
Quebec. In Vancouver's 
Richmond area a similar 
house cost $115,000. 

The smaller house could 
be obtained for $52,000 in 


Sudbury in May (no doubt 
owing to the lengthy Inco 
strike there) to $107,500 in 
Vancouver’s Kerrisdale sub¬ 
urb and a national high of 
$93,000 in Calgary. 


Mayor asks cost 
of hiring RCMP 

Central Saanich Mayor Jean Butler said Friday 
she will contact the RCMP for a breakdow n on w hat it 
would cost the municipality to hire the force. 

She said this did not mean she was advocating 
hiring the RCMP or disbanding the 10-member muni¬ 
cipal police force. 

“There’s nothing to panic about. We just have to 
look into rising costs,” she said. 

Central Saanich at present has its own police 
department but police costs are rising, she said. 

Butler said she was recently instructed by police 
board members “to research all aspects of policing 
costs.” 

Butler said the police budget accounts for about 
15 per cent of the municipal budget this year. 


Proposal for tourist train builds up steam

Economic Development 
and Tourism Minister Don¬ 
ald Phillips has agreed to 
look into the possibilities of 
bringing a steam train to 
Vancouver Island for regu¬ 
lar summer runs. 

He made the promise in 
the Legislature in response 
to suggestions from Charles 
Barber (NDP—Victoria), 
but declined to go beyond 
saying “we’ll certainly take 
a look.” 

Barber had suggested that 
the provincial government 
get involved in re location of 
the Esquimau and Nanaimo 
Railway terminal, at present 
located on Esquimau Road. 

He wants the existing rail¬ 
way line extended from the 
foot of Johnson Street four 
blocks along Wharf with a 
new terminal established at 
Wharf and Fort. 

The new terminal would

handle E&N traffic as well 
as his proposed “Royal Hud¬ 
son type steam train” which 


would operate only in the 
tourist months. 

Victoria’s new convention 
centre is to be located on the 
waterfront in the same gen¬ 
eral area. 

Barber told the Legisla¬ 
ture that by extending the 
railway track along Wharf, 
three objectives would be at¬ 
tained. 

“First of all it would solve 
the problem of where to put a 
terminus for the E&N,” he 
said. “The convention centre 
will have considerable park¬ 
ing .. . which may be 'aug¬ 
mented by additional facili¬ 
ties for those people who 
would use the E&N eventual¬ 
ly as a commuter service 
from downtown Victoria to 
the Western Sector. 

“It would solve the prob¬ 
lem of the E&N of how to find 
adequate parking at an ap¬ 
propriate site for its own 
service.” 

Barber said the railway 


terminal at Wharf and Fort 
opposite the proposed con 
vention centre would alsd 
greatly enhance the conven¬ 
tion facility. 

“A train pulling up at the 
front door at a siting on 
Wharf Street allowing tour¬ 
ists who come to the conven¬ 
tion centre, whose business 
is over on a Saturday after¬ 
noon and who have Sunday to 
kill, would be a very exciting 
draw. They walk literally out 
the front door and they get on 
the train at 9 in the morn¬ 
ing and they go up Island, 
coming back at 7 that night,” 
he said. 

The third advantage would 
be in the creation of “a Euro¬ 
pean sense of things, a focal 
point for the major activities 
in the transportation field in 
downtown Victoria.” 

Barber said he would also 
like to see consideration 
given to the suggestion that 
the roof of the convention 


centre be designed to ac¬ 
commodate a helicopter 
landing pad. 

Under the Barber proposal 
the steam'train would even¬ 
tually run as far as Courten¬ 
ay and Port Albemi. He said 
he had been assured there 
would be no major problems 
on the track if a steam train 
was used. 

Barber also tried to get a 
commitment from Phillips 
on the future of the Princess 
Marguerite. But the minis¬ 
ter, relatively new in his 
tourism portfolio, said he 
wouldn’t make any commit¬ 
ments until he had held his 
first meeting with the board 
of directors responsible for 
the Marguerite operation. 

Barber said he had been 
informed that labor-man¬ 
agement problems were rife 
on the Marguerite but pro¬ 
vided no details because “I 
don’t want to discuss person¬ 
alities.”

Phillips said he was aware 
of the problems. “Why don’t 


you give me some an¬ 
swers?” 

Claiming that the Mar¬ 
guerite was physically in 
“not such bad shape at all,” 
Barber said the vessel 
should only be taken off the 
Seattle-Victoria run “for the 
gravest reasons.” 

Phillips said he appreciat¬ 
ed Barber’s comments and 
concerns, “but I’ve told you 
all I’m going to tell you about 
the Marguerite. I said I’m 
going to meet with the board. 

I have to analyze the prob¬ 
lems. I want the best infor¬ 
mation I can get. 

“But I’ve told you all I'm 
going to tell you because 
that’s all I know. I will walk 
ahead slowly, but steadily 
and the decisions made will 
be made on the best advice 
available.

Telephone teaching 
cures hospital blues 


WINNIPEG (CP) - For many chil¬ 
dren, long hospital stays mean boring 
hours, missed friends and a struggle to 
figure out assignments the teacher sends 
home. 

But not for nine-year-old Raymond 
Ferchuk of Winnipeg. 

Thanks to a speaker telephone, Ray¬ 
mond was able to take part in his grade 4 
classes in Neil Campbell school right up 
until the end of the school year. And he 
became quite a celebrity with his class¬ 
mates. 

“They’re just fighting tooth and nail to 
see who can help Raymond on the phone,” 
teacher Ed Steel said in an interview just 
before the term ended. 

Raymond has Perthes disease, which 
is attacking his right hip bone, and was ad¬ 
mitted to hospital at the end of April. 

He had been having problems with his 
leg since he first tried to play hockey last 
fall. 

After visits to several doctors, it was 
decided that Raymond should have a 
plate in his hip, and that meant a long 
hospital stay. 


Worried that he’d fall behind in his 
school work, Raymond's parents began 
making arrangements to have work sent 
home. 

His nurses suggested a tutor. But Bill 
Kormylo, deputy assistant superintendent 
of the River East school division, said he’d 
rather provide a telephone. 

Kormylo had been trying out school- 
by-phone in River East for two years and 
hopes the school board will make it stan¬ 
dard procedure by the fall. 

It costs about $150 to install and oper¬ 
ate phones in a classroom and hospital 
room for a six-week period. Kormylo said 
tutors cost about $40 a day and can only be 
sent to the hospital a couple of times a 
week. 

Most importantly, he said, the phone 
gives a child a better sense of being part of 
the class. 

“It takes away the trauma of being 
segregated from his friends and to a large 
extent it overcomes the loneliness the child 
experiences.”

BURNOUT 


DETROIT (AP) — Emmitt Williams almost quit 
teaching this spring after 23 years of doing the best job 
he could at a profession he loves. Why continue, he won¬ 
dered, after your house is ransacked and set afire by a 
student you've struggled to help. 

“I was thinking ‘What’s the use,’ ” he recalled dur¬ 
ing an interview at the U.S. National Education Associa¬ 
tion’s convention which ended Thursday. “You break 
your butt trying to help kids. . . ’’ His voice trailed 
off. 

Williams, a junior high school teacher from Dow¬ 
ney, Calif., is a victim of what educationists call — 
ironically in his case — teacher “burnout.” 

Frustrated by discipline problems, fearful of vio¬ 
lence in their classrooms and hallways, and besieged 
by critics who denounce them because Johnny can't 
read, teachers are buckling under to the stress. 

They suffer high blood pressure, insomnia and 
sometimes emotional collapse. Many simply “burn 
out” and give up. 

Williams isrft sure why 14-year-old Don, deemed a 
problem case by school officials who placed him in Wil¬ 
liams's class, and two buddies broke into his home last 
December, smashed his furniture and set fire to the 


Violence also 
in classroom 


DETROIT (AP) — Five per cent of the teachers 
polled in a survey by the U.S. National Education 
Association said they have been physically attacked 
during the 1978-79 school year — putting the total 
number of assaults at an estimated 110,000, the organi¬ 
zation reported. 

The statistics .were gathered in a nationwide survey 
sent to 2,148 of the almost 2.2 million public school 
teachers in the United States and returned by 1,777. A 
report on the poll was released at the association's 
annual convention here. 

Of those teachers physically attacked, 10 per cent — 
or an estimated 11,000 teachers — required medical at¬ 
tention for physical injury, the association said. An¬ 
other eight per cent, or an estimated 9,000 teachers, 
received medical attention for emotional trauma. 

Ten per cent of the physical attacks were so serious 
the teacher had to miss an average of two days from 
school. 

The study said 11 per cent of the teachers reported 
a! least occasional concern that they may be physically 
attacked at school by a student, while two per cent say 
they are frequently or constantly afraid of being at¬ 
tacked. 

About three-fourths of the teachers responding said 
discipline problems impair their effectiveness to teach 
and almost half believe their school has not done enough 
to help teachers with such problems. 

Seven per cent of the teachers said their schools 
have ignored discipline difficulties.

house. The teacher said he had been working with Don 
and thought the youngster was making progress. 

He's been told the boy was angry because Williams 
stopped letting the student mow his lawn in return for 
some spending money — an action Williams says he took 
when Don stopped doing the job right. 

But in spite of despair at how difficult it’s become to 
teach, and unlike many of his colleagues across the 
U.S., Williams decided against leaving the profess¬ 
ion— “Sure, you get hurt by kids, but there’s always that 
one you can help,” he says. 

Yet even that bit of optimism is muted. 

“To be honest,” he confesses, “I’m looking forward 
to the day I retire.” 

Many teachers are equally disillusioned. Almost a 
third of 1,777 teachers polled this year in a survey by the 
association said they probably would not become teach¬ 
ers if they could go back to college and start over 
again. 

“I’ve heard more teachers in the last year say if they 
were old enough, they’d pack it in,” said Eleanor Guerci, 
president of the Monmouth County, N.J., Education As¬ 
sociation. “I never heard that before. The enthusiasm, 
the joy we all have for teaching seems to be diminish¬ 
ing.”

Permissiveness 
spawns behavior 

TORONTO (CP) — Many parents have become too 
permissive about their children’s behavior, a doctor 
told Kiwanis members attending their 64th annual 
convention held this week. 

Dr. William Cochrane, chairman of the Canadian 
Institute of Child Health, said that parents are afraid of 
guiding and controlling their children’s behavior. This 
control was necessary for them to become responsible 
human beings with a sense of dignity and purpose. 

“We have a tendency to respond quickly to the I 
want’ response that is dear to the hearts of all adver¬ 
tisers and manufacturers. Often our indulgence about 
possesions is matched only by our permissiveness about 
behavior.’.’ 

“Today, it would seem that our children say what 
they please, dress as they please, and seem to have 
more freedom than adults. Not uncommonly, we permit 
them to be rude, thoughtless and irresponsible, and to 
express anger in many ways that would appall us if such 
behavior occurred in a group of adults.” 

Cochrane, who is also president of Connaught La¬ 
boratories Ltd., said when it comes to education, par¬ 
ents demand more of their children than of them¬ 
selves. 

“As adults, we admire each other for whatever nar 
row range of talents each may have, but we are quite 
insistent that our children should excel in every¬ 
thing.”

No foul play 
in drowning 

Colwood RCMP said Friday that foul play is not 
suspected in the drowning of a 54-year-old Victoria 
man. 

John Boswell Fanning, of 711 Johnson, was pro¬ 
nounced dead at Victoria General Hospital at 9:15 
Thursday, three _ 
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p.m. 

hours after he was pulled 
from the waters of Lang¬ 
ford Lake. 

Police said Fanning went 
to the lake with a com¬ 
panion but was alone at the 
time of the drowning. A 
woman who was with Fan 
ning earlier Thursday called 
Colwood RCMP after he 
failed to return from the 
swimming trip. 

Coroner Edmond Jorre de 
St. Jorre said Friday he 
would hold an inquiry. 

He said a post-mortem ex¬ 
amination was performed 
Friday and that drowning 
was determined as the cause 
of death. 

The coroner adjourned 
until Tuesday an inquest 
which began Thursday night 
in the death of a 17-year- 
pld Victoria youth. 

Peter Henn died June 23 
from bums to about 90 per 
cent of his body resulting 
from a fire in his bedroom 
at 2648 Asquith 13 days ear¬ 
lier. 

St. Jorre heard evidence 
that there had been a party 
at Henn’s residence the night 
before. 

Pathologist Dr. Bruce Hay 
of Victoria General Hospital 
is the only witness left to 
testify and St. Jorre is ex¬ 
pected to charge the jury 
following the doctor’s testi¬ 
mony.

Data buck-pass 
snags fisherman

The federal fisheries department 
seems determined to destroy the West 
Coast commercial fisherman’s liveli¬ 
hood, and this year the situation is 
worse than ever, according to two 
fishermen who put into Victoria Thurs¬ 
day. 

Greg Smith and Don Koines said they get 
either misinformation or no information 
from fisheries officers on the grounds—a 
statement confirmed by other commercial 
fishermen in the area. 

“Fisheries should broadcast closure 
times and locations in the same way that 
weather information is broadcast,” said 
Smith, as he watched his troller North¬ 
ern Spy being unloaded at Ogden Point. 

“Five minutes a day on one channel just 
isn’t good enough,” he said. 

“AS IT IS NOW we get rules and regula¬ 
tions two weeks after they are passed.” 

“And," put in Koines, skipper of Beagle, 
“by the time we get the information the 
decision has changed.” 

Smith said that this year for the first 
time fishermen were being allowed to keep 
25 pink salmon for every 100 coho caught. 
That rule was supposed to hold good until 
July 29, but late in June fishermen were 
told that the season on pinks would close 
June 26. 

‘‘I wasted time going all the way to 
Parksville (my home port) and when I got 
there I was told the fishing wasn’t closed 
after all. 

“I got back out fishing, and was told it 
was closing on the 5th. The same fisheries 
officer then went onto another boat and 
told that skipper it was closing July 4. 

“Every time we ask a question they 
shrug their shoulders and pass the buck,” 
said Smith. 

WHEN THE PINK s'easom closed unex¬ 
pectedly, the captain of the fisheries ves¬ 
sel Tanu was asked if fishermen could 
retain the pinks they had caught to date 
and sell them on their normal return trip. 

“He said that as long as they had been 
caught before midnight on the 4th, we 
could sell when we got in. Five minutes 
later he said we couldn’t do this—we had to 
go in and deliver. Freezer boats had to lose 
four days out of their fishing time to go 
into Vancouver and unload.” 

The fishermen, said Smith and Koines, 
are also objecting to the closing down on 
the pink season.

tin’ IF THEY’RE going to do this 
when we have the biggest run ever, what is 
going to happen in other years?” 

Koines said the boats had run through 
pinks all the way from the Big Banks to 
Cape Cod. “The sounder tape showed a 
solid line of fish for 75 miles, and they were 
all pinks,” he said. “We were averaging 
500 to 600 a day—and they won’t let us 
carry on fishing. 

“I’m just glad I don’t have payments to 
make on my boat that a lot of fishermen 
do. A lot of people have got $30,000 pay¬ 
ments coming up.” 

Trailers have been told that they had to 
leave fish for the seiners, said Smith. 
“But who brings in the better product? 
Nearly all netted fish have belly bums and 
can only be used for canning. Ours are 
gutted and clean, and can be frozen for the 
whole fish trade.” 

And, he said, while pinks were supposed 
to be for netting, coho and springs were 
supposed to be troll fish. However, one 
area near Robson Creek where seiners 
were netting those fish, was closed to 
trailers. 

“THEY JUST don’t want us to make a 
dollar,” said Koines. 

Smith said supervision by fisheries offi¬ 
cers was amounting .to harassment this 
year. 

“In three years of fishing before this. 
I’ve only been boarded once,” he said. 
“This year I’ve been boarded twice al¬ 
ready. Other fishermen are finding the 
same thing. And they are really giving 
fishermen a hassle. 

“They boarded one boat, and the skipper 
didn’t have his personal licence with him. 
The officers radioed Vancouver and veri¬ 
fied that he was licensed, but they have 
issued a summons anyway and he has to go 
to court for not having the licence with 
him.” 

The fishermen are convinced that there 
is something behind the attitudes, but don’t 
know what it could be. 

“They seem to just slap on rules and 
regulations, and they don’t have any rea¬ 
son we can see. If we question them we’re 
just told conservation, but they must know 
what we know about the size of the run. 

“We just wish they would tell us what it’s 
all about.”

Hibbert said that with the 
rising prices of energy, B r C. 
farmers must produce and 
process more f<n>d within the 
province, but municipalities 
and regional districts are 
killing growth. 

Henry Blazowski, B.C. 
Cattlemen’s Association 
manager, said British Co¬ 
lumbians consumed nearly 
500,000 carcasses of beef a 
year of which only 100,000 
are produced and slaught¬ 
ered in B.C. 

He said another 100,000 
B.C. calves were shipped out 
for finishing because of a 
lack of facilities in the prov¬ 
ince and at least 350,000 car¬ 
casses are imported. 

Blazowski said cost of 
transportation was six cents 
a pound on the shelf price. 

“For every $1 increase in 
the price of a barrel of crude 
oil, there is an one per cent 
increase in the price of food 
to (he consumer attributed to 
energy costs alone — no 
matter if you take beef, 
fruit, vegetables or dairy 
products.” 

An industry delegation 
met Friday with Municipal 
Affairs Minister William 
Vander Zalm, Agriculture 
Minister James Hewitt and 
Environment Minister Rafe 
Mair. 


Vander Zalm said, after¬

LONDON (UPI) —Televi¬ 
sion and radio programs on 
religious themes have not 
stemmed a fall in the num¬ 
bers of those who believe 
religion is important in their 
lives and Dr. Ian R. Haldane 
believes that may be be¬ 
cause broadcasts miss their 
target. 

Haldane, head of research 
for the Independent Broad¬ 
casting Authority, parent 
body of commercial TV in 
Britain, organized a poll in¬ 
tended to answer the ques- 
*tion: “Who and what is reli¬ 
gious broadcasting for?” It 
included the same questions 
on religious belief asked in a 
poll 10 years ago. 

In every case there was a 
drop in affirmative replies. 
In 1968, 58 per cent said they 
were very or fairly religious. 
Only 49 per cent felt the 
same in 1978. 

In 1968,68 per cent said life 
was meaningless without 
God. In the new- poll the fig¬ 
ure was 51 per cent.

Ten years ago 89 per cent 
agreed religion helped main- 
tain the standards and 
morals of society. This was 
sharply down to 71 per 
cent. 

The 50 per cent in 1968 who 
said they were “certain” 
there was a God shrank to 42 
per cent this time. 

Haldane said the poll, con¬ 
ducted in association with 
the Opinion Research Cen¬ 
tre, was based on questions 
arrived at by psychological 
and sociological techniques. 
The four main questions 
dealt with loneliness, isola¬ 
tion, media usage and “re¬ 
ligiosity”—the state of being 
religious. 

Some findings were pre¬ 
dictable-more women than 
men find religion important, 
religiosity increases with 
age, the working class is 
more pious than the middle 
class, and television and 
radio programs on religion 
find their largest audience 
among those already com¬ 
mitted to religion. 

But there were surprises. 
The 55-plus age group is only 
marginally more lonely than 
the 16-34 group, people use 
television more for amuse-, 
ment than for company, and 


radio more for company 
than amusement. 

Analyzing the statistics 
Dr. Haldane said: 

"We have seen that loneli¬ 
ness is greater among older 
people, among unskilled 
people, among those who 
are most isolated and cut off, 
and among housewives at 
home. We have seen that 
religious belief and commit¬ 
ment is highest in just these 
same groups—older, work¬ 
ing class people and 
women.” 

To aim religious programs 
at these groups, he said, was 
simply “preaching to the 
converted.” It was the rest 
of the populace that religious 
broadcasts should seek to 
reach. He suggested reli¬ 
gious content in other, popu¬ 
lar programs would widen 
the horizon. 

Those who might not 
switch on to an overtly reli¬ 
gious broadcast might be 
quite receptive to a message 
embedded in a more popular 
type of program. 

Programs named by Brit 
ons as the best "company” 
included the evening news. 
Starsky and Hutch, and 
Coronation Street.

Wedding 
fees set 
to scale 


A growing number of 
United Church ministers 
are charging set fees for 
their wedding services 
and itemizing church 
wedding expenses, ac¬ 
cording to The United 
Church Observer. 

Its survey of United 
churches across the coun¬ 
try shows that a wedding 
can cost as little as $10 or 
as much as $120, depend¬ 
ing on the individual 
church’s policy. 

The use of a price system 
coincides with the increas¬ 
ing number of non-members 
tying the knot in United 
churches, a phenomenon 
which has local and national 
church bodies debating the 
question of whether the 
church should leave the 
whole marriage business to 
the state. 

While some ministers are 
using the booming wedding 
trade as an opportunity to 
get new members, others 
have considered relinquish¬ 
ing their licence to marry. 

They claim that non-mem¬ 
bers choose a church “be¬ 
cause of its wide centre 
aisle, its proximity to a large 
banquet hall, and even be¬ 
cause the minister looks 
good in wedding photos,” 
with little regard to the reli¬ 
gious aspect of the cere-

It is Indeed scandalous 
that Christians differing 
from one another in their 
approachs to the Bible are 
often inclined to be unChris- 
tianly derogratory of one an¬ 
other. 

The two approaches can 
conveniently, if not with 
complete adequacy, be la¬ 
belled “the conservative or 
literalist” and “the liberal or 
critical”. If you like terms 
with more emotional bite 
you can use “fundamental¬ 
ist” and “modernist”. 

The conservatives, or lit- 
eralists, hold generally that 
the Bible as a vehicle of 
God’s revelation of Himself 
must be taken as Inerrant in 
declaring factual, historical 
truth. 

Those who take the liberal 
or critical approach say that 
one does not need to take the 
Bible literally in order to 
take it seriously as a revela¬ 
tion of God and in order to 
find in it foundations for 
faith. 

Protestantism is split 
along these lines, although 
the liberal approach is domi¬ 
nant in most of the major 
denominations. Modern 
Roman Catholic biblical 
scholarship generally takes 
the liberal-critical ap¬ 
proach. 

1 take the liberal-critical 
way, finding it a creative 
agency of faith. But I know 
that literalism can be a crea¬ 
tive agency of faith, and my 
only serious quarrel with the 
literalists comes when some 
of them contend that those of 
us who do not take their 
approach are not authenti¬ 
cally Christian. 

The term “biblical criti¬ 
cism” misleads some peo¬ 
ple. The word “criticism” 
popularly suggests fault¬ 
finding. even condemnation. 
But biblical criticism is not 
an adverse judging of the 
Bible: it is, rather, a matter

of rigorous examination and 
positive appreciation. 

Benjamin Jowett, a re¬ 
nowned Oxford scholar, said 
this more than a century 
ago: “When interpreted like 
any other book, by the same 
rules of evidence and the 
same canons of criticism, 
the Bible will still remain 
unlike any other book.” The 
critical approach to the 
Bible, with its rigorous 
scholarship, has for count¬ 
less people deepend and 
clarified the meaning of the 
Bible and demonstrated its 
compelling relevance to 
their pilgrimage in faith. 

We who take the liberal- 
critical approach do not hold 
that the Bible gives scien¬ 
tific knowledge. We know 
that it is of great historical 
significance, but we do not 
take it as an inerrant book of 
history. We believe that its 
truth is primarily “existen¬ 
tial"—that is, truth pertain¬ 
ing to the deepest concerns 
of our human existence. 

We believe that the Bible 
reveals to us the depths and 
dimensions of our existence 
under God, and mediates to 
us the grace and love of God. 
And we do believe that God 
came, in a unique and deci¬ 
sive way, into our history for 
our redemption in the person 
of Jesus Christ. We’contend 
that modern biblical criti¬ 
cism has facilitated, not in¬ 
hibited, biblical faith. 

There is now some over¬ 
lapping in the region where 
the conservative and liberal 
approaches meet; some ten¬ 
dencies toward accommoda¬ 
tion and reconciliation seem 
to be developing. Unchris¬ 
tian arrogance on both sides 
is, here and there, dissolv¬ 
ing. The basic differences 
persist—but new respect 
seems to be emerging for the 
religious and intellectual in¬ 
tegrity of those with whom 
one disagrees.

Declarer had few wants 
in the play of today’s chal¬ 
lenging game. However, 
declarer’s greed gave 
West a second chance and 
an inspired play beat the 
laydown game. 

North’s jump to four/ 
hearts was quite effective. 
Not only did the game have 
excellent prospects, the 
barrage froze East-West 
out of their unbeatable five 
clubs. 

Declarer won the dia¬ 
mond ace and led a low 
trump to dummy’s queen. 
East discarded, and de¬ 
clarer returned to his 
spade ace to repeat the 
trump play. This time 
West hopped up with his 
trump ace, cashed a high 
diamond and bravely un¬ 
furled his ace of clubs. 

East won his king in 
surprise and quickly deci¬ 
phered what he was sup¬ 
posed to do. He led a spade 
for West to ruff and declar¬ 
er’s carelessness had cost 
the game. 

To make the game, de¬ 
clarer must cut the defen¬ 
sive communications in 
the club suit. After winning 
the first trump in dummy 
and getting the bad news, 
declarer should lead a club 
instead of a spade. Regard¬ 
less of which defender wins 
the trick, there is no spade 
ruff. 

If West wins the club 
ace. cashes a diamond and 
leads his singleton spade, 
declarer now has a safe

Canada Day rains 
saved $1 million 


Canada Day’s wet, bloomy weather may 
have ruinejl holiday weekends, but it saved 
B.C. taxpayers a million dollars. 

Hank Doerksen, manager of fire sup¬ 
pression for the forests ministry, said Fri¬ 
day that the overcast skies and rain sharp¬ 
ly reduced the fire hazard, particularly in 
coastal regions. 

“The rain and dull weather over the long 
holiday weekend may have been a disap¬ 
pointment to thousands of people but it 
probably saved the ministry a million dol¬ 
lars in fire fighting costs,’’ Doerksen 
said. 

The fire hazard remains high in the 
interior, with fire bomber crews in the 
Kamloops and Castlegar regions still on 
“red alert.” 

So far this year there have been 1,031 
forest fires compared with 696 in the same 
period last year. Costs this year have now 
totalled $2,534,000 compared with the $2,- 
091,200 spent in the same period in 1978. 

Ecomomic Development and Tourism 


Minister Donald Phillips has promised to 
extend funding for the Victoria Ecomomic 
Development Commission and to increase 
it if necessary. 

He made the promise in the Legislature 
in response to an appeal for continued 
support from Charles Barber (NDP-Vic- 
toria). 

“We’ll fund the commission for another 
year,” Phillips said. “And we’ll take a 
look at increasing the grant. Tell them to 
come up and have a talk with us and cer¬ 
tainly we’ll take a look at it.” 

Phillips chastized Barber mildly for 
raising the matter in the house. 

“1 would just like to remind the member 
(Barber) that I have an office here in 
the building and I have a phone and I’m 
usually available,” he said. “We could 
streamline this house a whole lot if we 
could take these little individual prob¬ 
lems that you have . . . 

“You know, I’ve never bitten an Opposi¬ 
tion MLA in my life.” 


Hookers Social ill’

The problem of teenage 
prostitution in Vancouver is 
a social one, partly due to 
declining moral standards, 
and must be dealt with by the 
community. Human Re¬ 
sources Minister Grace 
McCarthy said Friday. 

A special report on child 
abuse found there were be¬ 
tween 200 and 300 teenage 
hookers of both sexes work¬ 
ing the streets of Vancou¬ 
ver. 

Mrs. McCarthy said she 


thought a recent police 
crackdown had largely 
cleared up the problem, and 
that as a Vancouver MLA 
she would urge police and 
Mayor Jack Volrich to keep 
up the effort. 

“Governments can at dif¬ 
ferent levels bring to bear 
the lawful pressures that 
will rid the disease of the 
streets, but the hidden dis¬ 
ease and the social conse¬ 
quences and the problems 
can still remain,” she said. 

"Solutions to this have to 


come from the community 
itself.” 

The study, conducted by 
the Taking Responsible Ac¬ 
tion for Children and Youth 
group linked with the United 
Way, said the young prosti¬ 
tutes were not likely to 
change their ways. 

Mrs. McCarthy said this 
could be alleviated by a 
“better moral code within 
our province, within our 
country and even within our 
world.”

Jupiter red spo 
has a new look 


PASADENA. Calif. (AP) 
— Early photographs from 
the Voyager 2 spacecraft 
show that Jupiter’s giant red 
spot has undergone major 
changes in the four months 
since Voyager 1 visited the 
planet, scientists said Fri¬ 
day. 

The spot — about three 
times the size of Earth — is 
one of the most dramatic 
features on the mysterious 
and colorful planet. 

“>1AJOR CHANGES have 
taken place in the dynamics 
of the red spot in the past 
four months,” Voyager sci¬ 
entist Bradford Smith told a 
news conference at the Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory here. 
He later added: “There is no 
explanation for this.” 

Project scientist Edward 
Stone said the early photo¬ 
graphs show the same type 
of volcanic activity seen by 
Voyager 1 on Io, one of Ju¬ 
piter’s moons. 

That discovery was a 
major surprise in the earlier 
mission and Voyager 2 cam¬ 
eras will spend nearly 10 


hours watching Io with the 
hope of seeing a volcano 
erupt. Stone said. 

Scientists were pleased 
with the early pictures and 
pronounced the space ship in 
good shape. 

THE UNMANNED Voy¬ 
ager 2, repeating its sister 
ship’s dramatic encounter of 
March, was pronounced in 
excellent shape as it closed 
on the planet despite earlier 
problems that had threa¬ 
tened the mission. 

Voyager 2, on a voyage 
that began in August, 1977, 
on Monday will come within 
640,000 kilometres of Ju¬ 
piter’s dense, churning 
clouds. The distance be¬ 
tween Jupiter and earth is so 
great that radio signals 
travelling at light’s speed of 
298,000 kilometres per sec¬ 
ond will not reach earth with 
the news until almost 52 
minutes later. 

The cloudtops are about 
the only surface the planet 
has Jupiter seems to be 
mostly a gigantic ball of hy¬ 
drogen and helium 1,200 


A 


times the size of earth. Deep 
within the spinning liquid 
and gas may be a small 
rocky core. 

Voyager 2’s cameras and 
instruments are already re¬ 
turning data and pictures of 
Jupiter and the four largest 
of its 13 moons. The first 
Voyager startled scientists 
with its detailed pictures and 
discoveries. 

That ship revealed tower¬ 
ing volcanoes erupting on 
the moon Io; a faint, thin ring 
of debris circling the planet; 
superbolts of lightning zip¬ 
ping through the sky; and 
immense auroras — like 
Earth’s northern lights — 
dancing over the clouds. 

Voyager 2 will follow its 
sister ship deeper into space 
for a journey to Saturn, due 
to arrive there in August, 

1981. It may then be aimed 
for a 1986 visit to distant 
Uranus. Voyager l is to. Princess Anne, centre, and her husband, Capt. Mark 
reach Saturn in November.

Tremor 
kills 2 
miners 

JOHANNESBURG (AP) 
— Two miners were killed 
and 11 others were injured 
when an earthquake caused 
rock falls in a Johannesburg 
gold mine early today. Two 
others miners were miss¬ 
ing. 

The tremor registered 
four on the Richter Scale and 
was felt as far away as Pre¬ 
toria, 80 kilometres to the 
north. 

It caused extensive rock 
falls in a shaft of the East 
Rand Gold Mine, on the out¬ 
skirts of the city. A search to 
locate the two missing 
miners was reported under 
way. 

Mine officials said the 11 
injured men were all in satis¬ 
factory condition. 

The Richter scale is a 
measure of ground motion as 
recorded on seismographs. 
Every increase of one whole 
number means a tenfold in¬ 
crease in magnitude, and a 
reading of 4 on the scale 
indicates a quake that could 
cause moderate damage. 


Dealers like 
friendly skies 

SEATTLE (AP) — “You just can’t believe it,” said one 
entrepreneur “I bought 25 today for $30 (each), but 
the guy in Dallas is $45, and the sell is $50 to $60.” 

The subject is not the fearsome stock market, but the 
friendly skies, as opportunists cash in on the 50 percent 
discount coupons recently offered by United Airlines. 

It started when the airline gave away coupons the first 
two weeks of June as a promotion to lure customers 
ba£k after a strike. Passengers were given coupons 
worth half fare on most flights through Dec. 15. The cou¬ 
pons quickly became an item of trade. 

Coupons have been traded on the floor of the New York 
Stock Exchange and by independent dealers, discovering 
the possibilities of buying low and selling high. 

Law enforcement officials say there is nothing illegal in 
dealing the certificates. United, which could sell about 2.2 
million tickets if all the coupons are redeemed, doesn’t 
object to trafficking either. 

“I’m the type ofr person who believes money in my 
hand is better than money in your hands,” said one 
ticket entrepreneur, a 27-year-old Seattle businesswoman 
who asks not to be identified. 

United spokesman Jack Gamble says the lucrative mar¬ 
ket has attracted a few counterfeits, but he doesn’t 
think fake coupons will be a problem. 

“There are two or three security safeguards,” he said. 
“It's very easy to distinguish the counterfeits.”

Carbon tests dated the 
bodies from the late 14th and 
early 15th centuries. 

The anthropologists said 
the bodies were twisted and 
deformed. 


People suspected of being 
witches, heretics, possessed 
by the devil or simply non¬ 
believers were brought be¬ 
fore priestly judges, were 
tried and very often tor¬ 
tured to death.

Ross seen in Port Angeles block 


A witness testified Fri¬ 
day aty^S^C. Supreme 
Court/trial in Victoria 
that he saw Tommy Ross 
Jr. in the hallway of a 
Port Angeles apartment 
block the day before the 
body of a strangled 
woman was found in one 
of the suites. 

Ross, 20, of Los Angeles, is 
on trial in the first-degree 
murder of Janice Forbes, 26, 
who was found strangled in 
her Victoria apartment on 
Mother's Day, May 14, 1978. 

Mr. Justice Alan Macfar- 
lane ruled Thursday that 
evidence in the Port Angeles 
case could be admitted be¬ 
cause of the striking simi¬ 
larity of the circumstances 
surrounding the deaths of 
both women. 

Lee Meszaros, who was 
living across the hall from 
the woman strangled in Port 
Angeles—Janet Bowcott, 20,- 
—told the jury he saw Ross 
three times on the night be¬ 
fore the victim’s body was 
discovered on April 24, 
1978. 

HE SAID he returned 
home April 23, the day after 
his wedding in Seattle, 
where he now resides, at 
11:15 p.m. 

Meszaros said he and his 
wife saw Ross in the hallway 
between Bowcott’s suite and 
theirs. 

They went into their suite 


and then Meszaros said he 
decided to move his car, 
which had wedding gifts in 
it, to the back of the apart¬ 
ment block at 615 W. 8th 
Street in Port Angeles. 

When he opened the door 
of his apartment he found 
Ross facing him, about three 
inches from the door. 

He had a short conversa¬ 
tion with the man he identi¬ 
fied as Ross and when the 
man left, Meszaros said, he 
went back into his apart¬ 
ment because he then rea¬ 
lized he had forgotten his car 
keys. 

WHEN HE came out 
again, he first saw the^man 
he identified as Ross stand¬ 
ing by some nearby mail 
boxes in the apartment. The 
man quickly bent to look at 
the boxes, he said. 

As he passed by the man, 
Meszaros said, he had an¬ 
other brief conversation 
with him and then he went 
outside and moved his car 
around the back of the apart¬ 
ment block. 

In response to questions 
from crown counsel Richard 
Law, Meszaros said the man 
he saw was black, about five 
foot nine inches tall, and was 
wearing a green pullover 
hat which was rolled up, a 
tan leather jacket and blue 
jeans. 

Law asked Meszaros what 
his attitude was upon meet¬ 
ing the man he alleges was 

Ross.

“AFTER TALKING to 

him, I figured he was going 
to rip somebody off,” Mes¬ 
zaros said. 

“So I went out and moved 
my car. 

“He was very polite, like 
he had been caught at some¬ 
thing.”

not Janet, as Det. Robert 
Vail of the Port Angeles po¬ 
lice department testified 
Thursday was the first name 
of the victim. 

Meszaros testified that 
Bowcott had a baby he 
thought was anywhere from 
eight months to a year old.

Braiden said the print 
from the Bowcott apartment 
was determined to be that of 
the left middle finger of the 
accused man. 

Vail said the print was 
taken from the inside door¬ 
knob of Bowcott’s bathroom 
door. 

Earlier, Port Angeles pa¬ 
thologist Dr. Laurice Samuel 
Vickers said Bowcott died of 
asphyxia due to strangula¬ 
tion caused by ligatures 
around the neck. 

He said there was no indi¬ 
cation of sexual molesta¬ 
tion. 

VAIL TESTIFIED Thurs 
day that Bowcott was found 
with her hands tied behind 
her back with one piece of 
macrame material. Another 
piece of macrame bound the 


marijuana, possession of 
marijuana for the purpose of 
trafficking and conspiracy 
to import marijuana.

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Socreds oust 
old chief 
at meeting 


DUNCAN — The CowichanMalahat Social Cred¬ 
it Constituency Association’s membership was suc¬ 
cessful in ousting its former president, Bob Kennedy, 
at the Socreds’ recent annual general meeting. 

The resignation of Kennedy and fellow executive 
member Bob Berry was called for at the meeting. 
Berry was not present, so continued on the execu¬ 
tive. 

The party’s defeat in the May 10 provincial 
election and Kennedy's handling of the local cam¬ 
paign were reported to be the reasons given for the 
resignation. 

Kennedy still had a year to serve as president. 

The estimated 100 members present chose local 
physician Dr. Charles Ennals by acclamation to fill 
Kennedy’s post. 

Kennedy, manager of Swisscan Financial Ser¬ 
vices, Duncan, was a constituency president for four 
years and a Social Credit party member for 25 
years. 

Kennedy said he resigned because he did not 
wish to see the party split widen still further. 

He said: “I have received many phone calls 
following the meeting from members saying they 
wish to tear up their party cards. But I told them they 
should take time out and pause before doing anything 
drastic. 

“The main task we have here is to keep unity in 
the party,” he said 

“I think Charlie (Ennals) has got political ambi¬ 
tions and the meeting was sandbagged so he could 
take control of the executive. He has caused a very 
serious split in the party,’’ Kennedy said. 

He said: “If he wanted to get on the executive 
why didn’t he come and talk to us? He didn’t 
volunteer his services in the last election.” 

“However,” Kennedy said, “They’ve appointed 
a new executive now. and I would urge every mem¬ 
ber to get behind them.” 

“I’m sure that Ennals is working to get Richard 
Ewing elected and if Ewing receives the nomination. 

I would work for Ewing as hard as I worked to get 
Rex Hollett elected, and would again, if Hollett was 
the next candidate,” said Kennedy. 

Ennals was former Cowichan Malahat Socred 
candidate here in 1969, when he came close to former 
NDP leader Bob Strachan and in 1975, when he lost to 
Barbara Wallace by 1,700 votes. 

Ennals told the Colonist, “It was a well attended 
annual general meeting with a high degree of inter¬ 
est and concern on the part of the general member¬ 
ship representing all points of view. 

“Most of the people attending were very un 
happy that they had to take this type of action and 
call for Kennedy’s resignation. But they felt very 
strongly that thej^.had to take such a direct ap¬ 
proach. 

They asked me to take over the leadership for 
the immediate future, as I'm probably the most 
experienced Social Crediter in this constituency, 
having run twice before for local MLA and once in 
Oak Bay. 

“Our job now is to try and put the membership 
together and give them an opportunity to get in 
volved. Unhappily, they have not had this opportu¬ 
nity recently.” 


Nanaimo gearing 
for B.C. parley 

NANAIMO — Socreds here will send resolutions 
to the annual provincial Social Credit convention 
dealing with regional districts and improvement 
districts and the agricultural land reserve. 

The two resolutions were among items acted on 
at ilu* recent Nanaimo constituency annual meeting 
of the Social Credit party. 

The meeting approved a resolution by Norman 
Hobson of Lantzville that the need for improvement 
districts be questioned since regional district-speci¬ 
fied areas could now take on the functions of the 
improvement districts.

Gabriola Islanders striving 
to keep hard-won physician

GABRIOLA ISLAND - 
Two and a half years ago, 
residents of Gabriola were 
successful in bringing a full¬ 
time doctor to their island, 
but now there Is a danger 
they will lose him. 

A delegation from Gabrio¬ 
la visited Victoria this week 
in an attempt to convince the 
provincial government that 
Dr. Damien Metten, Gabrio- 
la’s lone physician, should 
receive financial assistance 
that would allow him to stay 
on the island. 

They’ll know July 18 
whether their efforts were 
successful. 

George Westarp. presi¬ 
dent of the Gabriola Rate¬ 
payers, said that the island 
delegation was able to con¬ 
vince the ministry of health 
it should reconsider its pre¬ 
vious decision against pay¬ 
ing the salary of a doctor 
for the island. On July 18, a 
decision will be made wheth¬ 
er or not that assistance will 
be forthcoming for the re¬ 
mainder of the govern¬ 
ment’s fiscal year, to March 
31, 1980. 

Westarp said that Metten 
told the ratepayers in March 
that he would have to leave 
the island unless some way 
could be found to boost his in¬ 
come. 

Metten came to the island 
two and a half years ago 
after the ratepayers and the 
island's ambulance associa¬ 
tion launched a search for a 
doctor. 

Previously, a retired 
physician who did not work 
full-time, was the only doc¬ 
tor available on the island. 

Westarp said that the min¬ 
istry of health believed the 
island could support a 
physician in private prac¬ 
tice. 

The ratepayers believed 
that in a year or two the 
practice might become self- 
supporting, Westarp said, 
but in the meantime, Metten 
was losing money. 

The ratepayers took a sur¬ 
vey which showed that 63 per 
cent of the islanders used the 
doctor regularly, while an¬ 
other 20 per cent called on 
him in emergencies. 

The ratepayers also 
studied Metten’s finances, in 
an effort to help the doctor 


cut down on some of the 
overhead expenses that were 
eating up the money he was 
making. 

Westarp said he believed 
the overhead had been cut 
down, but Metten was still 
not making a decent salary. 

He added that Metten liked 
the island, and would like to 
remain. 

Westarp said he did not 
believe Metten was interest¬ 
ed in making an enormous 
salary, but simply a com¬ 
fortable living. 

That comfortable salary 
could be guaranteed if the 
provincial government 
awarded the island a govern¬ 
ment practice, such as Alert 
Bay, where Metten has also 
practiced. 


The government, how¬ 
ever,’was reluctant to set 
what might be considered a 
precedent. Westarp said. 

He said the ministry of 
health was not eager to un¬ 
derwrite a practice that they 
belived was nearly viable, 
for fear the residents would 
continue to demand the sub¬ 
sidy even if the practice be- 
came a money-making 
proposition. 

Westarp said he believed 
that if the money could be 
forthcoming for about 18 
months, that would be long 
enough for the practice to 
become viable, and Gabriola 
would be guaranteed a doc¬ 
tor. 

Metten believed he could 


handle a 20 per cent increase 
in patients, Wdstarp said, 
and that would be enough to 
put the practice in the 
black. 

Some Gabriola islanders 
continue to travel the 20 
minutes by ferry to Nanaimo 
for medical services, where 
the large clinics can split 
among several doctors the 
overhead that Metten must 
shoulder on his own. 

Not only would the lack of 
a doctor on Gabriola mean a 
longer trip for emergency 
services—from just under 
an hour to up to 80 minutes— 
it would also mean that occa¬ 
sions could arise when emer¬ 
gency services would not be 
available. 


Westarp said that last 
week there were three emer¬ 
gencies at one time on the 
island, and, had there not 
been a doctor on the island, 
the ambulance service 
would have been tied up with 
the first emergency while 
the other two cases waited. 

Metten had no relief help 
on the island, and was on call 
seven days a week, 24 hours 
a day, Westarp said. 

He said the ministry of 
health agreed the island 
needed a doctor but the dis¬ 
agreement was over wheth¬ 
er the practice was viable on 
its own. 

The island's permanent 
population is about 1.500 in 
the winter and nearly double 
that in the summer. 


Cowichan airport closer 


DUNCAN — Cowichan 
Valley's new airport came 
closer to reality recently 
with the beginning of a feasi¬ 
bility study by consulting 
engineers T. M. Thomson 
and Associates of Victoria. 

The feasibilty study con¬ 
tract was signed last week 
by Cowichan Economic De¬ 
velopment Commission and 
the consulting engineers. 

Funding for the $16,500 
study has been provided 
jointly by the Dunean-Cowi- 
ehan Chamber of Commerce 
and the provincial ministry 
of transport, communica¬ 
tions and highways. 

The chamber guaranteed 
a maximum of $6,500 for the 
study, while the ministry has 
contributed $10,000. The 
Thomson firm was chosen 
over 10 other competing 
companies. 

Cowichan Valley Regional 
District Chairman Leo Kuta 
said at the official signing of 
the contract that the study 
would provide an airport site 
which could eventually tie-in 
with a comprehensive trans¬ 
portation system for the val¬ 
ley. 

He said he was looking 
forward to completion of the 
study and, hopefully, the 
Cowichan estuary task force 
report would have been com¬ 
pleted and made public with¬ 
in the same time span.

OTTAWA — A popular 
game around Parliament 
Hill these days is called 
“Guess the Speaker.’’ 

There is much speculation 
about the individual Prime 
Minister Joe Clark will name 
to preside over sessions of 
the House of Commons, 
when it resumes sittings this 
fall. 

It’s said by some that cur¬ 
rent Speaker James Jerome, 
the Sudbury Liberal, will be 
asked by Clark to remain in 
office. That would suit 
Jerome just fine, because he 
likes the job very much. 

Others claim that Mar¬ 
cel Lambert, the Conserva¬ 
tive MP for Edmonton West, 
is in the running. Lambert 
was Commons speaker for a 
short time under Diefen- 
baker, from Sept. 27, 1962 to 
May 16, 1963. 

WHETHER THAT experi 
ence will count as much with 
Clark when the time comes 
as the fact that Lambert is a 
bilingual francophone, re¬ 
mains to be seen. 

Another candidate some 
times mentioned is Donald 
Munro, the former diplomat, 
who represents Equimalt- 
Saanich for the Conserva¬ 
tives. 

Munro is bilingual, which 
is a point in his favor. How¬ 
ever, he isn’t a francophone, 
which tradition says a new 
speaker should be. 

BUT A NEW scenario is 
being floated by some staff 
members in the prime min¬ 
ister’s office—not at the 
highest level it should be 
adde — that has some inter¬ 
esting political connota¬ 
tions. 

It's being put about that 
Robert Coates, Conservative 
MP for Cumberland-Col- 
chester since 1957, president 
of the Progressive Conser¬ 
vative Party since 1977* 
might be an excellent choice 
for Speaker. 

The scenario involves 
leaving Liberal MFMSerald 
Laniel as deputy speaker, 
since Coates is uniiingual. 
Laniel has held the post since 
1974. 

Clark owes a lot to Coates, 
but the relationship between 
the two men is strained. 

COATES, ALTHOUGH his 

loyalty to the party and its 
leader is such that he won’t 
say so publicly, is bitterly 
angry and disappointed 
about being passed over for 
a cabinet post. 

But, while Coates won’t 
say anything publicly, other 
Conservatives, including a 
number of ministers and a 
good many members of the 
federal caucus, have not 
been sny about letting the 
prime minister know they 
feel the Nova Scotia MP got 
a raw deal. 

As president of the party, 
Coates worked unstintingly 
to ensure the Conservative 
victory. 

HE TAUGHT candidates 
in any number of ridings how 
to win. Between the time he 
assumed the presidency 
over 18 months ago up to the 
calling of the election, he 
visited the crucial Metro¬ 
politan Toronto region at 
least 25 times for constitu¬ 
ency meetings, rallies, fund¬ 
raising dinners and organiz¬ 
ing sessions. 

He was devotedly loyal 
to Clark. “What I told candi¬ 
dates over and over again 
was that it was absolutely 
essential to stick up for the 
leader,’’ he told a reporter 
shortly after the election. 

To understand the signifi¬ 
cance of that remark you 
have to know that Coates is a 
member of the right wing of 
the party. 

The right wingers have 
caused trouble for Conser¬ 
vative leaders in the past. It 
was their unhappiness in for- 
mer times with “Red 
Tories’’ that gave the Con¬ 
servative caucus the appear¬ 
ance of a fractious. Tower of 
Babel. 

Coates was instrumental 
in bridging the chasm be¬ 
tween the right and left 
wings of the party; in get¬ 
ting Conservatives separat¬ 
ed by an ideological gulf to 
bury their differences in the 
interests of winning. 
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Canada ‘part 
of problem’ 

OTTAWA (CP) — Echoing the thoughts of Liber¬ 
als before him, Defence Minister Allan McKinnon 
said Friday the government should consider with¬ 
drawing from its 15-year-old Cyprus peacekeeping 
commitment.

Skylab: Closing in on date with splashdown —or crashdown 


The dying 77.5-ton Skylab space 
station will pass over Canada in a 
path starting in the vicinity of 
Victoria and crossing to Winnipeg 
and St. John’s, Nfld., during its 
final days in orbit next week, 
maps distributed Friday by the 
U.S. National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration indicate. 

In addition, the maps indicate 
southern Vancouver Island is in 
the path of a bonus orbit, not 
shared by the rest of Canada, 
carrying Skylab from the Pacific 
and across the U.S. mainland. 


The 25-by-10-centimetre maps, 
on which Canada is about five 
centimetres wide, show approxi¬ 
mately the parts of the globe to be 
passed over by Skylab orbits dur 
ing Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Thursday, said Richard Smith, 
NASA technical spokesman for 
Skylab, at a briefing in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. 


However, in light of the small 
size of the maps, determining 
proximity with any degree of accu¬ 
racy is virtually impossible. NASA 


officials hope to have better maps 
as the end draws near. ^ 

On Wednesday, SkylaVs pos¬ 
sible paths over Canada, all mov¬ 
ing from west to east, are: 

• Southern Vancouver Island to 
southern Saskatchewan; 

• Southeastern B.C. to Winni 
peg, then through northwestern 
Ontario to the St. Lawrence River 
somewhere near the Ontario-Que- 
bec border; 

• Thunder Bay, Ont., to the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence and southern 
Newfoundland; 


• Sault Ste. Marie, Ont., to the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence and northern 
Newfoundland; 

• The eastern coast of Nova 
Scotia to St. John’s area of New¬ 
foundland.

RCMP 


OTTAWA (CP) — An oversight committee creat¬ 
ed to ensure that the RCMP security service operates 
within the law "just doesn’t do the job,” Michael 
Dare, director-general of the service, said Friday. 

Dare, testifying before a royal commission into 
RCMP wrongdoing headed by Mr. Justice David 
McDonald, said the committee w as just too busy w ith 
other duties. 

The creation of the oversight committee was an¬ 
nounced by the solicitor- 
general Francis Fox late 
in 1977. as disclosures of 
RCMP lawbreaking 
snowballed. 


McDonald said Fox, 
making the announce¬ 
ment before the Com¬ 
mons justice committee, 
left the impression that 
"dramatic steps were 
being taken to bring the 
RCMP security service 
under control.” 

In fact. McDonald 
added, the task of ensur¬ 
ing that the service 
operated within the law 
wasn’t included in its 
terms of reference — al-

though Fox told the Commons justice committee 
this would be one of its jobs. 

McDonald said a justice department lawyer as¬ 
signed to the committee had resigned after six 
months. But Dare later informed him the law¬ 
yer still attends meetingson an irregular basis — 
he attended four in the last year — and gets 
minutes of all the meetings. 

"I don’t think he was completely’ happy,” Dare 
said of the lawyer. "We tried to make him feel at 
home.” 

McDonald said he was concerned whether the 
committee could keep control of the RCMP se¬ 
curity service "or whether it is by its very nature 
groomed to accept whatever it’s told.”

PPWC snags acceptance 


of pact by Big 2 unions

A holdout by one of three 
unions remained Friday as a 
serious threat to peace in the 
forest industry. 

It also added to the bitter¬ 
ness of inter-union relations 
with an official of the Inter¬ 
national Woodworkers of 
America terming action by 
the Pulp, Paper and Wood¬ 
workers of Canada negotiat¬ 
ing committee a "miscar¬ 
riage of justice.” 

The PPWC, smallest of the 
three, will be recommending 
rejection of a proposed con¬ 


tract which is essentially the 
same as that approved dur¬ 
ing the day by negotiators 
for the 1WA and the Cana¬ 
dian Paperworkers Union. 

The move could create a 
nightmare for the industry, 
which rode good times into 
this year’s negotiations and 
put up more money than 
ever before to try to buy 
continued peace. 

If the 6.000 PPWC mem¬ 
bers strike, their action—un¬ 
less halted by government 
intervention—would under¬ 
mine any settlement by the 
other two unions and even¬ 
tually put 30,000 IWA mem¬ 


bers and some 7,500 CPU 
members out of work in the 
coast region. 

“If our mills went on 
strike, and that’s still a ques¬ 
tion mark, it would put all 
the others down,’’ said 
Angus MacPhee, national 
president of the PPWC. 

This would be achieved 
through picketing of IWA 
and CPU operations which 
belong to the same employ¬ 
ers. 

The PPWC represents em¬ 
ployees at nine B.C. sites, in¬ 
cluding Vancouver Island 
mills at Crofton, Harmac 
and Gold River. 


While the unions have al¬ 
ways respected each other’s 
picketlines, Bob Blanchard, 
first vice-president of the 
IWA’s Western Canada re¬ 
gion, says there could be* 
hostility this time because of 
developments in 1975. 

Blanchard said a log short¬ 
age at that time was about to 
close down IWA mills and 
would have m£ant unem¬ 
ployment insurance benefits 
for the affected employees. 
But the PPWC, he said, re¬ 
fused to postpone a strike 
deadline, picketed the IWA 
operations and left the IWA 
members without any UIC 


aid because they were off 
work owing to a labor dis¬ 
pute. 

"Our members haven’t 
forgotten that,” Blanchard 
told the Colonist. "I think 
before the PPWC sticks up 
picketlines again they’ll con¬ 
sider some of the hostility 
engendered last time.” 

The wage offer to the three 
unions was not the object of 
Friday’s rejection. The 
PPWC said it was willing to 
accept this and to reluctant¬ 
ly accept last-minute pen 
sion plan changes that bene¬ 
fit retired members, but 
could not agree to a contract 


that offered no cost-of-living 
allowance. Special local 
issues also remained unre¬ 
solved and barred the way to 
immediate agreement. Mac¬ 
Phee said. 


The basic wage offer to all 
three unions was the same— 
an increase of 90 cents an 
hour in the first year and 90 
cents or 9**j per cent in the 
second. whichever is 
larger.

British Columbia had all official ties 
with Her Majesty the Queen severed Jate 
this week. 

But royalists can relax — we should be 
returned to the womb of the Common¬ 
wealth as Her Majesty’s loyal subjects by 
Monday. 

The quiet severing of the ties with Buck¬ 
ingham Palace came to light Friday when 
two "money” bills failed to surface in the 
Legislature. A money bill, requiring the 
expenditure of public funds, must be "re¬ 
commended” to the Legislature by the 
crown, in this case Lieutenant-Governor 
Henry Bell-Irving. 

But Thursday, the day the bills were 
originally scheduled for presentation, Beil¬ 
in ing was out of the province, visiting in 
Washington. 

He was still out of the province Fri¬ 
day. 

The Constitution Act provides for the 
chief justice of the province to be named 
administrator when the Queen's repre¬ 
sentative is out of the province. He then 


carries the full powers invested in the 
lieutenant-governor and becomes the 
queen’s representative. 

But Thursday and Friday, Chief Justice 
Nathan Nemetz couldn’t be found. He, 
too, was out of the province, undesignated 
and unaware his signature was required. 

In the meantime, the two awaited 
money bills, whatever their expenditures 
await the queen’s recommendation, their 
contents known only to the cabinet and 
legislative draftsmen. 

Technically, Ottawa could appoint a 
temporary "administrator” until the offi¬ 
cial people can be found. But, as one 
high-placed public servant said: “Have you 
ever tried to find anyone in Ottawa on a 
Friday afternoon?” 

In the absence of the queen’s “pres¬ 
ence” other business rolled on as usual, 
with B.C. apparently undamaged by its 
short period of isolation. 

As of late Friday the sign on the door of 
the executive wing still read Premier, not 
President. And by Monday it will be too 
late to make the change — the queen’s 
representative should be back.

The queen tentatively is 
scheduled to be in Zambia 
for the meeting of the lead¬ 
ers of former British colon¬ 
ies from July 27 to Aug. 4, but 
the government of British 
Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher is still studying se¬ 
curity reports regarding the 
queen’s trip and has not de¬ 
cided what to advise. 

In Salisbury, spokemen 
for the new Zimbabwe Rho¬ 
desian government of Bish¬ 
op Abel Muzorewa said they 
had not been advised of the 
guerrillas’ decision to call a 
temporary ceasefire. 

British sources in London, 
meanwhile, said Muzorewa 
would be asked during his 
visit to the British capital 
next week to assure the Brit¬ 
ish government his troops 
would not raid Zambia dur¬ 
ing the conference.

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Socreds oust 
old chief 
at meeting 


DUNCAN — The Cowichan-Malahat Social Cred¬ 
it Constituency Association’s membership was suc¬ 
cessful in ousting its former president, Bob Kennedy, 
at the Socreds’ recent annual general meeting. 

The resignation of Kennedy and fellow executive 
member Bob Berry was called for at the meeting. 
Berry was not present, so continued on the execii* 
tive. 

The party’s defeat in the May 10 provincial 
election and Kennedy’s handling of the local cam¬ 
paign were reported to be the reasons given for the 
resignation. 

Kennedy still had a year to serve as president. 

The estimated 100 members present chose local 
physician Dr. Charles Ennals by acclamation to fill 
Kennedy’s post. 

Kennedy, manager of Swisscan Financial Ser¬ 
vices, Duncan, was a constituency president for four 
years and a Social Credit party member for 25 
years. 

Kennedy said he resigned because he did not 
wish to see the party split widen still further. 

He said: “I have received many phone calls 
following the meeting from members saying they 
wish to tear up their party cards. But 1 told them they 
should take time out and pause before doing anything 
drastic. 

“The main task we have here is to keep unity in 
the party,” he said. 

“I think Charlie (Ennals) has got political ambi¬ 
tions and the meeting was sandbagged so he could 
take control of the executive. He has caused a very 
serious split in the party,” Kennedy said. 

He said: 'Tf he wanted to get on the executive 
why didn’t he come and talk to us? He didn’t 
volunteer his services in the last election.” 

“However,” Kennedy said, “They’ve appointed 
a new executive now, and I would urge every mem¬ 
ber to get behind them.” 

“I’m sure that Ennals is working to get Richard 
Ewing elected and if Ewing receives the nomination, 

I would work for Ewing as hard as I worked to get 
Rex Hollett elected, and would again, if Hollett was 
the next candidate,” said Kennedy. 

Ennals was former Cowichan-Malahat Socred 
candidate here in 1969, when he came close to former 
NDP leader Bob Strachan and in 1975, when he lost to 
Barbara Wallace by 1,700 votes. 

Ennals told the Colonist , “It was a well attended 
annual general meeting with a high degree of inter¬ 
est and concern on the part of the general member¬ 
ship representing all points of view. 

“Most of the people attending were very un¬ 
happy that they had to take this type of action and 
call for Kennedy’s resignation. But they felt very 
strongly that they had to take such a direct ap¬ 
proach. 

“They asked me to take over the leadership for 
the immediate future, as I’m probably the most 
experienced Social Crediter in this constituency, 
having run twice before for local MLA and once in 
Oak Bay.

Gabriola Islanders striving 
to keep hard-won physician

GABRIOLA ISLAND — 
Two and a half years ago, 
residents of Gabriola were 
successful in bringing a full¬ 
time doctor to their island, 
butMiow there is a danger 
they will lose him. 

A delegation from Gabrio¬ 
la visited Victoria this week 
in an attempt to convince the 
provincial government that 
Dr. Damien Metten, Gabrio- 
la's lone physician, should 
receive financial assistance 
that would allow him to stay- 
on the island. 

They’ll know July 18 
whether their efforts were 
successful. 

George Westarp, presi¬ 
dent of the Gabriola Rate¬ 
payers, said that the island 
delegation was able to con¬ 
vince the ministry of health 
it should reconsider its pre¬ 
vious decision against pay¬ 
ing the salary of a doctor 
for the island. On July 18, a 
decision will be made wheth¬ 
er or not that assistance will 
be forthcoming for the re¬ 
mainder of the govern¬ 
ment’s fiscal year, to March 
31, 1980. 

Westarp said that Metten 
told the ratepayers in March 
that he would have to leave 
the island unless some way 
could be found to boost his in¬ 
come. 

Metten came to the island 
two and a half years ago 
after the ratepayers and the 
island’s ambulance associa¬ 
tion launched a search for a 
doctor. 

Previously, a retired 
physician who did not work 
full-time, was the only doc¬ 
tor available on the island. 

Westarp said that the min¬ 
istry of health believed the 
island could support a 
physician in private prac¬ 
tice. 

The ratepayers believed 
that in a year or two the 
practice might become self- 
supporting, Westarp said, 
but in the meantime, Metten 
was losing money. 

The ratepayers took a sur¬ 
vey which showed that 63 per 
cent of the islanders used the 
doctor regularly, while an p 
other 20 per cent called on 
him in emergencies. 

The ratepayers also 
studied Metten’s finances, in 
an effort to help the doctor 


cut down on some of the 
overhead expenses that were 
eating up the money he was 
making. 

Westarp said he believed 
the overhead had been cut 
down, but Metten was still 
not making a decent salary. 

He added that Metten liked 
the island, and would like to 
remain. 

Westarp said he did not 
believe Metten was interest¬ 
ed in making an enormous 
salary, but simply a com¬ 
fortable living. 

That comfortable salary 
could be guaranteed if the 
provincial government 
awarded the island a govern¬ 
ment practice, such as Alert 
Bay, where Metten has also 
practiced. 


The government, how¬ 
ever, was reluctant .to set 
what might be considered a 
precedent, Westarp said. 

He said the ministry of 
health was not eager to un¬ 
derwrite a practice that they 
belived was nearly viable, 
for fear the residents would 
continue to demand the sub¬ 
sidy even if the practice be- 
came a money-making 
proposition. 

Westarp said he believed 
that if the money could be 
forthcoming for about 18 
months, that would be long 
enough for the practice to 
become viable, and Gabriola 
would be guaranteed a doc¬ 
tor. 

Metten believed he could 


handle a 20 per cent increase 
in patients, Westarp said, 
and that would be enough to 
put the practice in the 
black. 

Some Gabriola islanders 
continue to travel the 20 
minutes by ferry to Nanaimo 
for medical services, where 
the large clinics can split 
among several doctors the 
overhead that Metten must 
shoulder on his own. 

Not only would the lack of 
a doctor on Gabriola mean a 
longer trip for emergency 
services—from just under 
an hour to up to 80 minutes— 
it would also mean that occa¬ 
sions could arise when emer¬ 
gency services would not be 
available. 


Weafarp said that last 
week there were three emer¬ 
gencies at one time on the 
island, and, had there not 
been a doctor on the island, 
the ambulance service 
would have been tied up with 
the first emergency while 
the other two cases waited. 

Metten had no relief help 
on the island, and was on call 
seven days a week, 24 hours 
a day, Westarp said. 

He said the ministry of 
health agreed the island 
needed a doctor but the dis¬ 
agreement was over wheth¬ 
er the practice was viable on 
its own. 

The island’s permanent 
population is about 1,500 in 
the winter and nearly double 
that in the summer. 


Cowihcan airport closer 


DUNCAN — Cowichan 
Valley’s new airport came 
closer to reality recently 
with the beginning of a feasi¬ 
bility study by consulting 
engineers T. M. Thomson 
and Associates of Victoria. 

The feasibilty study con¬ 
tract was signed last week 
by Cowichan Economic De¬ 
velopment Commission and 
the consulting engineers. 

Funding for the $16,500 
study has been provided 
jointly by the Duncan-Cowi- 
chan Chamber of Commerce 
and the provincial ministry 
of transport, communica¬ 
tions and highways. 

The chamber guaranteed 
a maximum of $6,500 for the 
study, while the ministry has 
contributed $10,000. The 
Thomson firm was chosen 
over 10 other competing 
companies. 

Cowichan Valley Regional 
District Chairman Leo Kuta 
said at the official signing of 
the contract that the study 
would provide an airport site 
which could eventually tie-in 
with a comprehensive trans¬ 
portation system for the val¬ 
ley. 

He said he was looking 
forward to completion of the 
study and, hopefully, the 
Cowichan estuary task force 
report would have been com¬ 
pleted and made public with¬ 
in the same time span.

Summer tour train proposal working up steam

Economic Development and Tourism Minister Don¬ 
ald Phillips has agreed to look into the possibilities of 
bringing a steam train to Vancouver Island for regu¬ 
lar summer runs. 

He made the promise in the Legislature in response 
to suggestions from Charles Barber (NDP—Victoria), 
but declined to go beyond saying “we’ll certainly take 
a look.” 

Barber had suggested that the provincial govern¬ 
ment get involved in re-location of the Esquimau and 
Nanaimo Railway terminal, at present located on Esqui¬ 
mau Road. 

He wants the existing railway line extended from the 
foot of Johnson Street four blocks along Wharf with a 
new terminal established at 5^harf and Fort. 

THE NEW TERMINA&fwould handle E&N traffic as 
well as his proposed “Royal Hudson type steam train” 
which would operate only in the tourist months. 

Victoria’s new convention centre is to be located on 
the waterfront in the same general area. 


Barber told the Legislature that by extending the 
railway track along Wharf, three objectives would be at¬ 
tained. 

“First of all it would solve the problem of where to 
put a terminus for the E&N,” he said. "The convention 
centre will have considerable parking . . . which may be 
augmented by additional facilities for those people who 
would use the E&N eventually as a commuter service 
from downtown Victoria to the Western Sector. 

“It would solve the problem of the E&N of how to find 
adequate parking at an appropriate site for its own 

service:” 

BARBER SAID THE railway terminal at Wharf and 
Fort opposite the proposed convention centre would also 
greatly enhance the convention facility. 

“A train pulling up at the front door at a siding on 
Wharf Street allowing tourists who come to the conven¬ 
tion centre, whose business is over on a Saturday after¬ 
noon and who have Sunday to kill, would be a very 
exciting draw. They walk literally out the front door and 


they get on the train at nine in the morning and they go up 
Island, coming back at seven that night,” he said. 

The third advantage would be in the creation of “a 
European sense of things, a focal point for the major 
activities in the transportation field in downtown Vic¬ 
toria.” 

Barber said he would also like to see consideration 
given to the suggestion that the roof of the convention 
centre be designed to accommodate a helicopter landing 
pad. 

UNDER THE BARBER proposal the steam train 
would eventually run as far as Courtenay and Port 
Alberni. He said he had been assured there would be no 
major problems on the track if a steam train was 
used. 

Barber also tried to get a commitment from Phillips 
on the future of the Princess Marguerite. But the minis¬ 
ter, relatively new in his tourism portfolio, said he 
wouldn’t make any commitments until he had held his 
first meeting with the board of directors responsible for 
the Marguerite operation. 


Barber said he had been informed that labor-man¬ 
agement problems were rife on the Marguerite but pro¬ 
vided no details because “I don’t want to discuss person¬ 
alities.” 

PHILLIPS SAID HE was aware of the problems. 
"Why don’t you give me some answers?” 

Claiming that the Marguerite was physically in 
“not such bad shape at all,” Barber said the vessel shoul- 
d only be taken off the Seattle-Victoria run “for the gra¬ 
vest reasons.” 

Phillips said he appreciated Barber’s comments and 
concerns, “but I’ve told you all I’m going to tell you about 
the Marguerite. I said I’m going to meet with the board. 
I have to analyze the problems. I want the best infor 
mation I can get. 

“But I’ve told you all I’m going to tell you because 
that’s all I know. I will walk ahead slowly, but steadily 
and the decisions made will be made on the best advice 
available. 

“Let me assure you, my friend, that the Princess 
Marguerite is in good hands.” 
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McClelland willing to lift case lid 


Health Minister Robert 
McClelland said Thursday 
he will support any recom¬ 
mendation to increase the 
number of open-heart sur¬ 
gery operations at the Royal 
Jubilee Hospital. 

He made the statement 
during a sharp debate in the 
Legislature as he answered 
questions on health care 
fired at him by Dennis Cock 
(NDP—New Westminster) 
and Charles Barber (NDP— 
Victoria). 

At present, the hospital 
performs six open-heart op¬ 
erations a week, a number 
which physicians say is toa 
few to meet the need. One 
physician said earlier this 
week that two patients died 
recently while awaiting 
heart surgery. 

McClelland said a request 
to increase the weekly num¬ 
ber of operations from six to 
nine is being studied by a 
special committee estab¬ 
lished to determine how 
many operations the Jubilee

should handle. The commit¬ 
tee is expected to approve 
the recommendation, “and it 
if does, if that is what it says, 

I am prepared to implement 
that recommendation,” 
McClelland said. 

Royal Jubilee’s acting ex¬ 
ecutive director, John Clark, 
confirmed Thursday that the 
hospital’s application to in¬ 
crease the number of opera¬ 
tions is before a provincial 
open-heart surgery advisory 
committee. 

He attached no price tag to 
the submission, but said it 
would mean an expansion of 
the hospital’s intensive care 
ward, and an increase in the 
number of staff to handle the 
additional workload. 

McClelland said all of the 
problems associated with 
open-heart surgery were not 
financial. “There is a rivalry 
among doctors as to who 
should use the operating the¬ 


atre and that is no small part 
of the problem.” 

It was because of these 
differences of opinion on 
operating priorities that the 
special committee was se¬ 
lected, McClelland said. 

“It is a procedure to which 
Dr. (Richard) Brownlee 
(chief of cardiovascular and 
thoracic surgery at Royal 
Jubilee) lends his support, or 
did as recently as two weeks 
ago in my office,” McClel¬ 
land said. "On open-heart 
surgery we leave the deci¬ 
sions strictly to an expert 
committee. It recommends 
how many cases should be 
handled, not me.” 

Barber mentioned the case 
of a constituent who had 
been waiting for open-heart 
surgery for some time and is 
still in the Jubilee waiting 
his turn in the operating the¬ 
atre: 

“His care is the responsi¬ 


bility of his physician.” 
McClelland said. “I don’t 
think I should interfere. I 
don’t think anyone should in¬ 
terfere in that doctor-patient 
relationship.” 

Barber also criticized 
McClelland for calling the 
Victoria General Hospital 
board “irresponsible” in its 
decision to go into deficit 
financing to "maintain health 
care standards. 

“I never said anyone was 
irresponsible,” McClelland 
said. ”1 said that people 
spending public funds who 
spend money they do not 
have, I said that was irre¬ 
sponsible.” 

Cocke wanted to know

Barquentine of century 
has her career charted

Her lines, although cobbled out of raw steel plate, 
have the simple elegance of an earlier age. 

When Belle Blonde is launched about a month from now, 
she’ll be the first barquentine built in Victoria this century, 
her maker Claude Lacerte says. 

Lacerte, who says he’s more of a seaman than a 
boatbuilder, dug up plans of similar wooden boats 80 to 
100 years old, and “transcribed” them into a steel¬ 
hulled vessel. 

OWNER-SKIPPER of the Marabelle for eight years 
until he sold the charter yacht more than a year ago, 
Lacerte said he found he “just had to be doing some¬ 
thing with boats and the water” and the Belle Blonde 
was his response. 

The 118-foot vessel is initially aimed at the adult 
charter trade—at passengers who pay $40 to $50 a day for a 
sea cruise in which they Help out as crew and learn the 
nautical arts. Later he hopes to train young people, in the 
style of the Robertson II. 

THERE’S ABOUT ANOTHER month's work on Belle 
Blonde at a site below the Capital Iron parking lot before the 
ship will be ready for launching—and several more months 
work once she’s in the water. 

However, Lacerte, a former naval lieutenant based 
in Victoria and Halifax, expects to sail the “Hawaii 
Triangle” this winter if all goes well. 

“We’ll go down to Acapulco, across to Hawaii and up 
to Alaska, following the trade winds,” he said.

or quit, says Bunn 


Royal Jubilee Hospital Board chair¬ 
man Terry Prentice should resign if he 
is not willing to open board meetings to 
the public, Oak Bay alderman Peter 
Bunn said Thursday. 

Bunn, Oak Bay council’s representa¬ 
tive on the board for the last six 
months, says he found the hospital’s 
administration “in an absolute sham¬ 
bles” when he got on the board. 

“In general, the whole administra¬ 
tive structure has collapsed,” with the 
executive director resigning for rea¬ 
sons of ill health, the director of finan¬ 
cial services unable to cope with the 
hospital’s daunting computer prob¬ 
lems, and the appointment of someone 
“three or four places down the totem 
pole” (director of diagnostic and spe¬ 
cial services John Clark) to take over 
while the hospital searches for an¬ 
other executive director, Bunn said. 

“People should know what is going 
on. I find it very bothersome that there 
are some important decisions to be 
made on health care, and that this 
should be done in glorious isolation 
from the public at large.” 

Although he credits Prentice with 
intelligence and diligence, Bunn said 
the Jubilee board’s procedures are 
“incredibly sloppy.” 

“Things are discussed, die, wander 
away, all without the proper proce¬ 
dures being followed. It leads to diffi¬ 
culties.” 

“If hospital board meetings had 
been reported as effectively as other 
meetings, such as council meetings or 
school board meetings, the sort of 
things that have gone on at the Jubilee 
would at least in part not have hap¬ 
pened,” Bunn said. 

“A politician is only as good as the 
prodding of the public and the press 


make him. Public pressure would 
have made a difference.” 

It may be more comfortable to make 
decisions in a closed room, but it’s 
wrong. If Prentice is not prepared to 
open up meetings of the board, I think 
he should resign. This is a vital 
issue.” 

“The idea that a $50 million health 
operation can be conducted in secret, 
other than when the chairman chooses 
to do a two-minute TV blab or some¬ 
thing. I don’t think that’s good 
enough.” 

Dr. Scott Wallace, former Oak Bay 
MLA, agrees that the closed meetings 
show a “lack of public accountabili¬ 
ty,” and says opening the board meet¬ 
ings to the public would probably bene¬ 
fit the board more than they would 
the public. 

The board would benefit by being 
able to tell the public what its prob¬ 
lems are.” 

“The kind of public money needed to 
finance a hospital demands wide open 
access to information,” he added in 
an interview. 

Bunn has on the agenda for the next 
hospital board meeting a notice of 
motion to open the meetings to the 
public, but if tradition is any indica¬ 
tion, its fate is precarious. In fact, 
Bunn has doubts about whether he can 
find someone to second the motion. 

The last person to make the attempt 
was the former city of Victoria repre¬ 
sentative on the board, Peter Dorazio, 
who tried two years ago. His motion to 
open board meetings was defeated by 
a margin of 11-1. 

Board meetings at Victoria General 
Hospital are open to the public and 
press. 


Kite sailors cross strait 

APART FROM LINE SNAPPING, TRIP WENT WELL 


It’s not everyone’s idea 
of a what to do on a moon¬ 
lit night, but three Vic¬ 
toria men were happy 
enough when they suc¬ 
cessfully conquered Juan 
de Fuca Strait by kite tow 
Thursday. 

The three, Barry Hiebert, 
Shannon MacLeod and Ber¬ 
nard Stewart left Crescent 
Bay, Wash., about 23 kilo¬ 
metres west of Port An¬ 
geles, at about 4:20 p.m. 
Their vessel was a 12-foot 
Zodiac craft powered by 
eight Flexi-foils, profession¬ 
al stunt kites, which pulled 
the craft over the water. 

Stewart said late Thurs¬ 
day that the trip went well 
for the first 1^ hours, but 
then one of the two lines 
holding all the kites snapped, 
calling a halt to the trip. 
They stayed in the water 
near Race Rocks and dried 
the kites out before getting 
them up in the air and mov¬ 
ing on again. 

Shortly after that, the 
wind died down, slowing the 
travellers considerably. The 
wind also shifted, making a 
planned voyage into the 
Inner Harbor impossible. 
Finally, after 11 p.m., they 


arrived at the Dallas Road 
waterfront. 

Stewart said that under 
ideal conditions, the craft 
could have made the 39-kilo- 
metre voyage in about three 
hours. Even so, he noted, the 
trip was a world’s record for 
a voyage of this type. 

Three persons were re¬ 
quired for the trip because of 
the tremendous pull exerted 
by the kites, shaped like air¬ 


foils and connected at either 
end with a line. By changing 
the position of the ends of the 
foil relative to the wind, the 
kites can be controlled to do 
a wide variety of aerial 
stunts. 

The main beneficiary of 
the stunt was the United 
Way, which raised between 
$500 and $1,000 through 
pledges raised for the voy¬ 
age, believed to be a world’s 


record for a boat towed by 
kites. 

Hiebert said after making 
the trip that this stunt was 
only the first of several that 
the group had in mind. 
Among the others are the 
highest flight by a kite—the 
current record is some 35,000 
feet—and the longest indoor 
flight by a kite, both of which 
Hiebert said would be tried 
in Victoria some time in the 
future.

The same offer of in¬ 
creases of 7.25 per cent in 
each year of a two-year 
agreement were accepted 
earlier by three CUPE locals 
bargaining independently of 
the JNC.

Aid. William Tindall re¬ 
fused to second a motion that 
would have resulted in the 
posting of a fire commission¬ 
er’s order to upgrade the 
premises. 



Aid. Larry Ryan could nei¬ 
ther propose nor second a 
motion because he's chair¬ 
man of the committee. 

And the only one pushing 
bravely forth in favor of 
bringing the club to heel was 
Aid. Robin Blencoe, but 
since nobody else could or 
would support him, his mo¬ 
tion died on the floor. 

The matter was taken be¬ 
fore the committee by Vic¬ 
toria fire chief Eric Sim¬ 
mons who submitted a list of 
nine buildings which had 
fallen short of existing regu¬ 
lations at previous inspec¬ 
tions. 

Simmons' report was to 
inform the committee which 
building owners had fol¬ 


lowed previous improve¬ 
ment orders. 

The fire chief, the aider- 
men were told, was prepar¬ 
ing to take the owners of the 
Leland Apartments at 2512 
Douglas to court because “to 
date, the owner and, or his 
agent have shown no intent 
to undertake corrective 
measures.” 

The owners were ordered 
last year to install floor fire 
separations, emergency 
lighting, new fire alarms and 
detection systems, as well as 
improve exits. 

The committee raised no 
objections to the proposed 
prosecution. 

Other buildings, according 
to the report, were being 


upgraded right now, but not 
in the case of the Union 
Club. 

The club was served a fire 
chief's notice June 22, 1978. 
Under the terms of a city 
bylaw, the club was told to 
bring the fire and safety re¬ 
quirements of the premises 


up to the standards of the 
1977 Building Code. 

On Sept. 20, 1978, the club 
filed a letter of intent, agree¬ 
ing to the proposed improve¬ 
ments. 

“To date, there has been 
no corrective action,” the 
fire chief’s report stated, 


and Simmon’s recommenda¬ 
tion was to issue a fire com¬ 
missioner’s notice. 

Such notice is issued under 
the provincial Fire Commis¬ 
sioner’s Act and non-compli¬ 
ance may result in legal ac¬ 
tion.

Skylab: Closing in on date with splashdown —or crashdown 


The dying 77.5-ton Skylab space 
station will pass over Canada in a 
path starting in the vicinity of 
Victoria and crossing to Winnipeg 
and St. John’s, Nfld., during its 
final days in orbit next week, 
maps distributed Friday by the 
U S. National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration indicate. 

.jin addition, the maps indicate 
southern Vancouver Island is in 
the path of a bonus orbit, not 
shared by the rest of Canada, 
carrying Skylab from the Pacific 
and across the U.S. mainland. 


The 25-by-lO-centimetre maps, 
on which Canada is about five 
centimetres wide, show approxi¬ 
mately the parts of the globe to be 
passed over by Skylab orbits dur¬ 
ing Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Thursday, said Richard Smith, 
NASA technical spokesman for 
Skylab. at a briefing in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. 

However, in light of the small 
size of the maps, determining 
proximity with any degree of accu¬ 
racy is virtually impossible. NASA 


officials hope to have better maps 
as the end draws near. 

On Wednesday, Skylab’s pos¬ 
sible paths over Canada, all mov¬ 
ing from west to east, are: 

• Southern Vancouver Island to 
southern Saskatchewan; 

• Southeastern B.C. to Winni¬ 
peg, then through northwestern 

Ontario to the St. Lawrence River 
somewhere near the Ontario-Que- 
bec border; 

• Thunder Bay, Ont., to the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence and southern 
Newfoundland: 


• Sault Ste. Marie, Ont., to the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence and northern 
Newfoundland; 

• The eastern coast of Nova 
Scotia to St. John’s area of New¬ 
foundland.

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Watchdogs

RCMP 


OTTAWA (CP) — An oversight committee creat¬ 
ed to ensure that the RCMP security service operates 
within the law “just doesn’t do the job.’’ Michael 
Dare, director-general of the service, said Friday. 

Dare, testifying before a royal commission into 
RCMP wrongdoing headed by Mr. Justice David 
McDonald, said the committee was just too busy with 
other duties. 

The creation of the oversight committee was an¬ 
nounced by the solicitor- 
general Francis Fox late 
in 1977. as disclosures of 
RCMP lawbreaking 
snowballed. 

McDonald said Fox, 
making the announce¬ 
ment before the Com¬ 
mons justice committee, 
left the impression that 
“dramatic steps were 
being taken to bring the 
RCMP security service 
under control.” 

In fact, McDonald 
added, the task of ensur- 
ing that the service 
operated within the law 
wasn't included in its 
terms of reference — al¬ 
though Fox told the Commons justice committee 
this would be one of its jobs. 

McDonald said a justice department lawyer as¬ 
signed to the committee had resigned after six 
months. But Dare later informed him the law- 
. yer still attends meetings on an irregular basis — 
he attended four in the last year — and gets 
minutes of all the meetings. 

i don’t think he was completely happy,” Dare 
said of the lawyer. “We tried to make him feel at 
home.” 

McDonald said he was concerned whether the 
committee could keep control of the RCMP se¬ 
curity service “or whether it is by its very nature 
groomed to accept whatever it’s told.”

PPWC snags acceptance 
of pact by Big 2 unions

A holdout by one of three 
unions remained Friday as a 
serious threat to peace in the 
forest industry. 

It also added to the bitter¬ 
ness of inter-union relations 
with an official of the Inter¬ 
national Woodworkers of 
America terming action by 
the Pulp, Paper and Wood¬ 
workers of Canada negotiat¬ 
ing committee a “miscar¬ 
riage of justice.” , 

The PPWC, smallest of the 
three, w ill be recommending 
rejection of a proposed con 


tract which is essentially the 
same as that approved dur¬ 
ing the day by negotiators 
for the IWA and the Cana 
dian Paperworkers Union. 

The move could create a 
nightmare for the industry, 
which rode good times into 
this year’s negotiations and 
put up more money than 
ever before to try to buy 
continued peace. 

If the 6,000 PPWC mem¬ 
bers strike, their action—un¬ 
less halted by government 
intervention—would under 
mine any settlement by the 
other two unions and even¬ 
tually put 30,000 IWA mem¬ 


bers- and some 7.500 CPU 
members out of work in the 
coast region. 

“If our mills went on 
strike, and that’s still a ques¬ 
tion mark, it would put all 
the others down,” said 
Angus MacPhee, national 
president of the PPWC. 

This would be achieved 
through picketing of IWA 
and CPU operations which 
belong to the same employ¬ 
ers. 

The PPWC represents em¬ 
ployees at nine B.C. sites, in¬ 
cluding Vancouver Island 
mills at Crofton. Harmac 
and Gold River. 


While the unions have al¬ 
ways respected each other's 
picketlines. Bob Blanchard, 
first vice-president of the 
IWA's Western Canada re¬ 
gion. says there could be 
hostility this time because of 
developments in 1975. 

Blanchard said a log short¬ 
age at that time w as about to 
close down IWA mills and 
would have meant unem¬ 
ployment insurance benefits 
for the affected employees. 
But the PPWC. he said, re¬ 
fused to postpone a strike 
deadline, picketed the IWA 
operations and left the IWA 
members without any UIC 


aid because they were off 
work owing to a labor dis¬ 
pute. 

“Our members haven't 
forgotten that.” Blanchard 
told the Colonist. “I think 
before the PPWC sticks up 
picketlines again they'll con¬ 
sider some of the hostility 
engendered last time.” 

The w age offer to the three 
unions was not the object of 
Friday’s rejection. The 
PPWC said it was willing to 
accept this and to reluctant¬ 
ly accept last-minute pen¬ 
sion plan changes that bene¬ 
fit retired members, but 
could not agree to a contract 




that offered no cost-of-living 
allowance. Special local 
issues also remained unre- ’ 
solved and barred the way to j 
immediate agreement. Mac¬ 
Phee said. 

The basic wage offer to all 
fhree unions was the same— ; 
an increase of 90 cents an J 
hour in the first year and 90 
cents or 9Vi* per cent in the 
second. whichever is j 
larger.

Thread to throne cut

British Columbia had all official ties 
with Her Majesty the Queen severed late 
this week. 

But royalists can relax — we should be 
returned to the womb of the Common¬ 
wealth as Her Majesty’s loyal subjects by 
Monday. 

The quiet severing of the ties with Buck¬ 
ingham Palace came to light Friday when 
two “money” bills failed to surface in the 
Legislature. A money bill, requiring the 
expenditure of public funds, must be “re¬ 
commended” to the Legislature by the 
crown, in this case Lieutenant-Governor 
Henry Bell-Irving. 

Rut Thursday, the day the bills were 
originally scheduled for presentation, Bell- 
Irving was out of Die province, visiting in 
Washington. 

He was still out of the province Fri¬ 
day. 

The Constitution Act provides for the 
chief justice of the province to be named 
administrator when the Queen’s repre¬ 
sentative is out of the province. He then 


carries the full powers invested in the 
lieutenant-governor and becomes the 
queen's representative. 

But Thursday and Friday, Chief Justice 
Nathan Nemetz couldn’t be found. He. 
too, was out of the province, undesignated 
and unaware his signature was required. 

In the meantime, the two awaited 
money bills, whatever their expenditures 
await the queen’s recommendation, their 
contents known only to the cabinet and 
legislative draftsmen. 

Technically, Ottawa could appoint a 
temporary “administrator” until the offi¬ 
cial people can be found. But. as one 
high-placed public servant said: “Have you 
ever tried to find anyone in Ottawa on a 
Friday afternoon?” 

In the absence of the queen’s “pres¬ 
ence” other business rolled on as usual, 
with B.C. apparently undamaged by its 
short period of isolation. 

As of late Friday the sign on the door of 
the executive wing still read Premier, not 
President. And by Monday it will be too 
late to make the change — the queen’s 
representative should be back.

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Proposal for tourist train builds up steam

Economic Development 
and Tourism Minister Don¬ 
ald Phillips has agreed to 
look into the possibilities of 
bringing a steam train to 
Vancouver Island for regu¬ 
lar summer runs. 

He made the promise in 
the Legislature in response 
to suggestions from Charles 
Barber (NDP—Victoria), 
but declined to go beyond 
saying ‘we’ll certainly take 
a look.” 

Barber had suggested that 
the provincial government 
get involved in re location of 
the Esquimau and Nanaimo 
Railway terminal, at present 
located on Esquimau Road. 

He wants the existing rail¬ 
way line extended from the 
foot of Johnson Street four 
blocks along Wharf with a 
new terminal established at 
Wharf and Fort, v

Victoria’s new convention 
centre is to be located on the

the Western Sector. 

“It would solve the prob¬ 
lem of the E&N of how to find.

propriate site for its own 
service.” 

Barber said the railway 


terminal at Wharf and Fort 
opposite the proposed con¬ 
vention centre would also 
greatly enhance the conven¬ 
tion facility. 

“A train pulling up at the 
front door at a siding on 
Wharf Street allowing tour¬ 
ists who come to the conven¬ 
tion centre, whose business 
is over on a Saturday after¬ 
noon and who have Sunday to 
kill, would be a very exciting 
draw. They walk literally out 
the front door and they get on 
the train at 9 in the morn¬ 
ing and they go up Island, 
coming back at 7 that night,” 
he said. 

The third advantage would 
be in the creation of “a Euro¬ 
pean sense of things, a focal 
point for the major activities 
in the transportation field in 
downtown Victoria.” 

Barber said he would also 
like to see consideration 
given to the suggestion that 
the roof of the convention 


centre be designed to ac¬ 
commodate a helicopter 
landing pad. 

Under the Barber proposal 
the steam train would even¬ 
tually run as far as Courten¬ 
ay and Port Alberni. He said 
he had been assured there 
would be no major problems 
on the track if a steam train 
was used. 

Barber also tried to get a 
commitment from Phillips 
on the future of the Princess 
Marguerite. But the minis¬ 
ter, relatively new in his 
tourism portfolio, said he 
wouldn’t make any commit¬ 
ments until he had held his 
first meeting with the board 
of directors responsible for 
the Marguerite operation. 

Barber said he had been 
informed that labor-man¬ 
agement problems were rife 
on the Marguerite but pro¬ 
vided no details because “I 
don’t want to discuss person¬ 
alities.”

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U.S. gas crisis 
primes city’s 
flow of tourists 


Victoria seems to be benefitting 
slightly from the U.S. gasoline crisis, 
according to Visitor Information 
Centre president Ed Higgin. 

Although the number of American 
visitors has remained fairly static 
compared with last year, there has 
been an increase in the number of 
tourists from Canadian points. 

“The total number of tourists is up 
about 12 per cent,” according to Hig¬ 
gin. 

Most U.S. visitors come in the Prin¬ 
cess Marguerite and recent reports 
show she is carrying 30 per cent more 
passengers this summer than last. 

Traffic on B.C. Ferries is up about 
15 per cent over last year, although 
traffic from across the U.S. border on 
the mainland is down as much as 50 
per cent at some points. 

Victoria is in a favored position, and 
in sharp contrast to the tourism out¬ 
look across the rest of the country, 
according to figures for May released 
Friday by Statistics Canada. 

The number of U.S. residents visit¬ 
ing this country in May decreased 6.3 
per cent from the same period last 
year and Canadians continued a trend 
toward fewer trips abroad, Statistics 
Canada said. 

The decrease in the visitors from 
the U.S. comes at a time when tourism 1 
officials are concerned that the U.S. 
gasoline shortage might keep Ameri¬ 


cans at home duriing the important 
summer tourism season. 

Reports from tourist operators in 
June indicated that the flow of tourists 
from south of the border was not 
picking up. \ 

Preliminary travel figures for May 
issued by Statistics Canada showed 
that 2.5 million U.S. residents entered 
Canada in May while 2.9* million Cana¬ 
dians went south— dowm 6.6 per cent 
from last May. ^ 

So far this year 8.4 million U.S. 
residents have visited Canada, down 
one per cent from 1978. 

The five-month period satv 12.9 mil¬ 
lion Canadians travel to the U.S., an 
over-all decrease of six per cent. 

Canada has an annual deficit in 
tourist spending of $1.7 biflion and 
about $900 million of that deficit is 
with the U.S. \ 

The summer months—the only time 
of the year when U.S. visitors usually 
spend more in Canada than Canadians 
spend in the U.S.—are an important 
time for reducing the deficit that 
builds up when Canadians head squth 
for winter vacations. 

The federal agency statistics for 
May showed the number of Canadians 
visiting countries other than the U.S. 
dropped 3.7 per cent from last May tk) 
117,000. • V 

The trend toward fewer trips abroad, 
began in 1978 and was accompanied by

House prices in Victoria 
jumped an average of more 
than eight per cent in the 
eight months ended May 31, 
according to a survey by a 
national trust company. 

The survey by Royal Trust 
was designed to compare 
houses in major cities across 
Canada to give companies 
transferring employees an 
idea of prices for compar¬ 
able accommodation in vari¬ 
ous major cities. 

Two^ types of house were 
singled out by the company 
in its survey: A typical 
three-bedroom bungalow, 
five to eight years old; and 
an “executive” house—a 
two-storey four-bedroom 
brick house, 2% baths, fire¬ 
place and two-car garage. 

In Victoria, the executive 
home jumped 8.4 per cent 
from $94,350 to $103,000 over 
the eight-month period, 
while the standard family 
home rose in price from $63,- 
000 to $69,000. 

Across Canada, the range 
for the executive house was 
from $179,000 in Calgary to 
about $70,000 for the same 


house in smaller centres in 
Quebec. In Vancouver’s 
Richmond area a similar 
house cost $115,000. 

The smaller house could 
be obtained for $52,000 in 


Sudbury in May (no doubt 
owing to the lengthy Inco 
strike there) to $107,500 in 
Vancouver’s Kerrisdale sub¬ 
urb and a national high of 
$93,000 in Calgary. 


Mayor asks cost 
of hiring RCMP 

Central Saanich Mayor Jean Butler said Friday 
she will contact the RCMP for a breakdown on what it 
would cost the municipality to hire the force. 

She said this did not mean she was advocating 
hiring the RCMP or disbanding the 10-member muni¬ 
cipal police force. 

“There’s nothing to panic about. We just have to 
look into rising costs,” she said. 

Central Saanich at present has its own police 
department but police costs are rising, she said. 

Sutler said she was recently instructed by police 
board members “to research all aspects of policing 
costs.” . • 

Butler said the police budget accounts for about 
15 per cent of the municipal budget this year.

Sooke restores pioneer cottage 


The fruits of two years of hard 
work by Sooke Region Historical So¬ 
ciety members will be realized Sun¬ 
day with the official opening of 
Mo§> Cottage, a restored pioneer 
structure Which has been rebuilt on 
grounds occupied by the Sooke Re¬ 
gion Museum. 

Ceremonies will be held at 2 p.m. 
Sunday at the cottage site, 2070 Phil¬ 
lips Road (the first road to the right 
after crossing the Sooke River 
Bridge heading west on Sooke 


Road). 

Moss Cottage, originally built in 
1870 at a site two miles west of the 
museum, was made from lumber 
cut at the Muir sawmill at Sooke. 
The sawmill was among the first 
successful steam sawmills in B.C. 

First occupant of the cottage was 
James Welsh, who was related to 
the Muir family. 

Moss was the maiden name of 
Welsh’s wife. 

The four-room building fell into 


disrepair in 1973 after the last fam¬ 
ily moved out and in 1977 the His¬ 
torical Society acquired it. 

With a Canada Works grant, the 
building was dismantled piece by 
piece, transported and then recon¬ 
structed on a new foundation about 
30 feet from the Sooke Region Mu¬ 
seum's log building. 

Two rooms, a parlor and bedroom 
furnished with pre-1900 memora 
bilia donaK‘d by area residents, w ill 
be open to the public. 


Displays include old farm ma¬ 
chinery, models of early fish traps, 
and collections of vintage photo¬ 
graphs. 

Ernest Welsh, grandson of the 
original occupant James Welsh, will 
cut the ribbon at the opening. 

For the public in attendance, free 
strawberry shortcake will be pro¬ 
vided, and a salmon barbecue cost 
ing $3 will start at I p.m. Proceeds 
from the barbecue will help to 
maintain and operate the museum.

Correct Answers to Last Week’s Puzzle 
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CLUES DOWN 

1. RUGGED not ragged. As suggested, a team should 
not be too RUGGED or tough in its play. It invites 
criticism merely by being ragged in its play, which 
is a fault in itself. 

2. CLOCKS not cloaks. There is some point in distin¬ 
guishing “old-fashioned CLOCKS,” as distinct from 
modem ones, but cloaks are old-fashioned any' 
way. 

3. TONE not tune. One player’s different version of a 
tune is a matter of choice of rendition, rather than 
arising from his mode of “handling the instrument” 
as such. TONE is more apt in this respect. 

4. PAUSING not passing. “PAUSING on” the bridge, 
or, rather, passing over it. 

5. RELENT net repent. The clue suits RELENT bet¬ 
ter, since this is a question for a direct attitude to 
another person or persons (which, hence, may or 
may not be viewed as a “sign of weakness.” “Re¬ 
pent” is less suitable in this way. 

10. MOAN not loan. A MOAN of distress or complaint is 
directly apt. On the other hand, a loan is supposed to 
be a help; it is the burden of repayment that can 
possibly be depressing — and not merely by just that 
little “bit,” if it is a great burden. 

12. SAILING not smiling. An interesting or worthwhile 
press photo would be one of a politician doing 
something (e.g., SAILING). Smiling is such a stan¬ 
dard procedure that it hardly counts in this way. 

13. MOTHER not bother. They don’t mind being 
MOTHERED, but every body minds being bothered. 
(It is, rather, that being “easy-going,” the boys 
won’t be bothered if their sisters ask them to do 
things, etc.) 


CLUES ACROSS 

6. RACES not racer. The racer would principally be 
worth watching in real action, which would mean a 
race or RACES anyway. 

7. GLOWING not growing. Growing praise could mean 
the mere first stirrings of appreciation, which would 
hardly be a really “big” change. 

8. SLED not shed. “Terrain” links up better with the 
case of SLED. For shed, climate would be nearer 
the mark. 

11 NETS not nuts. Aptly, NETS may carry a distinct 
burden. However, the strain is largely on the bolts, 
not specifically on the nuts. 

14. GOT not not. “GOT” is the more useful word to put 
in. On the end of the clue, “and what he’s not” is a 
needless elaboration. 

15. LINK not line. LINK is more immediately apt, since 
it is the writer’s intention to link the words. A 
hyphen isn’t much of a line, anyway. 

19. CHANGE not chance. It is natural to relate the clue 
to a distinct event; however, a vaguely prospective 
chance of management may well be theoretically 
present all the time. Alternatively, the clerk would 
be more excited about a direct chance than the 
clue’s wording (merely “tell” his wife) suggests. 

21. LOTION not potion. Though possibly medicinal, a 
“potion” is merely a drink as taken; it is hardly a 
standard term for a medicine as prescribed. 

22. DRAPES not grapes. The clue tends to take it for 
granted that DRAPES/grapes are hanging (that 
they “may look all the nicer” doing so at some times 
than at others); this favors DRAPES more positive¬ 
ly than grapes. 


Winding path for Dennis

When Dennis Romer (Dr. 
Douglas Campbell in As the 
World Turns) was 17 and

One of his stage as¬ 
signments was a production 
of Shenandoah with John 
Raitt in the lead (Raitt was 
the original Billy Bigelow in 
Broadway’s Carousel). 

Simple happenstance won 
Romer a role in the now 
defunct soap For Richer, for 
Poorer. 

“I was in an elevator,” 
said Dennis, “to see about a 
TV commercial when a cast¬ 
ing agent saw me and said I 
was perfect for a part in For 
Richer, for Poorer. I didn’t 
even have to audition.” 

When For Richer, for 
Poorer bit the dust, Dennis 
was invited to create the role 
of Dr. Douglas Campbell in 
As the World Turns. 

Now Dennis is involved 
with an important storyline 
on the soap and is actively 
looking for a good part in a 
Broadway or off-Broadway 
play. 

Recently on a local Boston 
talk show Dennis and his 
dad, Les, appeared together, 
and when Les was asked if he 
watched the soap, he candid¬ 
ly replied, “Only when 
Dennis is on.” 

That’s family loyalty for 
you.

Goulet's praying pays off

LAS VEGAS — Robert 
Goilet’s life seemed to be 
anything but “Camelot.” 

His marriage to Carol 
Lawrence was more off 
again than on again. His ca¬ 
reer was headed downhill 
and his life seemed to be 
pretty much a mess.

GOULET: Yes, but I don’t 
have a specific time. When 
I’m in need, when I need His 
help, I get on my knees and I 
pray to Christ. And to the 
Lord God. And I believe in 
the help that I get from 
them. When I want it, they 
come with the help. It’s a 
blessed feeling. 

MAURICE: What do you 
pray for? 

GOULET: I never pray for 
power, fame or money. I 
pray for help so I can help 
other people. And I pray to 
help myself because by help¬ 
ing yourself, you help other 
people. 

God is all-powerful and we 


derive our strength from 
him. 

MAURICE: How long did 
it take for you to be reborn 
again? 

GOULET: It happened 
over my lifetime. Slowly, 
slowly coming to me. 

It took a long time for me 
to accept what I was and 
what I needed. And when I 
finally acquiesced and said, 
"Please help me,” the Lord 
God said, “OK. You got it.” 
And I got it. 

MAURICE: Do you have to 
ask first? 

GOULET: Oh sure. You’ve 
got to ask. I got down on my 
knees and asked. 

MAURICE: Were you reli¬ 
gious as a youngster? 

GOULET: Yes I was, but I 
drifted away. You’re pushed 
into it as a youngster. 

You've got to be taught to 
love and hate. You’ve got to 
be taught when you’re a kid, 
and then when something 
doesn’t go your way you say, 
“To hell with it” and you 
move on your own. 

And then you decide, 
maybe I was wrong. And you 
ask, "Was I wrong? Can you 


help me? ” And when He says 
yes and it’s not for power, 
glory or fame, or for money, 
it's a glorious experience. 

I asked for something 
small and insignificant. It 
was something delicate that 
I needed at that time. And I 
got it. 

So I knew that He exist¬ 
ed. 

MAURICE: Is your wife, 
Carol Lawrence, really re¬ 
sponsible for showing you 
the way to being reborn? 

GOULET: Well, that's a 
strange question ’cause I 
think she might have been 
somewhat responsible. I 
didn't look to her as a guide 
and yet, perhaps you’re 
right. Pehaps her being 
there talking could have 
been what helped me see 
the light. 

MAURICE: Goulet used to 
preach the evils of smoking. 
Now will you preach to the 
audience about being re¬ 
born? 

GOULET: No, no. Definu 
tely not! I believe in it and if 
someone wants to go along 
with me and believe with me. 


fine. Glory be. But I'm not 
going to proselytize. 

MAURICE: How does Ro¬ 
bert Goulet know there is a 
God? 

GOULET: Why is there not 
a God, when you come right 
down to it? Who created the 
Earth? Who created the ani¬ 
mals, the sea. the uni¬ 
verse? 

Did you do it? No! I didn't 
do it. 

Some cat up there had to 
be in charge. And I believe 
there is a Lord in charge of 
all of that and he created 

us. 

MAURICE: Have you ever 
doubted that there was a 
God? 

GOULET: Yes, at one time 
1 did, yes. I didn’t believe. 
Now I do believe because I 
asked him for some help 
once and he gave it. Four 
times I got it. I’ve believed in 
him ever since then. 

MAURICE: Had you 
prayed and not received, 
would you still believe? 

GOULET: Probably not. 
He had to convince me that 
he existed. And he did. He 
did answer my prayers. And 
because of that I'm a believ¬ 
er. 

MAURICE: Are you going 
to heaven? 

GOULET: I hope so. I have 
doubts. I may be a bad per¬ 
son and the Lord may say, 
“You’re not going to 
heaven." 

In the far corner of 
heaven, there is a fence. I 
want to be in the far corner 
of that fence and just once in 
a while see the Lord and say, 
“Hey, how are you. I’m here. 
Let me stay there and give 
me a glass of w ine once in a 
while.” 

MAURICE: One final 
question for you. What do 
you see God as — male or 
female? 

GOULET: I see God as 
light — a mass of glorious 
light — all different colors 
and shining and glariing in 
front of you, saying, “I love 
you."

Mrs. Minto of Woodstock 
asks why American stone¬ 
ware jugs and crocks were 
so much piore elaborately 
decorated than their Cana¬ 
dian counterparts. 

It is a matter of timing. 
The American stoneware in¬ 
dustry got started around 
the time when European 
manufacturers were turning 
to other types of food storage 
containers. U S. designers 
simply carried on where the 
Europeans left off. The 
great age of stoneware deco¬ 
ration spans a brief half 
century which ended around 
1850. 

The very first Canadian 
stoneware potteries were 
founded — by Americans — 
in 1849 just at a time when 
the demands of production 
were reducing decoration to 
a few perfunctory licks. By 
the end of the century even 
the simplest of blue flowers 
were a thing of the past both 
sides of the border and in 
Canada, incised decoration 
never even started. 

In fact, the era of decorat¬ 
ed domestic pottery was not 
limited to a single century; it 
is apparent from archeology 
that right from the begin¬ 
nings of the craft, maybe 
10.000 years ago even the 
most primitive of potters 
were unable to resist adding 
his own decorative touch to 
the most utilitarian of pieces 
and by 5,000 years ago these 
decorations had developed 
to sophisticated extremes. It 
was the machine age which 
brought this human art to an 
end. 

The most interesting of 
North American stoneware 
was made in the U.S. be¬ 
tween 1810 and 1840. This 
was the time when designs 
were painstakingly incised 
into the partly dried clay 
forms before firing. The 
competitive struggle for 
mass markets soon made 
this an uneconomical prac¬ 
tise and by 1850 the switch to 
painted designs in blue co¬ 
balt oxide glaze was com¬ 
plete. The glaze, when fired, 
fuses with the body of the 
utensil and is virtually inde 


structible. 

Collectors beware. Blue 
flowers can be added at a 
later date — much later like 
maybe 100 years — and when 
fired they look persuasively 
like originals. 

Charming though they are, 
blue flowers eanjhardly be 
described as finejart — on 
the contrary they are au¬ 
thentic primitives in thb best 
sense of the word. But finally 
even they degenerated into a 
few desultory ginger smears 
and by the beginning of the 
1900s only the maker's name 
was left to commend itself to 
today’s collector. 

The beauty of stoneware is 
its durability. If you don't 
drop it it will last virtually 
forever. The collector can 
look at his blue flower jug 
made over 100 years ago and 
know r it will look just as good 
5.000 years from now. The 
same cannot be said of any 
other material. When the 
Mona Lisa and the Guten¬ 
berg Bible have finally suc¬ 
cumbed to the ravages of 
time and air pollution, that 
same jug may still grace 
some sunlit window sill as 
benignly as it does today. 

For more about North 
American stoneware the de¬ 
finitive book is Donald Web¬ 
ster's Decorated Stoneware 
of North America published 
by Tuttle in 1971. I don't 
know if it is still in print but 
when you are in Toronto you 
can drop in at the Sigmund 
Samuel Buildings of the 
Royal Ontario Museum 
where the Canadiana Collec¬ 
tion is housed and ask the 
author yourself. 

Mr. Webster’s other books 
include The Brantford Pot¬ 
tery, 1849-1907 published by 
R.O.M. in 1968. Early Slip 
Decorated Pottery in Can¬ 
ada (Musson, 1969 and Early 
Canadian Pottery. McClel¬ 
land & Stewart, 1971. The 
latter is a superb book which 
can presumably still be or¬ 
dered from any bookseller.

I’ve always had a soft spot in my head for the 
Canadian Women’s Press Club. The CWPC has been 
re-named the Media Club of Canada, but back in the 
days w hen it was still the CWPC, it offered a scholar¬ 
ship for which I applied while a student at the Univer¬ 
sity of B.C. 

This is not, by the way, a success story. I didn’t 
get the scholarship. (It went to Pat Marchak, the 
redoubtable editor of UBC’s student paper The 
Ubyssey who, when she was still Pat Russell, 
achieved permanent fame by swimming the Strait of 
Juan de Fuca.) 

I met the scholarship committee wearing a hat, 
if you can believe it, and in a way, the hat worked. 
About a week later, two letters arrived in the mail. 
One said what all rejection letters say, but very 
politely; the other was from a committee member — 
obviously a hat fan — who suggested I apply for a job 
which she happened to know was available at a 
well-known radio station in New Westminster. 

Why not, I thought, jumped on a bus and arrived 
(hatless) at the station door. Once inside, I was set to 
writing sample commercials to test my dubious 
ability. I extolled the virtues of soaps and used cars 
for half an hour or so until a kind man with horn¬ 
rimmed glasses showed up to inspect. “These are 
fine,” he said, “but don’t say ‘Why not drop in today 
. . .’ etc. Say DROP IN!’ The idea is to remove all 
doubt.” 

It turned out that he was offering a permanent 
job and I was applying for a summer one, so we 
parted company. But it was a worthwhile experi¬ 
ence. 

That’s why, when the Media Club of Canada 
included me in an invitation to various writers — 
they asked us to a luncheon during their 75th annual 
conference in Hamilton, Ont. — I decided to accept. 

First, though, I spent two days in Toronto taking 
soundings of the business. Toronto was its usual 
stimulating self but the book business was depress¬ 
ing, I came away with the impression that it’s begun 
feeding on itself. The fall lists should tell. 

But in Hamilton, the atmosphere was buoyant. 
Of the writers present, only Richard Needham is 
well known nationally. Among the rest, however, 
most of whom were from the surrounding local area, 
there were some intriguing surprises. 

There was Spencer Dunmore, for example, who 
writes military adventure novels which have been 
translated into languages. There was Minnie Aodla 
Freeman, who was bom on Cape Hope Island in 
James Bay and w ho wrote Life Among the Qallunaat , 
about “coming south to live in the city. 

There was Betty Sanders Garner, a housewife 
who began wTiting seriously only five years ago and 
who found out what she was in for when her publisher 
sent her on a coast-to-coast tour to promote her book 
Canada's Monsters. 

Writer-publisher Robert Nielsen Potlatch was 
there with two of his own books and several “new 
releases,” including The 1980 Comics Annual. Lyn 
Harrington was there, too. Lyn who co-edits the 
Canadian Writer's Guide, has published 17 books and 
2,300 shorter pieces. 

Then there was Erno Rossi, who wrote a book 
White Death about the blizzard of 1977 which devas¬ 
tated southern Ontario. Unable to find a publisher, 
Rossi issued the book himself, and sold 12,000 copies 
in seven months! He’s now working on what sounds 
like another sure thing — ‘‘a popular compendium of 
folk beliefs and human experiences during the full 
moon phase.” 

Ex-social worker and teacher Edra Thompson 
probably deserves the award as Most Ingenious 
Writer Present, however. Mrs. Thompson w r rote a 
book about the educational system called Search Me 
and designs related multi-media shows for a home- 
built seminar centre called The Castle in Vineland. 
Ont. Her new book is about “nature and the good 
life,” which certainly figures. 

And finally, there was Marianne Moore Pitts, 
who deserves a column all to herself. You’ll find out 
why, next week. 
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They may have storm troopers and wookies, above, but few SF space books are as exciting as Star Wars. 

For 'space opera' buffs 


As the resounding success 
of Star Wars has shown, 
there are few things more 
diverting than gold old-fa¬ 
shioned star-spanning ad¬ 
venture of the kind science 
fiction fans call “space 
opera” — at least, when it’s 
handled with style, enthusi¬ 
asm, and real imagination. 

And as Battlestar Galacti- 
ca, that noisome exercise in 
televised tedium, has equal¬ 
ly demonstrated, there are 
few things more dreary 
w hen it lacks these vital qua¬ 
lities. 

Connoisseurs of the genre, 
at least in its written form, 
generally consider Poul An¬ 
derson its most reliably en¬ 
tertaining living practition¬ 
er. Anderson is also, of 
course, a leading writer of 
“serious SF — and his new 
novel The Avatar represents 
a somewhat uneasy blend of 
the two. At its best (which 
means, on and off, for about 
half its total length) this 
long, ambitious metaphysi¬ 
cal adventure-romance is as 
good as anything he has ever 
written. At its worst (which 
means for most of the other 
' half) it is alternately tenden¬ 
tious and tedious, and often 
both at once. 

Yet, despite its numerous 
faults. The Avatar is well 
worth reading — a praise¬ 
worthy attempt at producing 
a new-fashioned high adven¬ 
ture with real philosophical 
depth, and in many respects 
a highly successful one. 

By contrast, F. Paul Wil¬ 
son’s Wheels Within Wheels 
has no redeeming features 
whatsoever. Billed on the 
jacket as “a gripping sci¬ 
ence fiction murder mys¬ 
tery” (surely an actionable 
libel on both genres!), this 
novel turns out to be a show¬ 
case of the brand of alleged¬ 
ly ingenious plotting which 
depends on all its supposedly 
intelligent protagonists act¬ 
ing consistently dim-witted¬

ly from beginning to end. 
Judging by the results, the 
author is incapable of writ¬ 
ing anything more compli¬ 
cated than a cheque. Skip 
it. 

As for L. Sprague de 
Camp’s The Great Fetish, 
it’s a very short, very light¬ 
weight adventure-spoof with 
mildly satirical undertones. 

It opens in a backwoods 
hamlet on Kforri, a planet by 
no means entirely dissimilar 
to our own, where the hero, a 
muscular young introvert 
named Marko Prokopiu, is 
being sentenced to jail for 
“unVizantian activities” — 
specifically, the unspeak¬ 
able religious heresy of de¬ 
nying that man evolved from 
his world’s lower animals. 

Needless to say, Marko 
breaks jail (with his moth¬ 
er’s help, of course). Armed 
with his late lamented 
father’s trusty battle-axe, he 
sets out into "the world be¬ 
yond the Skudran hills” in 
hot pursuit of his runaway 
wife, Petronela. 

After this amusing start, 
the book never works up 
very much steam. Marko’s 
adventures are good fun, but 
noteworthy mainly for the 
number of promisingly 
comic leads which remain 
undeveloped. 

It’s a pleasant enough 
romp, but hardly vintage de 
Camp — the merest shadow 
of his memorable adventure- 


farces of yesteryear, like 
The Hand of Zei or the hilari¬ 
ous Dixide and Rule. 

In The Stars in Shroud, 
(Gregory Benford attempts a 
sophisticated modern updat¬ 
ing of those “fondly remem¬ 
bered” adventure-yams of 
yore which once, he con¬ 
fesses, held him entranced 
with their “teenage excite¬ 
ments.” The book is in fact 
an extensively rewritten 
version of his 1970 first 
novel, Deeper than the 
Darkness, and for its first 
three-quarters the revisions 
are more cosmetic than sub¬ 
stantial. 

The final chapters, how¬ 
ever, have been consider¬ 
ably revamped, eliminating 
a good deal of formulaic me¬ 
lodrama — but at the cost of 
an equal amount of plot-co¬ 
herence. If you’re familiar 
with the earlier version, you 
probably won’t want this 
one. 

Still, for all its merits, I 
don’t think this book is ever 
likely to be “fondly remem¬ 
bered” by anyone. In ear¬ 
nestly attempting to update 
the old space-opera formu¬ 
las, Benford has ended up by 
robbing the form of most of 
its native zest. There are 
compensations, true — but 
hardly enough to justify the 
effort involved. 

That the job can be done 
was demonstrated some

lany’s Nova, a dazzling tour 
de force on a multitude of 
levels. Now Delany returns 
to the genre with Empire , a 
“visual novel” (in other 
words, a deluxe comic-book) 
illustrated in full color by 
Howard V. Chaykin, creator 
of the best-selling “graphic 
story adaptation” of Star 
Wars. 

The result, alas, is an 
overpriced let-down. 

Delany is one of the most 
talented SF writers of all 
time; but you would certain¬ 
ly never guess it from Em¬ 
pire. 

The story is highly deriva¬ 
tive, full of shop-soiled bor¬ 
rowings like “asteroid-pi¬ 
rates” and “dragonriders,” 
while its treatment wobbles 
awkwardly between the self¬ 
consciously campy and the 
self-defeatingly pretentious. 
(Sample line of dialogue: 
“How does terror articulate 
with terror?” How, in¬ 
deed?) 

The vigor of Nova is no¬ 
where much in evidence, and 
the whole thing comes 
across as a sort of ersatz 
Star Wars stripped of its 
most memorable elements 

— the splendiferous Darth . 
Vader and the two charming 
robots. 

Yet for all that, Empire 
stands several notches 
above Battlestar Galactica 

— which is certainly a case 
of damning with faint praise! 
In fact, it could make a nifty 
movie in its own right, pro¬ 
vided the pretentiously con¬ 
fused and confusing ending 
was changed. 

For many buffs, I suppose, 
even that is recommenda¬ 
tion enough. Personally, 
however. I’d opt for The 
Avatar, which for all its fail¬ 
ings is authentically rich in 
the imaginative excitement 
which makes reading the 
best of space opera a special 
kind of joy.

Mary Renault takes the 
fragments of mythology or 
yearly Greek history and 
shapes them together into a 
persuasive and strangely 
haunting picture, much as an 
archeologist can reconstruct 
a vase of a frieze out of small 
and scattered shards. Books 
like The Bull froirUhe Sea, 
on the Thesqus legend, have 
a unique afira. In restoring 
the colors of legend, she 
brings out the archetypal 
truths that first created the 
myths and whose power still 
lingers in ail of us. 

The known facts behind 
Renault’s latest subject are 
small and barren. Out of 
them, she recreates the ap¬ 
prenticeship and flowering 


of Simonides, the great lyric 
poet of the end of the sixth 
century BC. 

He is known to have been 
born in Keos (modern Kea), 
an island of rugged auster¬ 
ity. We know his father's 
name and that of his sister 
and brother-in-law, them¬ 
selves the parents of a gifted 
poet who later became his 
uncle’s pupil. Simonides 
lived for a time in Euboia 
before being invited to 
Athens and the court of the 
Pisistratides whose history 
is sketchily drawn in Thucy¬ 
dides. 

But out of these uninviting 
shards, Renault recon 
structs a three-dimensional

picture that is informed by 
the mysteries of Simonides’ 
idea of himself as a dedicat¬ 
ed lyric craftsman. 

Renault’s special gift un¬ 
obtrusively injects the his¬ 
torical details that the read¬ 
er needs to know or her own 


version of theories argued 
over by the experts.

The joy of photography

£ Joy of It, written and il- 
£ lustrated by Freeman 
£ Patterson, an interna- 
tionally honored Cana¬ 
rd dian photographer and 
£ teacher of photography. 

£ The book deals with all 
£ aspects of photography. 
£ It is about cameras, 
lenses, films, and about 
£ what such equipment can 
£ do for you. “It is also 
£ about lighting, exposure, 
:£ composition, techniques 
£ and how these can be 
:£ used effectively to create 
£: the images you want,’’ 
£ says Patterson:

“It is also about sym¬ 
bolism — being conscious 
of what the subject mat¬ 
ter and your treatment of 
it mean to you and those 
who view it.” 

Patterson wrote the 
book for those who have 
only basic knowledge of 
camera operation, as 
well as those who have 
been “making fine 
images for many 
years.” 


Photography for the 
Joy of It covers color and 
black-and-white photog¬ 
raphy related to nature, 
architecture and people. 
Its pages are full of infor¬ 
mation that could turn 
any gifted and ambitious 
amateur into a pro. There 
are also 62 superb color 
photographs, and the last 
chapter features 50 use¬ 
ful tips for all occasions.

waste any words prepar 
ing the reader for the 
major challenge of pho- £ 
tography, which is “how £ 
best to describe the £ 
meeting between your £ 
subject and yourself.” 
Apart from the many £ 
practical pointers on the £ 
techniques of picture- 
taking, the cutlines give £ 
interesting background £ 
information on each pic- £ 
ture, as well as details on £ 
the equipment, films, ex- £ 
posure and shutter speed £ 
used, and the conditions 
under which the photo- 
graphs were taken. 

The creative aspect of £ 
photography is not over- £ 
looked. In the chapter on £ 
photographing children :j:

tures Simonides' mind as he 
tends his father’s sheep on 
the stony hills. She unfolds 
the stirrings of his genius as 
he listens to a travelling bard 
at an island wedding and 
then follows him to Samos, 
the gathering place of artists 
who have fled from the Per¬ 
sian occupation of the cities 
in Asia Minor. She takes us 
back, too, to the great lyric 
festivals at Delos, Olympia 
and Athens. 

We see the times through 
Simonides himself, realizing 
that world through the mind 
of a contemporary with all 
its unusual colorings. 

Lastly, the book’s style is 
perfectly honed to those an¬ 
cient times. Its unpreten 
tious clarity shows none of 
the fustian claptrap of so 
many historical novels. An 
apparent simplicity contains 
within it the resonance of the 
dark gods that still linger 
somewhere inside all of us: a 
stark beauty which fre¬ 
quently makes us catch our 
breath. 

Lena Kennedy's Maggie 
conjures up a history just 
passed. The first half of the 
novel, Maggie’s childhood in 
the London slums and her ex¬ 
perience during the last 
War, is told w ith an arresting 
integrity and actuality; but 
then, alas, the book devolves 
into a watered-down Ro¬ 
mance ... at least, to my 
taste. 

The excitement of the 
book's opening segments 
comes from the truth behind 
the writing. Lena Kennedy 
comes from the London 
slums (one suspects that she 
is Maggie) and has not been 
educated aw r ay from those 
roots, so her style has an 
untutored reality. 

Maggie is an orphan at 
thirteen and a mother at fif¬ 
teen. Crowded in with her 
mother-in-law’s turbulent 
family and physically do¬ 
minated by her feckless 
young husband, Maggie 


fights to make a way for her¬ 
self and her children. 

Her strength is impressive 
and comes off the page with 
none of the artful sentimen¬ 
tality of the Dickensian “lit¬ 
tle woman” whom she most 
resembles. 

Maggie scrubs doorsteps, 
helps in a pawn-shop, 
watches the brown-shirts 
march against the East End 
Jews. The people around her 
have the same tough, no- 
nonsense ideas which are to 
shine out during the Blitz. 

From an objective point of 
view, the novel stands as a 
social document of life in 
Stepney from the Depression 
to the present. During the 
war, Maggie's children are 
evacuated to the country; 
under the softening influ¬ 
ence of their foster home 
they grow- up dissatisfied 
w ith the past or as strangers 
to their mother. And after 
the war, the slums come 
down, the towering flats go 
up in blocks. Life becomes 
more affluent, but the 
rough-and-tumble spirit of 
the people has gone. 

It's easy to be sentimental 
over that loss, especially if 
one has not suffered the 
slums. 

Maggie, of course, holds 
no such regret but seizes her 
new opportunities, travels 
the world, and settles down 
in a country cottage among 
the retired middle class. 

Once Maggie leaves her 
East End roots, she becomes 
colorless. Her grit and fight¬ 
ing indpenedence continue, 
but they no longer seem to- 
come from inside her. 

Unconsciously, her story 
suggests the softening same¬ 
ness that prosperity has 
brought to Britain and, in 
those later pages, the unso¬ 
phisticated style fails to 
maintain our interest. But 
the zest and spirit of the 
novel's first half make for a 
book that should not be 
missed.

Novels paint 
ancient Keos 
and East End 
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E. D. WARD-HARRIS 

Canadian novelists could learn a lot 
from two of their Aussie counterparts 


If you called Jon Cleary a great 
writer the handsome, bearded Austra¬ 
lian author of 28 novels would laugh in 
vour face, and rightly so. He doesn't 
aspire to greatness. Year after year he 
offers his admirers a well-crafted, 
immensely readable book to wile away 
a few hours. Nothing more and nothing 
less. 

And because he recognized his limi¬ 
tations. and excels within their con¬ 
fines. his following grows, and every¬ 
one is happy. Wouldn't it be nice if 
some of our pretentious Canadian 
novelists learned this simple lesson? 

Cleary’s latest novel, The Beaufort 
Sisters (Collins; $12.95), is the story 
of the four beautiful, strong-minded 
daughters of Lucas Beaufort, the rich¬ 
est man in Kansas City, an over-pos¬ 
sessive father who cannot comprehend 
why his wilful, adventurous girls are 
not content to remain under his roof 
and enjoy his money and his pres¬ 
ence. 

There’s the tragic Nina, who is 
condemned to a life of loneliness and 
despair after her husband Tim is 
forced into leaving her, taking with 
him her only child, Michael. Her sister 
Margaret, a cold-hearted and emo¬ 
tionally controlled woman, destroys 
her husband Frank who learns that she 
married him of convenience to legiti¬ 
mize the feared result of a few nights 
of bliss — with Nina’s husband Tim. 

The third sister is Sally, who wastes 
her life jet-setting around the world 
in a vain attempt to find love and 
happiness in the arms of a man or a 
woman. Finally, there is the lovely, 
perceptive Pru who, longing to lead a 
normal life, cannot resist any man — 
including her long-lost nephew Mi¬ 
chael. 

The action moves back and forth 
between the U.S., Germany, England, 
Italy, France and the Belgian Congo, 
and climaxes in the Middle East, and 
through all the complexites of the nar¬ 
rative Cleary manages to mingle the 
lives of his characters in a way that 
compels admiration. 

The secret of Cleary's success is 
that he spends twice as long at writing 
as he does on research, the reverse of 
what most popular novelists do. The 
result is a tightly structured, polished 
product. 

If you haven’t yet made Cleary's 


acquaintance try The Beaufort Sisters 
and if you enjoy it, as I’m sure you 
will, the pleasure of his 27 other novels 
awaits you. 

★ ★ ★ 

Thomas Keneally, also an Austra¬ 
lian, is a very different kind of writer. 
In fact, he is among the half-dozen or 
so truly brilliant contemporary novel¬ 
ists. Still a comparatively young man, 
he already has 12 novels to his credit, 
each one testimony to his towering 
talent, originality and wit. 

His latest novel. Passenger (Col¬ 
lins; $13.95) couldn’t have been written 
by anyone else because without the 
Keneally touch it wouldn’t have come 
off. the plot could not be more ordi¬ 
nary: a middle-class marriage foun¬ 
ders, the pregnant wife is manoeuvred 
into a mental home from which she is 
rescued by a strange man with a weird 
psychological problem, and together 
they flee from England to Australia to 
find a new life. 

What lifts the story out of the ordi¬ 
nary is that the narrator is a foetus — 
the passenger of the title — who 
sprang into awareness at the instant a 
laser beam penetrated the womb to 
determine whether the configuration 
of his brain w as all it should be. From 
that moment the foetus has access to 
his mother’s consciousness, sees 
through her eyes, and yet retains and 
cherishes his own questioning and 
fiercely independent personality. 

The foetus describes the drama of 
his own restricted world and the large 
drama of his mother's life with the 
detached resignation of an observer 
fully aware he can do little to help. At 
last, with memory intact, he bursts 
into the world he has so long sur¬ 
veyed. 

Keneally handles the difficult 
theme with great delicacy and skill. 


His writing, as always, is beautifully 
restrained, and the wit is sparkling. 
The novel’s triumph is all the more 
dramatic for the ironic blandness of 
its surface, Keneally being far too 
excellent a novelist to try overtly to 
transmit a crude a moralistic mes¬ 
sage. But to those who know that 
Keneally trained for several years for 
the Catholic priesthood (he did not 
take Orders) the message is clearly 
there nevertheless. 

★ ★ ★ 

Hans Hellmut Kirst, another pro¬ 
lific novelist (17 published to date), 
has made a career out of dramatizing 
notorious episodes in Hitler’s Third 
Reich. His latest novel, Tnlllght of the 
Generals (Collins; $12.95), is a drama¬ 
tization of the framing by Hitler in 
1938 of General von Fritsch, com¬ 
mander-in-chief of the Wehrmacht, 
and Field Marshal von Blomberg, the 
war minister, so that he could deci¬ 
mate the senior ranks of the officer 
corps and gain control of the armed 
forces. 

It is historical fact that the cynical 
Nazi blackguards deposed these two 
upright, honorable, much-respected 
officers by accusing von Fritsch — on 
the basis of fabricated ‘evidence’ — of 
being a homosexual and von Blomberg 
of marrying a prostitute, also a slan¬ 
derous accusation w ithout a shred of 
truth to it. 

Truth is said to be stranger than 
fiction, and in Nazi Germany this was 
certainly so, so Kirst, as usual, clings 
closely to the facts, using fiction for 
the dialogue which ties the story to¬ 
gether. He is in fact using the novel to 
present aspects of Nazi history to 
those who have never familiarized 
themselves with the mass of non-fic- 
tional work available. As he does it 
extremely well. I think it’s an excel¬ 
lent idea. 


William P. McGivern is yet another 
prolific writer, with 22 novels to his 
credit. His newest one. Soldiers of '44 
(Clarke, Irwin; $14.50) is a bare knu- 
cles account of how a handful of 
American artillerymen, separated 
from their unit, behaved during the 
Battle of the Bulge, Hitler's last hur¬ 
rah in the Ardennes. 

The language is crude, so crude 
that it soon ceases to have any impact, 
but apart from this weakness I have 
few complaints. The story is action- 
filled, fast-paced, and as you get into it 
the characters grow into interesting, 
believable individuals whose fate one 
cares about. 

Soldiers of ’44 is not great liter¬ 
ature, but if you're looking for some¬ 
thing fairly exciting to rivet your at¬ 
tention for a few hours you could do a 
lot worse.

Alf of Edward L. Beach's novels 
(he has written six) are about the sea, 
or to be more precise under the sea, 
which isn’t surprising considering that 
he had a distinguished career in the 
U.S. Navy, serving mostly aboard sub¬ 
marines. 

Anyone who enjoyed his Run Silent, 
Run Deep and Dust on the Sea will 
welcome his latest novel. Cold Is the 
Sea (Holt, Rinehart; $11.95) and recog¬ 
nize it as a companion book. This one 
describes what happens when an ad¬ 
vanced U.S. nuclear-powered sub is 
sent on a secret mission to the Arctic 
Ocean, becomes incapaciated beneath 
the ice and the crew discovers that 
they are being shadowed by a Russian 
sub. 


Although you know all along that 
everything will turn out well for the 
good guys (you’re not supposed to 
know, but you just do) there are lots of 
tension-filled moments to maintain the 
excitement. But to fans of Beach’s 
that’s not all that important. What 
really counts is the richness of techni¬ 
cal detail and submarine lore, all of it 
lovingly described with a sureness of 
touch that comes only from first-hand 
experience. 

Cold Is the Sea is not the greatest of 
adventure yarns, but it's not a book 
that any submarine buff would want to 
miss. 


How Hearst case cut to core of America

In the trial of Patty 
Hearst, as Shana Alexander 
sees it in Anyone's Daugh¬ 
ter, the American public was 
also putting on trial its way 
of life, its moral conscience, 
its feeling about children, 
its fear of radical politics, 
sex and blacks. The defen¬ 
dant was not merely Patty 
Hearst. but the rich, Water¬ 
gate, Vietnam, psychology, 
the courts, the media, and 
the question, everywhere, of 
credibility. 

Miss Hearst was so fea¬ 
tureless, such a blank slate, 
and her conduct so ambigu¬ 
ous, that she could be taken 
to symbolize just about any¬ 
thing. To the very end of 
the trial, it was impossible to 
tell whether she was trau¬ 
matized, brainwashed, pre¬ 
tending, almost catatonical- 
ly passive and impression¬ 
able, or simply stupid. 

Which did Miss Hearst ex¬

perience as the more ter¬ 
rible duress: being the 
daughter of her parents or 
the captive of the Symbion- 
ese Liberation Army? Was it 
harder for her to kiss her 
mother or to fire an auto¬ 
matic weapon? Why did she 
wet her pants when she was 


apprehended by the FBI, but 
not when she was kidnapped 
at gunpoint? These are some 
of the questions Shana Alex¬ 
ander raises in her brilliant 
diary of the trial that was a 
combination of nightmare 
and nocturnal pollution for 
the American public. 

Miss Hearst is perhaps the 
least interesting character 
in Anyone's Daughter, part¬ 
ly because we are never 
sure that we know her and 
partly because she is up¬ 
staged by F. Lee Bailey, 
America’s most flamboyant 
criminal lawyer. Even read¬ 
ers who are not mesmerized 
by courtroom dramas will be 
drawn into this one, because 
it is, incidentally, something 
like a state of the union mes¬ 
sage on the progress of the 
American soul. 


Miss Alexander's feelings 
about the trial are just what 
is needed to rescue it from 
sprawling confusion and to 
keep reminding us that it is 
not a “media event” but a 
trial that affects real people. 
She is a shrewd second- 
guesser and Monday morn¬ 
ing quarterback who re¬ 
examines the evidence for us 
in a more natural light. 

Miss Alexander's own life, 
including her difficulties 
with her rebellious daughter 
and her divorced husband, 
give her an increased emo¬ 
tional investment in the trial 
of Patty Hearst. 

Her incidental observa¬ 
tions are often mischievous. 
She observes that F. Lee 
Bailey’s whole team seems 
“obsessed by bad breath; 
they consume mountains of 


lozenges, Clorets, deodoriz¬ 
ers.” It is as if they all feel 
that what they have to say is 
malodorous. 

Anyone's Daughter is 
filled with both grotesque¬ 
ness and pathos. Miss 
Hearst’s brain, for example, 
had to be “rewashed” before 
she could appear in the wit¬ 
ness box. On a psychological 
test, she completed the sen¬ 
tence fragment “I want to 
know” with “how to cro¬ 
chet.” then finished “Most 
men" with an obscenity. 

Patty Hearst’s trial is 
turned into instant books and 
porno movies. She is accused 
of not sending even so much 
as a birthday card to her 
parents while she was living 
under cover. During one 
period, all eight white mem¬ 
bers of the Symbionese 
Liberation Army wore black 
greasepaint and Afro wigs. 

In the end. Miss Alexander 
suggests that Patty Hearst 
was both the victim of the

SLA and its accomplice. She 
had many opportunities to 
escape, yet it may have been 
psychologically impossible 
for her to act. While it is 
conceivable that her only 
crime was confusion, that 
could be said of many 
crimes.
